AN ACT 

Relating to Shelby County; au- 
thorizing any national bank sit- 
uated within the county to open, 
establish, operate and maintain a 
branch bank, branch office, or 
other place of business at Wilson- 
ville in said county. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. When permitted by 
its charter and by-laws, and ap- 
proved by the State Banking De- 
partment, any national bank sit- 
uated in Shelby County shall be 
authorized to open, establish, op- 
erate and maintain at Wilsonville 
in said county, a branch bank, 
branch office, or other place of 
business for the receipt of de 
posits, payment of checks, ana con- 
ducting a genera) banking busi- 
ness. 

Section 2. All laws or paris of 
laws which conflict witn this Act 
are repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shail become 
effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Railroads See Decade 
Of Healthy Growth 


A decade of healthy growth for 
the nation’s railroads is seen in a 
study of progress made and of 
traffic -trends, in a report pub 
lished in Ties, the Voice of the 
Southern Railway. 

The 'report, work of a research 
organization, takes into account 
recent developments irr railroad 
facilities, the growth in pooula- 
tion along with rising staudards 
of living, to find that traffic needs 
that the railroads will be able 
to meét these needs. 

The needs are. described in these 

words: 
In 1956 the railroads will be call- 
ed upon to provide 880 billion ton- 
miles of freight service, an in 
crease of 41 per cent over traffic 
in 1955. There will be 30 billion 
passenger-miles, and six billion 
ton miles of mail and express. 

To do this huge transportation 
job, 38,800 locomotives, 1,879,900 
freight cars, and 1,100,000 rail- 
roaders will be needed. 

The report finds that the coun- 
try’s rising standard of living 
will demand an increasing amount 
of freight service for every fami- 
ly each year. In 1900 it took 12, 
000-ton miles of freight service 
to supply each American house- 


hold. It is believed that by 1965 | 


each household will require 33,000 
ton-miles of freight service. 


The- report shows that the 
nation’s ‘railroads are moving 
more competitive traffic, are 


operating, more efficiently and 


|that they have greater reserve ca- 


pacity, than all their 
competitors combined. 
These optimistic predictions are 


domestic 


‘based on known developments in 
{recent years. Railroads have spent 
billions of dollars for new loco- 
motives and cars, improved yards 


and terminals and new devices of 
all kinds of devices to improve 
rail service.

Are You Will- 
ing To Cooperate In Such an un- 
dertaking. 

The results of the survey were 
encouraging. Next an Industrial 
Development Board was appointed. 
Everybody kept at work, attractive 
literature was prepared and cir- 
culated. Finally in 1956 a former 
Jaycee living in Newnan, Georgia 
suggested that his company in the 
International. Latex. Corporation 
might be interested in establishing 
a plant in LaFayette.

Report from Washin gton 


Vice President Richard Nixon 
and Senate Republican Leader Wil- 
liam Knowland, proponents of the 
President’s so-called “civil rights” 
legislation are making every pos- 
sible effort to begin early Senate 
debate on this measure. 

Although those of us who oppose 
the bill were able to delay its 
consideration in the House of Rep- 
resentatives for nearly six months, 
a final vote was forced last Tues- 
day and the civil rights measure 
was approved by more than a two- 
to-one-margin, The bill was then 
sent to the Senate where, under 
normal Senate procedure, it would 
have been referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. The Vice- President 
ruled, however, that the bill 
could be placed.on the Senate 
calendar, thereby bypassing the 
committee. A majority of” the 
Senators present voted to affirm 
his ruling. 

The only remaining hope of pre- 
venting passage of this danger- 


ous measure is by a Senate fili- 


buster. Under the rules of the 
House of Representatives, debate 
is limited and a filibuster is im - 
possible. But Senate rules permit 
unlimited debate, unless specifi- 
cally limited by a two-thirds vote | 
of the members of that body. Al- 
though Southern Senators realize 
they have a difficult job ahead of 
them, they are already preparing 
for and all - out fight which will 
probably begin within the next 
two weeks.

Members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives voted last Friday to 
extend for one year the termi- 
nation date of Public Law 480 
which provides for the disposal of 
surplus agriclutural commodities. 
This legislation was first passed

It is surely as distasteful to God 
today as it was when Miriam 
sneered at her sister-in-law. 

But intolerance was not the only 
sin Miriam committed as recorded 
in our lesson Seripture. It was 
only part of the greater sin of 
jealousy. She questioned the 
prominence God had given Moses 
as a leader and prophet of the 
people. She intimated that God 
was speaking through her to the 
people quite’as officially as he was 
through Moses, 

God’s displeasure is revealed 
by the punishment suffered by the 
sinning woman, who was stricken 
by the dread disease of leprosy. 
God is still pimishing people for 
the despicable sin of jealousy. 

The fact that Miriam was per- 
haps the most prominent woman 
among the many thousand Hebrew 
women did not prevent her punish- 
ment or de¢rease its _ severity. 
God_is.no _respecter_of_ persons, 
and he excuses no one for sinn'ng 
just because the sinner is prom- 
inent in thé estimation of other 
people. God punished evén Moses 
for sinning, as he later did King 
Saul, King David and many other 
who seemingly believed themselves 
above the law. 

In our own nation among the 
many prominent people who have 
been punished for their sins were 
a former vice-president who was 
charged with treason and a former 
United States Senator who was 
imprisoned for misuse of ‘his high 
office. Only recently a high state 
official was sent to prison for 
thievery in office. Some folks 
seemingly forget that the higher 
the office the greater the respon- 
sibility and necessity to be blame- 


Let us_not. forget the reaction

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PRIMER FOR AMERICANS 


ey ee eee nee of America, You are an 
American. 

Real Americans like their country, They are proud of it. 
They think it is a good place to live, And they want to 
keep it good—to keep it getting better all the time, , 

Why is America the way it is? What makes it a'good 
place to live? The answer is simply this: 

Throughout our history most Americans have be- 
lieved that every person has certain rights and duties 
and responsibilities. 

Americans have believed that there are certain things 

people should do, and things they should not do. 

They have also believed in certain things that people 

are, and are not. 

These things that people believe are called principles. 
This book is an attempt to state the Principles of Amer- 
ica in simple, primer fashion so that you can understand 
them, learn them, and remember them. 

This is important, It was because earlier Americans 
believed in these principles and guided their lives by 
them, that America has grown to be the good place it is, 

If all of us learn and remember these principles—if we 
also guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep 
America growing better, and better, and better. 

And if we follow these Principles of America, we can 
help make the world a better place to live in, too, 


The Principles of America are these cee 


1. Each Person is of Importance and Value as 
an Individual. 
This is the cornerstone . . . the foundation of all our other 
beliefs in a person’s right to live his own life, to speak for 
himself, to choose and change his leaders. 


From it comes our hatred of those “isms” under which the 
individual has no value or importance as a person, but is only 


one of many unimportant people who havo to live the way, 


their leaders tell them to. 
Coming directly from that first principle are two others 
that are also part of the foundation of Americanism. 
2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per- 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 


It is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence ex- 
pressed the belief that “‘all men are created equal.” It did not 
state or imply a belief that men develop equally or have equal 
ability, or that they should ever be forced to an exact equality 
of thought, speech or material possessions. 

That would be equality without freedom. Americans have 
always believed the two should go together. 


In our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, 
there are set down principles to protect the rights and 
freedoms and equality of individuals, 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pic- 
tures, of every means by which man may express his thoughts. 


5..The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we believe 
that individuals should be free to act together. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 


Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but 
religions themselves are free and equal. 


7. The Right to Security of Person and Property. 


Not just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 
5th and 14th) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss 
of life, liberty, or property, without “due process of law.” 


8. The Right to Equal Protection before the Law. 


As individuals are equally important, so laws must apply 
equally to all, without special privileges for any group. 


9. The Right to Freedom from Slavery. 


This includes “the right to quit,” for no individual may be 
Jorced to work for another. 


10.-The Right to Petition the Government. 
The right of the individual to “petition the goverament for 
redress of grievances” is evidence of the American belief 
that government is the servant, not the master, of the people, 

11. The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 
This is the individual's most potent weapon in the protection 
of his rights and freedoms . . . a weapon that to be effective 
must be constantly and wisely used. 

Other Principles hold that every man has , . ~ 

12. The Right to a Good Education. 

13, The Right to Live where he pleases, 

14, The Right to Work where he wants to. 

15. The Right to Belong to an Organization. 

16. The Right to Own Property. 

17. The Right to Start his Own Business, 


. 18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs. 


19. The Right to Make a Profit or to Fail, 
depending on his Own Ability. 

There are other, similar rights of individual action which 

are Principles of America, but all of these individual 

rights may be combined in these two broad principles ... 

20, Every Man is entitled to Freedom and Equal- 
ity of Opportunity. 

21. Every Man may Earn his Living When, 
Where, and How he wants to. 


There are also Limiting Principles .. . 

Principles of individual freedom sometimes clash with 

those of individual equality, Therefore our rights as in- 

dividuals must be limited, and those limitations are them- 

selves principles, 

22. The Rights of any Individual shall not In- 
terfere with those of Other Individuals. 


‘Your right to swing your arms stops where the other fellow’s 
nose starts. 


23. The Rights of any Individual shall not In- 
terfere with the Welfare of the People. 


Freedom of speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “fire” in a crowded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the Laws 
under which he Lives. ~ 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law. 


Principles that are Patterns of Behavior... 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. But we have other beliefs, 
other general rules of action and conduct that have 
grown to the status of principles, And these too, are 
foundations of Americanism. 


25. A Man shall be Judged by his Own Record. 


A man’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans 
~—~believe-a man must stand on his own feet. 


26. A Man is Free to Achieve as much as he can. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best. 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be Will- 
ing to Work. 
Americans have always known that “you don’t get something 
for nothing,” that to get anything takes a willingness to work. 
28. Achievement also Depends upon the Ability 
to do a Good Job. 
Add to “willingness to work” the ability to produce results 
and the combination is the basis for most individual achieve- 
ment in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share of 
the Results of his Work and his Ability. 
Because of this belief, America has not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely shared 
by more people than in any other country, 
30. Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 
for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, 
the ability, and the determination to work and plan and save 
for his own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to indi- 
vidual independence and personal freedom. No man can be 
“proud and free” who depends on others for his security, 
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31. When an Individual cannot Provide his own 
Security, the Responsibility should be As- 
sumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help. 


32. Each Individual must Deal Fairly with others. 


Honesty, fairness, and personal integrity are virtues that help 
free and independent individuals get along with each other 
without losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Thing. 


Americans have always believed that competition among in- 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
brings greater benefits to all. 

34. Cooperation among Individuals is Vital. 


PRESIDENT E1seNHOWER has said: ‘‘The freedom to compete 
vigorously accompanied by a readiness to cooperate whole- 
heartedly for the performance of community and national 
functions, together make our system the most productive on 
earth.” 


Principles of Individual Responsibility ... 
Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal respon- 


sibility to*use that freedom wisely. If we wish to remain 
free, we must faithfully fulfill this responsibility, 


35, The Individual is Responsible for himself 
and his Family. 
He must protect them and provide for their present and 
future well-being. 

36. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to his community, his church, his 
employer, his union, and to every group in which individuals 
cooperate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The Individual has Responsibilities to his 
Country. 


He must be an active citizen, interesting himself in local, state, 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speak- 
ing and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality 
and opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has. Responsibilities to the 
World. 


Man's horizons have expanded. What happens in the world 
affects him, and his actions can affect the world. Today, there- 
fore, each man has a responsibility to act—and to encourage 
his country to act—so that freedom and cooperation will be 
encouraged among the people and the nations of the world, 


For America’s Future 

Most of us have faith in our country’s ability to move 
forward, to improve, to grow, to provide more and 
more individuals with more and more of everything 
they want and need in life... 

If we, the people of the United States, want to have 
more material benefits, we must believe in and follow 
these two principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to Pro- 


duce More; and 
40. As we Produce More, we must make it pos- 
sible for More and More People to Enjoy 
that which we Produce. 
If we, the people of the United States, want to have a 
better life, spiritually as well as materially . . . 
41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our

ATOMIC EXHIBIT 
COMING JULY 17 


The U. S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s “Atoms for Peace mo- 
bile exhibit will be shown here in 
Columbiana next Wednesday, July 
17. 

One of the timely displays in 
the exhibit is an animated panel, 
operated by the spectator himself, 
showing simply and_ graphically 
how a nuclear reactor, using 
atomic fuel, can produce heat that 
is used to convert water into 
steam, just as in a standard fur- 
nace.

Last Friday a measure autho- 
izing funds for the 1958 mutual 
security program was opened for 
committee amendments. The first 
amendment that was adopted re- 
duced military assistance funds for 
foreign nations from $1.9 billion 
to $1.5 billion. This $400 million 
reduction was the result of an 
amendment I had offered. In addi- 
tion to this reduction, defense sup; 
port funds were cut from $900 
million to $700 million. 


OTHER CHANGES 


I also had the opportunity of 
introducing two additional amend- 
ments of importance that received 
committee approval. The first of 
these has the effect of shifting all 
mutual security military funds in- 
to the Department of Defense 
budget. At the same time, the 
amendment provides for the annual 


review and authorization of these | ay 
funds by the Committee on For- “airs will continue this week its 


‘gn affairs. I have always con- 
ended that our only justification 

or extending military aid to other 
ations is the contribution that 
i'd will make to our own national 
ecurity and that such aid should 
ve considered as part of our de- 
fense budget. ‘ 

The second of these amendments 
limits the authorization for the 
proposed economic loan fund to 
ne rather than three years. This 
eliminates an authorization of 
$750 million for both fiscal years 
.959 and 1960. While this amend- 
mentment will permit the. estab- 
lishment of the new ec®nomic loan 
fund, both the committee and the 
Congress will be able to take an- 
other careful look at the fund 
before further authorizations are 
made.

Approach to the question of the 
meat packers is made from two 
angles; (1) that the Packers, 
through the operation of “private” 
stockyards, and direct over-the- 
fence purchase from producers, 
drive down the prices tothe live 
stock producers, and (2) because 
the Packers and Stockyards Act 
of 1921 which gives jurisdiction to 
the Department of Agriculture, 
does not cover the big chain gro- 
cers, of which today own their 
own meat packing departments, 
so are not subject to any anti- 
trust regulation by the FTC, since 
they come under-— jurisdiction—of 
the Department of. Agriculture. 
And the Department of Agricul- 
ture takes no action whatever on 
anti-trust. reguletion. 

According to witness before the 
committee, the practice of op- 
erating ‘‘privete’’ stock yards 
where there is no open competi- 
tive buying, as opposed to the 
public government regulated 
yards where livestock is purchased 
on an open bid basis is one of the 
evils which tends to drive down 
the price of livestock to the pro- 
ducers, since there is no regula- 
tion whatever of these private 
yards. They are used by so- 
called ‘professional’ shippers who 
are given the right by the pack- 
ers to exclusive purchase in a 
given territory. and who ship to 
the private yards in car-load lots 
and at favored prices.

He blamed 
this price’ drop om acreage con- 
trol programs which have forced 
farmers to shift from basic crops 
to. feed. grains and hay. 

“Thereds-only one place for such 
increased feed supplies to go and 
that is into livestock and products 
closely -competitive with _live- 
stock products, such as poultry. 
Livestock production js at an all 
time high and livestock product 
prices have been depressed as a 
result of the high volume of pro- 
duction," Woolley said. And yet_ 
in Washington supermarkets only 
a short time ago the only meat 
at retail under $1 per pound was 
hamburger, stew meat and frank- 
furters. 

Angus McDonald, assistant leg- 
islative secretary of the National 
Farmers Union, said his organi- 
zation supported the measure 
which would remove administra- 
tion of the Packers and Livestock 
Act of 1921 from the Department 
of-Agriculture and place it in the 
Federal Trade Commission.

For the most part, those prices 
were much lower than the prices 
we pay today—in terms of dollars 
and cents. But there are other agd 
better yardsticks of price than 
money alone. 

A tabulation concerning meat 
prices from 1919 to 1956 Is an ex- 
cellent example The tabulation 
lists the average retail price of 
meat tn each of the years, along 
with the workers’ average hour 
ly earnings. From this, the amount 
of working time that was needed 
to buy a pound of meat is com- 
puted. 


In 1919, the typical wérker bad 
to put in 44.5 minutes of labor to 
buy that pound of meat There 
after, the figure rose and fell, 
reaching its pre-var low of 21.6 
minutes in 1940. 

The war years are not included 
in the tabulation,: because the 
artificial conditions and restrit- 
tions then im effect make accurate 
comparison impossible. In 1947, a 
worker could earn his pound of 
meat for only 17.5 minutes of la- 
bor—which was the lowest figure 
ever recorded. 

In other words, meat prices have 
—risen—but wages have risen 
much more

For Hard-to-Please Cacklers . . .

OT, sultry weather that fails to fade at 

dusk is the signal of summer. . . and 
trouble. . . for the farmer who tends a flock 
of chickens. You see, his birds just don’t 
like the stinking hot weather that makes his 
cotton fields “get up and go.” 

The truth of the matter is, chickens, like 
you and I, really prefer to lounge in cool com- 
fort. And they’ll let you know when the old 
henhouse becomes a hothouse by sitting down 
on the job. Even temperatures of 75 to 80 
degrees set laying hens to panting and send 
production down. The hotter it gets, the 
fewer cackles you’ll hear announcing newly 
laid eggs. Broilers, too, share their cackling 
sisters’ dislike for warm surroundings. They 
just don’t grow off as well during extremely 
hot weather. 

Being sorta bound by nature to carry on 
their work despite unsatisfactory environ- 
ments, the chickens will continue to lay or 
put on weight—at a reduced rate—until the 
thermometer hits nearly 100 degrees; then 
heat will put them out of production unless 
some artificial cooling method is used. 


How To Cool Flock 


This brings us to the point of this story— 
How can the farmer protect his flock from 
dangerously high temperatures? 

Here are some suggestions that have been 
found helpful in solving this problem: 

Open windows, doors, or other openings on 
all four-sides of-the buildings. . This is the 
cheapest. and_ best’ method of combatting 
heat. On some buildings it would be advis- 
able to increase the window area by remov- 
ing part of the walls. Wire-covered, double 
doors in both ends of the building help great- 
ly, 

Put roof ventilators at the peak of the roof 
in all gable roof structures. 

Install exhaust fans in some buildings to 
push or pull the heated air from the building 
or to give added circulation within the build- 
ing. 

Use wire doors between pens and elimi- 
nate solid partitions. 

Use reflected roofing, such as aluminum, to 
keep out as much heat from the sun as pos- 
sible. Aluminum paint, white paint, or white- 
wash applied to the roof surface and outside 
wall will also help. Tests have shown that 
the black roll roofing commonly seen on poul- 
try structures is one of the hottest roofs one 
can build. 

Use insulation materials under the roof. 
These slow down the movement of heat into 
the building, For best results, these ma- 
terials should be at least one-half inch thick, 
but even a layer of roefing felt under a metal 
reof will help. 

Use shallow litter. The temperature of 
the ground may be as much as 17 degrees 
cooler than the air on a hot day. Further- 
more, the fermentation occurring naturally 
in built-up litter produces heat. Use a four- 
inch layer of litter instead of the customary 
six-inch layer. 

Allow the birds to feed more during the 
cool part of the day. Put lights on the-birds 
at night so they can eat while the tempera- 
ture is not extremely hot. 
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Air-Conditioned Houses? 


Use more waterers. Remember that the 
most effective cooling agent for birds is water 
consumption. Increase the number of water- 
ers during extremely hot weather. Setting 
additional pails and pans of water through- 
out the house will make the birds more com- 
fortable. 

Keep water as cool as possible. Water that 
travels long distances above ground will be- 
come heated before it reaches the poultry 
house. For this reason it is important to bury 
all pipes going to the poultry houses as deep- 
ly in the ground as possible and to eliminate 
any unnecessary storage or break tanks in 
the water line that would hold the water 
and allow it to become heated. 


Emergency Cooling Measures 


If all the above measures fail, there are 
emergency steps which should be taken. They 
include: 

Running water over the roof. Some grow- 
ers are using fogger nozzles; others are using 
lawn sprinklers and perforated lawn hoses 
to spray the roof during the hottest part of 
the day. 

Sprinkling water lightly over the walls and 
litter. This should be done carefully so that 
not enough water is put down to make the 
floor soggy wet, and it should also be done 
after 3 o’clock in the afternoon. If done 
earlier, it may raise the hygnidity inside the 
house to a stifling level. 

In extreme emergencies the temperature 
in the house can be reduced by placing 100 
pound blocks of ice in corners and along the 
back of houses where birds are likely to con- 
gregate. Placing crushed ice in feed hoppers, 
or sprinkling cracked ice over the floor can 
be used-as a last-resort during-extreme heat. -

T’S always true and timely to say that ‘“‘Ala- 

bama is a great state.” Our greatness 
is in our people, our land, our climate, and 
in other resources. 

We are great in industry, in agriculture, in 
banking, in business, and in our school system 
—even though we continue to fail to finance 
it adequately or to recognize the all-impor- 
tant fact that our children are our paramount 
asset as well as our paramount joy. 

Another great asset is our religious life, or 
our belief in God and our application of 
Christianity. From Christianity came democ- 
racy, which gave us our freedom and without 
which all else would avail little. 

People are greater for what they believe 
than for what they do because their actions 
stem from their beliefs. This is why our belief 
in the great Master Teacher 
is a paramount belief. 

As I travel over Alabama 
I observe people and I ob- 
serve thing s—especially 
farms and farm homes. 
Changes that result in prog- 
ress are always impressive 
and thrilling to me. Here 
are a few changes which I 
keep seeing: 

1) Two-room cabins that 
were common a generation 
ago are about gone. They cost from a few 
dollars up to a few hundred to build. Their 
equipment was scant. They have been re- 
placed with modern homes adequately equip- 
ped, each costing into thousands of dollars. 

2) Most mules have disappeared; and 
those remaining are declining rapidly. They 
have been replaced by tractors which enable 
farmers to do much more work at a lower 
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cost per unit. 


3) The family cow is becoming a thing of 
the past. Farmers buy their milk-at-a-_lecal 
store or a highway grocery and filling sta- 
tion. It was produced by big commercial 
dairymen. Good roads and refrigeration made 
this possible. \ 

4) Gone, too, are most farm poultry flocks. 
Big commercial flocks have replaced them. 
Farmers who had one to three dozen hens 
each now either have none or they have com- 
mercial flocks of 500 to 2000 hens or more. 

5) Seldom do we see, on cold afternoons, 
farm-slaughtered hogs hanging on a pole to 
be processed into hams, shoulders, bacon, 
lard, sausage, and other good food. Big and 
little packing plants do this work. 

6) Gone, also, is the ash-hopper and the 
old smoke house. Modern conditions out- 
moded them. 

7) Gone, too, isa lot of drudgery on farms 
and in farm homes. As drudgery and inef- 
ficiency went out better things came in, in- 
cluding more efficiency and a higher stand- 
ard of living. 

8) Little farms are either disappearing or 
being combined into bigger farms. Farmers 
have found that they must have bigger units 
to make enough money to live as they want 
to live under modern conditions. 

No doubt there are people who believe that 
some of these changes are bad. I don’t agree 
because big changes represent thinking and 
action by many people, thereby providing 
safety of decision and action. 

There may be people who long for the 
“good old days” of the past. Not me. I’ve 
seen the past and its hardships and sacrifices. 
Instead of wanting to go back to the hard- 
ships and scarcities of the past, I want to go 


forward to a bigger, a better, and a greater 
tomorrow. 
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At Flip of a Switch . . . Formula Poultry Feed Mixed on Farm 


This mixer-grinder feed mill, located on Howard Young’s farm in Cherokee

OULD you trade a fraction over an 
hour of work for $27.50? 

Howard Young of Cherokee County is 
doing just that with the feed program 
of his hatching egg flock. A producer 
of hatching eggs for four years, Young 
studied al! angles of the business to see 
if he couldn’t cut expenses. He knew 
that home-grown feed, which he was al- 
ready producing, helped some in lower- 
ing production costs. But grinding and 
mixing costs were the part that bother- 
ed him. 

‘“‘Why can’t I mix and grind my own 
feed,” thought Young. So he checked 
around for the type of feed mill he would 
need. After some deliberation on sev- 
eral grinder-type machines, Young locat- 
ed what is known as the small farm mix- 
er-grinder. 

This machine proportions, mixes, and 
grinds the feed with a minimum of sup- 
ervision, labor, and power, declared the 
poultry farmer. And since home-mixed 
feeds have not been extensively used by 
poultrymen because of the rather tedious 
job of mixing the ingredients in the right 
proportions to provide a balanced ration, 
Young felt that this machine would defi- 
nitely put him on the right track. 

So, he purchased one of the mixer- 
grinders and located it in one of the 
stalls of his barn. Four feed pipes con- 
vey the feed and concentrate into the 
mixing hopper at the top of the machine. 
From here the mixture flows -into-the 
hammer-mill.. Young rigged up a large 
bin in the loft of his barn and divided it 
into four hopper-shaped- compartments. 
Three of these hold corn, oats, and grow- 
ing concentrate—ingredients of Young’s 
hatching egg flock ration. The fourth 
compartment isn’t in use yet, but Young 
plans to put breeder concentrate in it 
and reproportion the ration for his 
breeder hens. 

A separate dial regulates the rate and 
amount of each ingredient flowing into 
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the mixing hopper. By selecting the 
proper ratio on the dials, Young is able 
to turn out precisely the feed mixture 
he needs for his flock. 

Young sets the dials to mix corn, oats, 
and a 42 percent protein concentrate in- 
to an 18-20 percent protein grower ra- 
tion. 

Another dial on the grinder permits 
Young to set the mill to operate with- 
out attention for the length of time nee- 
onary to provide an adequate supply of 

eed. ' 

Right now Young is grinding 1800 
pounds of feed per hour, using home- 
grown corn and oats and buying only the 
concentrate. His flock of 1,125 layers 
consume 2500 pounds of feed per week. 
And Young figures that since he started 
mixing and grinding his own feed, he 
sells his labor for $1.10 per hundred 
pounds of feed. On 2500 pounds per 
week, this figures $27.50 for labor. Of 
course, Young wasn’t deducting depre- 
ciation of the machine and electrical 
cost. But he said electricity costs only 
about eight cents per ton of feed ground, 
and depreciation on the machine would 
be relatively small per ton of feed be- 
cause the life of the grinder is a good 
10 years. 

Young also made one other improve- 
ment in hatching egg operation. He in- 
stalled a cooler which raised the hatch- 
ability of his eggs nearly 10 percent. 
Last. year when he was cooling eggs in 
wire baskets in a natural air cooled 
room, hatchability was running around 
78 percent. Now, with the new 40-case 
cooler which holds the temperature at 
55 degrees and the humidity at 80 per- 
cent, hatchability is 87 percent. 

Young summed it up this way. “TI 
have cut production-costs on one end 
and increased the value of the eggs on 
the other end. And any time I can do 
this, I don’t let the equipment expense 
hold me back.” 


Chemicals...Solve Weed Problems 


PI Extension Agronomist O. N. Andrews 
said this week that 1956 was an ideal 
year for weeds, and farmers throughout the 
state found them competing with grain for 
fertilizer and moisture. 

The agronomist recommended using chem- 
icals to control such weeds as mustard, dock, 
plantain, wild radish, blessed thistle, pig- 
weed, shepherd’s-purse, and pepper grass in 
small grain crops—oats, wheat, rye, and bar- 
ley. 


The Fall Garden... 
By JOHN BAGBY Plant it Now

O your garden’s been looking pretty good 
for the past few weeks. But how will it 
look this fall? 

Chances are, unless you make some plant- 
ings now, the vegetables now in such abun- 
dant supply will be gone. You know, of 
course, that such vegetables as snap beans, 
limas, Southern field peas, okra, squash, and 
tomatoes planted this month will likely pro- 
vide good eating until frost. And with good 
storage methods, you may enjoy some of 
these on into the winter. ; 

Another popular summertime favorite, 
sweet corn, may be included in _the July 
plantings but is a little more difficult to 
grow. However, you'll be nibbling a good 
roasting ear at the first frost if the corn is 
protected from the ravaging insects. . . and 
if the weatherman cooperates. 

Too, Irish potatoes may be planted now and 
stored for the winter months. The truth is, 
fall-grown potatoes keep better in storage 
than those grown in spring and summer. 

Now’s the time, too, to get started on plant- 
ings for the late fall and winter garden. Cab- 
bage, collards, broccoli, carrots, lettuce, and 
rutabaga seeds should be planted this month. 
The cabbage, broccoli, and lettuce will be 
transplanted later on, 

If the site is available, plant these fall 
crops. in a low, bottom area where moisture 
is likely to be more plentiful Rainfall is. of- 
ten~scaree -during- the fall months, and the 
lack of moisture may be a critical factor in 
growing fall vegetables. 

Use plenty of fertilizer on these fall vege- 
tables. Follow,either of these methods. (1) 
Apply three quarts of 8-8-8 per 100 feet of 
row two weeks before planting. Side-dress 
with the same amount of 8-8-8 about three 
weeks after plants are up. Three to four 
weeks later side-dress with one pint of ni- 
trate of soda or its equivalent per 100 feet 
of row. (2) Apply four quarts of 4-16-8 or 
4-12-12 two weeks before planting and make 
two side-dressings with one pint each of ni- 
trate of soda or its equivalent, 

If you do not have a copy, ask your county 
agent for Extension Circular 134, “Good Gar- 
dening for Better Living,” which gives va- 
rieties, planting dates, planting distances, and 
other information on gardening. 


Alfalfa . . . Best of the Hay Crops 


HERE’S no doubt about it. . . alfalfa holds 
the crown as the best all-around hay 
crop in Alabama. 

But will alfalfa grow successfully in com- 
bination with a grass crop—orchard grass, 
for example? Jack and W. E. Stephens of 
the Duck Springs community in Etowah Coun- 
ty say it will, and they have five years of 
growing the two crops together to back up 
their statement. 

What’s the secret? “Well, although there’s 
been some experimental work done on the 
project and we've managed to keep-a perfect 
stand for five years, I still can’t put a finger 
on the real reason for our success in growing 
the two crops together,” declared W. E. 
Stephens. “However, it could be the way 
we manage the crops, or the nitrogen we ap- 
ply in the spring, or maybe the way we time 
the annual application of fertilizer. 

“At any rate, we’ve had’ a good stand of 
both crops on the same area and very good 
yields every year,” he insisted. “Each year 
we graze the alfalfa and orchard grass from 
around the first of February to the middle of 
April. At this time the foliage is grazed down 
to about two or three inches. That’s when 
we take the cattle off and fertilize with 1000 
pounds of 0-10-20 (with boron) per acre. 
About 50 pounds of boron is mixed in each 
ton of fertilizer, which figures 25 pounds of 
boron per acre annually. We also broadcast 
100 pounds of ammonium nitrate per acre,” 
he added. “Then, about a month later, the 
first cutting of hay is taken from the area. 
This is followed by two or three cuttings, de- 
pending on weather conditions and growth 
of the alfalfa and orchard grass. 

“Last year, after grazing, the first cutting

turned out nearly 19 tons of hay on the 10 
acres ...slightly less than two tons per acre. 
Then on each of the next three cuttings the 
10 acres produced a little more than a ton 
per acre. 

“This year we got our cows on the grazing 
a little later than usual... the 18th of Feb- 
ruary. Twenty-two milk cows and 13 heifers 
were on the area until April 15. After fol- 
lowing our usual fertilization procedure we 
got a good, slow rain to soak the plant food 
into the ground, and one month later—May 
15—the alfalfa was 18 to 20 inches high and 
the orchard grass about 30 inches. 

“We believe the first cutting will yield at 
least 500 bales (two tons to the acre) and 
certainly we expect the following cuttings to 
equal those of past years,” concluded the 
dairyman, . 

Commenting on the initial planting. of the 
crop, Stephens said, ‘‘There’s-nothing-extra- 
ordinary about the land, and we just tried to 
follow the recommended practices in estab- 
lishing the two crops. However, we may have 
varied a little in the amount of orchard grass, 
since it was being planted in combination 
with the alfalfa,” he recalled. 

Stephens remembered about 10 years ago 
when he and his brother planted their first 
alfalfa. It was seeded alone, and after about 
five years the stand got a little thin. That’s 
when the two young partners decided to re- 
seed the area and add orchard grass. 

W. E. explained that the land was prepar- 
ed as recommended for alfalfa—that is, it 
was broken, disked, and fallowed during the 
summer. Then between Aug. 15 and Sept. 
15 the alfalfa was seeded on the area at the 
rate of 25 pounds per acre. Since the orchard 
grass was planted with the alfalfa, the rec- 
ommended 15-pounds-per-acre seeding rate 
was cut to around 10 pounds per acre. Of 
course, the land was properly fertilized bas- 
ed on recommendations for that area. 

Now, five years after the stand of alfalfa 
and orchard grass was established, County 
Agent T. L. (Sandy) Sanderson says he be- 
lieves the stand is as good as it was to begin 
with, In fact, he thinks that the stand of 
orchard grass seems to have increased some. 

All in all, the Stephenses feel that five 
years of successful yields from the alfalfa-or- 
chard grass combination is proof enough for 
them that the two crops make an ideal graz- 
ing and hay combination,

few good milkers, enough feed, a milk 

route by your door, and you have a 
regular check every two weeks to supplement 
your income. 

“That’s about the size of it,” says Assistant 
County Agent Goode Nelson, who works pri- 
marily with dairy farmers in Calhoun Coun- 
ty. ‘‘My job is to work with all phases of 
dairying, and we in the county feel that our 
manufacturing milk program is growing and 
improving every day with 40 producers on 
the route at present. But before going into 
the business, each of these dairymen had to 
figure how much extra time it would take to 
coe and milk a few cows on the side,” he 
said. 

As in most projects a farmer undertakes, 
some of the sideline dairy businesses started 
to grow and soon were using more time and 
labor than the producers anticipated. But 
there’s a way to get around this problem, 
says J. T. Buttram of Piedmont Rt. 2.. But- 
tram started out in 1945 with two cows, and 
by 1952 he had increased that number to 
eight. That’s when he started selling milk 
to a processor in Cedartown, Ga. By 1956 
his small herd had grown to 12 animals, and 
this year he has 15 with three heifers coming 
on for replacements. To -help speed up milk- 
ing and cut down on labor, Buttram is in the 
process of building an elevated milking parlor 
to handle four cows at one time. Then by 
adding a couple of cow-to-can milking ma- 
chines, he expects to cut milking time in half, 
not to mention the labor he will save. But- 
tram produced a total of 52,593 pounds of 
milk last year and sold around 46,500 pounds 
for.a gross return of $1500: 

Of course you’ve got to have feed, Nelson 
points out. And he believes that Robert 
Lusk out in the Nance Creek community and 
L, A. Bryant of the Wellington community 
present a pretty good picture of what pro- 
ducers of manufactured milk are doing in this 
county. 

Lusk has plenty of hay, grazing, and grain 
for his nine milk cows and 10 purebred Jer- 
sey heifers. Three acres of alfalfa keep him 
in plenty of hay. On the first cutting this 
spring he hauled out 133 bales, weighing 
around 75 pounds each. “That’s about five

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tons of hay,” grinned Lusk. And he added, 
“TI got 17 tons off those three acres last year 
in four cuttings.” Agent Nelson pointed out 
that the stand of alfalfa was established on- 
ly in the fall of 1955, too. 

Lusk went on to say that his improved pas- 
ture for grazing consists of sericea, fescue, 
and Ladino, and some volunteer wheat and 
vetch. 

L. A. Bryant is rather pleased with his sys- 
tem of providing dry feed for his cows. Using 
home-grown feeds such as corn, alfalfa hay, 
and others, Bryant dumps them into his ham- 
mer. mill and-turns-out-a-fairly good dairy 
ration. He throws in enough good alfalfa 
hay when he is crushing corn to make a good 
protein feed for the animals. Then, he has 
them on green grazing the year around. His 
permanent pasture is dallis grass, white clov- 
er, and orchard grass. During the winter the 
animals feast on clover and ryegrass. And 
Bryant hasn’t been doing too badly with this 
part of his farming program either. One 
month’s milk sales, not counting some 700 
pounds of milk he sold to neighbors, came to 
$126 gross. 

You might ask, “How am I going to get 
the milk route by my house?” ‘That’s easy,” 


declared Nelson. ‘“Loys S. Brown is the haul- 
er on the route and all you have to do is let 
him know when to start picking up your milk. 
Brown, a good natured fellow, took over the 
milk route a few months ago,” said the agent, 
“and already he has expanded it consider- 
ably, picking up milk from 54 producers—40 
of them in Calhoun County. 

“Take Tommy Frost, for example,’”’ Nelson 
went on. ‘“He’s a newcomer on the route. 
Tommy spends five days a week working off 
the farm, but he and his family are milking 
three cows.” 


Frost hopes to add a cow or * 


two along to incréase the size of his bi-month-. 


ly_check. He says the $25 check for milk 
from three cows looks mighty good to him. 
Frost also has 121% acres of cotton, 30 acres 
of corn, and some truck crops. 

Norman Wise, who is field representative 
for the Dixie Cheese Company, summed it up 
this way. “We are buying all the milk these 
40 Calhoun County producers turn out and 
will be happy to add any interested producers 
to the route.” He added that the company 
pays $3 per hundred pounds of milk with four 
percent butterfat. Five and a half cents 
premium is paid on each extra butterfat point 
above four, he said.

O you keep records on your dairy herd? 

If you're milking five or more cows and 
don’t keep accurate records under programs 
like the Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
or Weigh-A-Day-A-Month, you are losing 
money, says Assistant County Agent Parker 
Childress of Lee County. 

‘You are losing money because your dairy 
program is not as efficient as it should be,” 
explained Childress. “There are bound to 
be some boarders in the herd, and they should 
be culled.” He also pointed out that cows 
should be fed according to the way they pro- 
duce. One cow might be getting too much 
feed and another not enough. “The records 
are also vital to a successful breeding pro- 
gram,” he declared. 

The Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
in Alabama was started in 1949, according 
to Osear Crosby Jr., Extension assistant dairy- 
man. At that time the average production 
of each cow on test was 4,756 pounds of 
milk and 219 pounds of butterfat. In 1956 
the average was 6,553 pounds of milk and 
276 pounds of fat. As of March 1957, there 
were 229 herds with 13,574 cows in Alabama 
on the DHIA program, Crosby added. 

In Lee County 20 out of 35 grade-A dairies 
are enrolled in the DHIA program, Childress 
stated, with 12 additional herds having sign- 
ed up for the new Weigh-A-Day-A-Month 
program. ‘‘We can foresee, in the very near 
future, when 100 percent of the herds pro- 
ducing grade-A milk in Lee County will be 
enrolled in one of the testing programs,” 
declared Childress. “I believe that the dairy- 
men in our county are beginning to realize 
the real value of a herd improvement pro- 
gram such as is offered by DHIA and WAD- 
AM.” 

Altogether 29 of the 35 grade-A herds in 


Lee are on one of the testing programs in ad- 
dition to three manufacturing milk herds that 
are signed up under the new program. 
WADAM, as the new testing program is 
called, was started in Lee and other counties 
this February, Childress explained, and few 
results can be seen as yet. Although this pro- 
gram is not as complete as the DHIA system, 
it does give smaller dairymen a good basis 
for feeding, breeding, and culling at a reason- 
able cost. “It is entirely possible that many 
dairymen will want to change over to the 
more complete system offered in DHIA after 
they have seen the value of record keeping 
in the WADAM plan,” stated Childress. 
WADAM members in Lee County have 
been given the necessary forms for recording 
the milk weights of the individual cow on the 
15th of each month, Childress said. This form 
is sent to a computer for completion and is 
returned to the individual dairyman in time 
for weighing the next month. The records 
that are returned carry a running total of pro- 
duction per cow as well as a combined av- 
erage for the herd since freshening. 
Typical of the dairymen who are signing 
up for the WADAM program is J. A. Capps 
of the Watoola community. Capps has a herd 
of 30 cows and is milking around 28 now, 
‘Mr. Capps is a good dairyman and a good 
farmer,” declared Childress, “and the WAD- 
AM program should help him considerably.” 
Since WADAM was inaugurated in Feb- 
ruary, 15 counties have signed up 48 herds 
with a total of 1,673 cows, according to spe- 
cialist Crosby. This makes the average herd 
on WADAM contain 35 cows as compared 
with 57 for DHIA herds, he pointed out. 
“WADAM can fill a definite need of Ala- 
bama dairymen,” stated Crosby, “and the 
program is expected to grow rapidly over the 
state.”

know that high quality eggs are the best 
lures for expanding sales outlets. The truth 
is, the eggman’s profits are based largely on 
the quality of eggs—before and after they 
are laid. There are several important points 
that make for good, clean eggs in the market 
place. First of all, the layer must produce 
large, high-quality eggs. Secondly, these eggs 
must be kept clean. Other vital points in a 
good egg program include: Producing infer- 
tile eggs; feeding good, uniform feed; gath- 
ering eggs frequently; cooling rapidly; mar- 
keting graded eggs often; and keeping stor- 
age humidity high,

ULY is a busy month for the home garden- 
er who expects to have a good supply of 
vegetables through the fall months. Late 
crops of tomatoes, snap beans, limas, field 
peas, and squash planted this month will ma- 
ture before cold weather comes. Fairly heavy 
rainfall, which usually comes in July, encour- 
ages seed germination and helps get crops off 
to a good start.

EFOLIATION—removing leaves of ma- 
ture cotton with chemicals—is a stand- 
ard practice on many farms over the state.

Good defoliation is 
almost a must if you expect to get good 
grades when cotton is harvested with a me- 
chanical picker. If you plan to defoliate your 
cotton this fall, now is the time to arrange 
for the defoliant dust or spray.

ULY, usually a slack season for spreading 
equipment, is a good time to have your 
land treated with lime. Soil test results from 
several thousand fields show that three- 
fourths of the soils tested needed lime to suc- 
cessfully grow legume and pasture crops.

agement, housing, equipment, or disease con- 
trol—is that time in the pig’s life. from the 
day he is born until he weighs 50 pounds.

can cause greater damage than many 
cattlemen realize. These insects feed twice 
daily and a gallon of blood per feeding is 
the usual fare for 1000 flies. Cattlemen can 
lessen the damage from these pests by spray- 
ing with DDT at the rate of 25 pounds per 
100 gallons of water for beef animals or 
Methoxychlor in the same proportion for 
dairy cattle. Either spray should be applied 
once each month.

In Tune With The Times 


IXTEEN, thirteen, twelve, ten, seven, six. 


These are the magic numbers that keep 
Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Gulley of Escambia Coun- 
ty in a whirl. You see, each of these digits 
is the age of one of their six energetic young- 
sters. 

“But, strange as it may seem, the Gulleys 
find more time for off-the-farm events than 
lots of families with fewer children to look 
after,” say Charles Vickery and Laurine 
Howell, Extension agents who work with the 


Gulleys through the Farm and Home De- 


velopment phase of their program. 

The Gulleys, one of three FHD families in 
Escambia County, provide a striking contrast 
with farm families of past years who paid less 
attention to happenings off their own farms. 
Indeed, the Gulleys are typical of the success- 
ful present-day farm family that must keep 
abreast of developments in agriculture 
through every possible means, 

“Their method of gathering farm informa- 
tion includes taking an active hand in all 
sorts of farm and community organizations, 
where they exchange ideas with neighboring 
farm folk,’ says agent Vickery. “These ac- 
tivities—plus farm and home chores—make 
a mighty busy couple out of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
B. Gulley,” adds Miss Howell. “To illustrate 
the point, let’s take a look at a few of Mrs. 
Gulley’s activities. First of all, she naturally 
has quite a task keeping up with the cooking, 
sewing, washing, cleaning, and other house- 
hold chores required by a family of eight. 
Then there’s the matter of helping with farm 
tasks, visiting neighbors, and taking part in 
community affairs to take up the busy home- 
maker’s time,”” Miss Howell continued. 

“Yet Mrs. Gulley, a lady with plenty of 
enthusiasm and apparently boundless en- 
ergy, is an active member of the PTAs at four 
different schools and helps with the functions 
of each. She is a working church member 
and belongs to the WMU. Four-H events, 
too, are helped along by the efforts of the 
tireless farm lady. What’s more, she is a 
past officer of the Escamhia_ County Home 
Demonstration Council and still takes an ac- 
tive part in the affairs of this organization.”

Farm Safety Week . . . Time to check for hazards 


ATIONAL Farm Safety Week is set for 

July 21-27 this year to remind farm folks 

of the untold suffering and loss of property 
from farm accidents. 

Evidence that farmers need to be more 
safety conscious is pointed up by the fact 
that one-fourth of all on-the-job accidents 
occur on the farm. What’s more, one-fourth 
of all home accidental deaths take place in 
farm homes. Nearly 14,000 farm people lose 
their lives in accidents each year. 

In addition to deaths, it is estimated that 
farm people have 1,250,000 less serious ac- 
cidents each year. 

Folks who've spent some time studying the 
problem of farm safety believe that most of 
these accidents could be avoided if every fam- 
ily would use this three-point safety program: 

1. . Learn to spot accident and fire haz- 
ards. 

2. Correct and remove these hazards, 
whenever possible. 

8. Learn to live, play, and work safely 
with those hazards that cannot be immediate- 
ly corrected or removed. 

To test the homemaker’s ability to recog- 
nize safety hazards around the house, Miss 
Stella Mitchell, API Extension home manage- 
ment specialist, has prepared this brief quiz. 
Check off the questions and see how well you 
practice safety in your home. 


1. Are matches kept in a metal con- 
tainer out of the reach of children? 

2. Are oily dust cloths thrown care- 
lessly into the closet? These may 
cause fires.

Do you turn pot handles in so your 
apron or your child’s hand will not 
tip the pots and spill their boiling 
contents? 


Do you always use a potholder or 
a dry, folded towel to remove hot 
pans from stove and oven? 


Do you have bath mats inside and 
outside the bathtub to avoid slip- 
ping? 

Are all containers of poison mark- 
ed clearly and kept where children 
cannot find them? 


Do you have first aid materials 
on hand? 


Does anyone in your family 
smoke in bed? 


Is baby’s bedding always pinned, 
buttoned or folded in such a way 
as to prevent smothering? 


If you have scatter rugs, are they 
firmly fixed to the floor? 


Are your children taught to keep 
their toys from cluttering the 
floor? 

Do you use only a strong step-lad- 
der or step-stool for climbing? 

Do you make it a practice never 
to touch an electric switch or ap- 
pliance when your hands or body 
are wet or in contact with a metal 
object? 

Are your electric iron, heater, and 
other appliances always disconnect- 
ed at the wall socket, after use?

He regards the office as a public 
trust: one he is responsible for to 
the people who placed him in 
charge; and in return for’ such 
recognition, as a rule, keeps every 
official detail to the best of his 
ability in order to warrant this 
faith evidenced by the people’s 
approval of him. — 

When this is done his official 
record reflects whether or not their 
faith in him has been justified. On 
this record should they be judged 
rather than on viewpoints of lesser 
importance.

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EDITORIAL.... 


BUILDING SHELBY COUNTY 


The news last week that the Ala- 
bama Power Company had com- 
pleted and put into operation a 
new sub-station in the Cahaba Val 
ley is another reminder that Shel- 
by County is enjoying a substan- 
tial growth.

CALEB, A MAN OF 
FAITH AND COURAGE 
By Clint H. Denman 
lesson discussion 
Israel’s 


Our present 
centers around one of 
greatest sons—Caleb. 

This great man of faith and 
works is first mentioned in Scrip- 
ture when he is 40 years of age, 
strong and courageous. 

Moses had led the children of 
Israel through the Red Sea. They 
had successfully met and defeat- 
ed the Amelekites, who had op- 
posed their progress, The Israel- 
ites had received the Ten Com- 


| mandments at the foot of Mount 


Sinaii. They had moved northward 
to the southeastern borders of 
Canaan, where they had paused 
to contemplate its conquest. 

At the command of God, Moses 
selected 12 men, a _ prominent 
leader from each tribe, to spy out 
the land, to learn what they could 
of its inhabitants — their strength 
mode of living, kind of cities in 
which they dwelt, condition of the 
country, its fertility and.crops and 
its supply of trees, water, pasture 
lands and other facts needed to be 
known by those who contemplated 
fighting for its possession. 

Caleb was the man selected to 
represent the tribe of Judah, Jos- 
hua to represent the tribe of Ep- 
hriam. 

After 40 days of apparent); 
ihorough and faithful_ investiga- 
tion, the 12 spies returned and 
presented their reports. They all 
agreed that the land was fruitful, 
well watered, desirable and that 
it was inhabited by powerful 
tribes living in walled cities. 

But ten of the spies contended 
that the inhabitants were too 
powerful to be overcome, and 
that the conquest of Canaan was 
impossible. 

Caleb and Joshua admitted that 
the then inhabitants of Canaan 
were powerful and the cities well 
fortified, but they contended that, 
with God’s help, the land could be 
taken. 

Courageous Caleb further con - 
tended that, although the men of 
Vanaan were large, fierce and 
powerful, they were merely ‘bread’ 
for the Israelites. 

But the Israelites refused to be- 
lieve Caleb and Joshua and reject- 
ed their report: Only by the inter= 
vention of Jehovah were the people 
prevented from stoning those two 
brave men who dared to tell the 


‘truth. 
Caleb had offered his people 
bread—they gave--him a stone. 


(hat is, they tried to stone him 
and would have done so had not 
God intervened. 

While Caleb’s report was not 
accepted and approved at that time 
hy his peovle, God accepted it and

The 
other promise was that not one of 
the men who had rejected Caleb’s 
report and advice should ever see 
the Promised Land. 

So the majority of the Israelites 
shut Caleb out of Canaan for 40 
years, but they shut themselves 
out forever. 

After the 40 years of wander- 
ing by the Israelites, they entered 
Canaan under the leadership of 
Joshua, and in five years they had 
sufficiently subdued the inhabit- 
ants to justify dividing the land 
among the various tribes of Israel 

When Joshua called the lead- 
ers of his people together to re - 
ceive their allotted portions of 
Canaan, Caleb asked for his in - 
neritance. He recalled God’s prom- 
ise made 45 years previously and 
asked that the promise be fulfilled. 

Caleb knew that every child of 
God had a perfect right to devenu 
on God’s promises and would do 
so now. | 

Caleb remindéd Joshua that God 
had promised to give him and his 
family Hebron and its environs, 
the land of the giants, the land 
which Caleb declared he was stiil 
able to conquer even though he 
was then 85 years old. And Caleb 
got his Hebron. 

Here was a real man, a hero— 
not choosing his bedtime slippers 
and easy chair so that he could 
sit in idleness the remainder of 
his life, but rather choosing his 
boots and saddle and sword, to go 
out and again battle valiantly for 
che Lord, to finish his work, to run 
the entire race, not just part of it, |

William Kelly 


Sir Henry Bessemer 
Were it not for two inventive geniuses—an American, and 
an Englishman—the “Steel Age” might not have begun a 
century ago. 
While stee] had been made in small quantities since an- 
cient times, the inventions of William Kelly of the Uni- 


ted States, and Sir Henry 
Bessemer of England made 
it possible to produce large 
tonnages of steel speedily and 
economically. 

It was Kelly and Bessemer 
;—thousands of miles apart— 
iwho developed almost simul- 
taneously the process of blow- 
ing air through molten iron 
|to remove certain impurities. 


Although the English metal- 
/lurgist Bessemer was honored 
,by having the steelmaking 
process named after him, it 
is generally conceded that 
William Kelly, a native of 
, Pittsburgh who moved to Ken- 
tucky, conceived the idea in 
11847, A good researcher, 
Kelly was a poor businessman 
and neglected to patent his 
process. 


Bessemer, who had received 
his English patent on the pro- 
cess in 1855, applied for and 
obtained his American patent 
rights in— 1856. As soon —as 
Kelly learned of the Bessemer 
patents he filed a claim of 
priority of invention. In 1857 
Kelly was granted a patent 
on the process after demon- 
strating the priority of his 


claim to the satisfaction of the 
U. S. Commissioner. Further 
evidence of the validity of 
Kelly’s claim came when both 
the patents ran out in 1870. 
Kelly’s patent was extended 
and Bessemer’s U. S. patent 
wag denied. 

e Bessemer converter 
was slow in being introduced, 
but once it was put to use its 
tremendous impact on steel- 
making was quickly evident. 
Where only about 3,000 tons 
of steel was made by the 
Bessemer process in- 1867, by 
1888, the year Ke.iy died, 
production by this process 
was nearly 3,000,000 tons a 
year. 

Invention of the Bessemer 
converter process had a pro- 
nounced effect on life in our 
country. As the stee] industry 
grew, so grew agriculture, 
manufacturing, transporta- 
tion, construction, communi- 
cations and the other elements 
of our industrial life. It might 
be said that here in America 
the Kelly-Bessemer process 
became the key for opening 
a new and better life for all 
of us. j

Summer Fertility 
Grows Big Bass 


According to 
soil conservation service wildHfe 
specialist, Shelby county ponds 
must be fertilized NOW for big 
bass production. 

This, says Davison, is because 
bass grow fast only during summer 
or ear! fall. 

The bass’s major food is newly 
hatched fingerling blue gills in the 
recommended bass-bluegill stocked 
pond. 

The pond owner must fertilize to 
produce gree microscopic algae 
which feeds worms. 
grow on the worms. 

Of course the bluegills would 
just get bigger if they didn’t 
spawn. They do spawn though and 
the tens of thousands of baby 
blue gills eat so much food their 
parents don’t grow much during 
June to October. 

Some pond owners make the 
mistake of stopping fertilizing, 
trying to “stop them from spawn- 
ing so much.” 

This stops the major source of 
food of the bass which slows up 
their growth. 

Plenty of big, well-fed bass will 
“thin” the blue gills and this will 
leave more food for the large blue- 
gills. These large bluegills grow 
best (in size rather than num- 
bers) during the February-June 
period, before spawning brings 
on another worm-hungry multiude 
of little bream.

And he buys cattle in one of the | 
top grades if he plans to feed | 
them a full quota of grain.

1st. It is hard to even recognize 
the place when one thinks of the 
site as it was before the work was 
started. Then it was an area cov- 
ered with trees, bushes and vines, 
through which a winding dirt road 
led to the place where for countless 
years Yellow Leaf creek has join- 
ed the Coosa river. 

Today a large part of this area 
has been,.changed. Big bulldozers 
have cleared the surface of all 


been left. The surveyors have been 
there and the bulldozers have con- 
tinued their work. The earth has 
been scraped clean, the high places 
brought down and the low places 
have been filled. 

Excavation of the~autual plant 
site, where the huge new building, 
shown on this page will some day 
stand, is well under way. The 
earth has been removed to a depth 
of 40 to 50 ft, down to the solid 
limestone, which the engineers 
found and tested so rigidly, before 
it was decided that the foundation 
would meet all requirements. ; 

The channel of Yellow Leaf is 
to be changed. The bank of the 
stream will be lowered and the 
waters of Yellow Leaf will run 
directly through the plant site to 
furnish water for the operations 
that are being planned. 

Excavation for the first struct- 
ure to be built on the site has been 
finished, the floor has been poured 
and material is being placed on 
the ground. It will be a large of- 


fice building. 
Surveys have been completed 


for a new railroad, that will form 
a spur to the Southern Railway 
track and will run directly into the 
new plant. 

A large area for the storage of 
the hugh supplies of coal that will 
be required, has been laid out.... 
and still the work goes on. 

ON Monday morning a_ half 
dozen huge earth moving machines 
that race across the land with al- 
most the speed of cars, were mov- 
ing tons of earth on the area lying 
south of the plant site, gathering 
up tons of earth from the high 
places and speeding across the 
earth to fill up the low places. 
Another large area being prepared 
for later use. 

Surveyors were still at work, 
running more lines and setting up 
more stakes, 

| It is without doubt one of the 
| biggest engineering projects, as 
well as one of the greatest earth- 
moving and earth-changing pro- 
jects ever undertaken in Alabama. 

The Shelby County Highway De- 
partment with its modern mach- 
inery is at wor, doing its part. The 
new road that will run from High- 
way 25, a short distance beyond 
Wilsonville straight to the plant 
site is being graded and prewmred 
for the heavy traffic that will 
soon follow. Three-lane approaches 
to the new highway are being laid 
out to provide convenience and 
safety for those who will soon be 
driving over this new highway. 

It all adds up to change and 
mote change; hardly anything in 
the whole area will look the same.

Civil Rights Debate 
Still Goes On 


The debate on the civil rights bill 
in the U. S. Senate is in its fourth 
bh week. 

Opponents. of the bill, as it was 
written and passed by the House 
won a great victory last week when 
an amendment throwing out an 
entire section of the bill was 
adopted. This was the part of the 
bill most objectionable to the 
South. Democrats from the north- 
ern and western states and a num- 
ber of Republicans joined the 
eighteen Democrats from the South 
to change the bill. 

About all that is left of the bill 
is a provision for greater oppor- 
tunity for negroes to vote. The de- 
bate this week is on another 
amendment introduced by a Dem- 
ocrat from Wyoming. This amend- 
ment would write into the bill a 
provision for trial by jury of those 
who might be accused of violating 
the provisions of the civil rights 
law.

The above “Ten ve 
for Worship Service”, although 
printed years, perhaps centuries 
ago, in an Old English Church are 
equally applicable today.

Report from Washington 


Members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives spent all of last week 


debating the mutual security auth- 


orization bill which was finally 
adopted on Friday by a vote of 
254-154. The authorization figure 
of $3.1 billion approved by the 


House was almost $750 million less 
than the ‘President had originally 
requested. 


Of the total reduction, $400 mil- 
lion or more than 50 percent, was 
the result of an amendment I had 
offered. That particular amend- 
ment received approval by the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, and 
there was no fight against it in 
the House of Representatives. 


—Loan Fund Restricted— 


Possibly the most important a- 

mendment introduced by me, how- 
ever, affected the Administration’s 
proposed new Development Loan 
Fund. That amendment authorized 
$500 million for the new program 
for fiscal year 1958 but eliminated 
the requested borrowing authority 
of $750 million for each of the two 
following fisca] years. 
_ While I approve of the basic 
principle that funds for assistance 
to underdeveloped nations should 
be on a loan rather than a grant 
basis, I felt that the bill as writ- 
ten not only authorized an amount 
much larger than was necessary 
but, at the same time, relinqu:shed 
Congressional control over the nev | 
program. The purpose of my a- 
mendment, therefore, was to limit 
the Development Loan Fund to one 
rather than three years and to 
eliminate $1.5 billion in future bor- 
rowing authority.

From the Granite State News, 
Wolfeboro, N. H.: From time to 
time we hear folks moaning about 
the high cost of various types of 
automobile insurance. 

The answer is obvious. Collision 
is sO high because when a driver 
dents one of these new cars a 
major repair job is indicated. 
Time was in the days of the fa- 
mous old Model T’s and A’s, the 
fine functional Chevs, the good rug- 
-ged Dodges and old solid Buicks, it 
was possible to replace a fender, 
a bumper, or a windshield with- 
out major financing. If a fender 
was crushed, why a fender was 
crushed, and that was that. Now 
when a fender receives a major 
damage, a good portion of the side 
of the car has to come too, in 
order to be replaced. The bumper 
has given way to a complex grille. 
A headlight is no longer a simple 
headlight but is sunk into the 
fender or mudguard, requiring a 
major operation for replacement, 
along with the fender. 

The same holds true of. bodily 
injury. Ever since a jury awarded

go out of business. It is an old 
banking practice that if you check 
more out of your account than 
you deposit, you get an overdraft, 
protested checks and activity 
stops.

HAT is the future of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority? 

Will it remain a vital elernent 
in the continued development of 
the Tennessee valley and adjacent 
territory? 

Or will the wings of the Authority 
be clipped by a governing board 
who are in opposition to the origi- 
nal aims of TVA as a multi-pur- 
pose agency dedicated to the re- 
gional development of a multi-state 
area—including flood control, rec- 
reational development, land im- 
provement and cheap public pow- 
er? 

Friends of TVA are fearful that 
President Eisenhower's latest ap- 
pointment to the board will tip 
the scales against further devel- 
opment and, if he is confirmed by 
the Senate, the future of this 
agency which is beihg copied in 
numerous river valley ‘develop- 
ments in other nations of the 
world, may henceforth deteriorate 
in value to the region it has served. 

Arnold V. Jones, an assistant 
director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, from Kansas State College, 
is the President's new appointee 
to the three-man Board of TVA, 
succeeding Dr. Harry A. Curtis. 
The other Eisenhower appointee 
on the board, Brig. General Herb- 
ert D. Vogel, an open foe of public 
power, has given TVA and its 
friends a rough time since his ap- 
pointment as chairman of the 
board. It leaves only one man on 
the board who can be called a 
friend of TVA objectives... Dr 
Raymond R. Paty, an appointee 
of former President Truman. 

No one as yet quite knows where 
Mr. Jones actually stands on the 
question of a vitalized TVA, hence 
the widespread interest in the Sen- 
ate hearings over his confirmation. 


What little public information there 
is about Mr. Jones adds up to 
this: He is a Kansas Republican 
on leave from Kansas State Col- 
lege where he took a post in 1945 
at the request of Milton Eisen- 
hower, the President's brother. In 
April 1956 he came to Washington. 

What happened in the Budget 
Bureau in connection with TVA is 
now an open book, for it was here 
that the Dixon-Yates deal was 
cooked up whick would have 
pumped private power into the 
TVA system and made impossible 
further development of TVA facil- 
ities. Finally after two senatorial 
committee probes, the Dixon-Yates 
combine became such a liability 
that the Administration scuttled 
the deal. 

The White House maintains that 
all this had happened before Mr, 
Jones came to the Bureau from 
the Kansas College. However, be- 
cause it is known that Presidential 
Assistant Sherman Adams was di- 
rectly connected with the Dixon- 
Yates affair, and that he is defi- 
nitely opposed to TVA and that 
any appointee must pass before 
Mr. Adams first, it is conceded’ 
that Mr. Jones’ views are at least 
known to Sherman Adams, 

With a new board in charge of 
TVA whose two new members are 
directly opposed to the concept of 
the original TVA, it is no wonder 
that private power interests now 
come forward with a 10-point pro- 
gram to sell out TVA to private 
utilities. 

However, Jones must get past 
the Senate Public Works Commit- 
tee, with a sub-committee headed 
by Senator Albert Gore of Tennes- 
see, one of TVA's most ardent 
supporters, on the way to his con- 
firmation

County Hospital Gets 
$540,000 Allotment 


The State Board of Health, in 
session last week, alloted $540,000 
of federal funds provided by the 
Hill-Burton Act to build a county 
hospital at Alabaster. 

This is two-thirds of the total 
cost of the hospital; the remain- 
der fo be raised locally. No state 


funds are available. The bonds 
for that purpose voted by the 
people in 1955, have not been 
sold. 


In all, the State Board, at its 
meeting approved thé allotment 
of $3,800,000 to build three new 
hospitals, seven additions to hos- 
pitals already built, three health 
centers and one nursing home.

battle over the Civil Rights bill 
when the Senate voted 51 to 42 to 
write into the bill an amendment 
providing for trial by jury for 
those who might be accused under 
the provisions of the bill. 

The 22 Democratic Senators 
from the eleven Southern states 
voted solidly for the amendment 
as did 17 Democratic Senators from 
other states and 12 Republican 
Senators. 

The margin of victory was Jarg- 
er than was predicted. Everyone 
said the vote would be close and 
Senator Knowland, the Republican 
leader in the Senate seemed con- 
fident he had enough votes to de- 
feat the amendment , even as the 
voting was begun. 

The total vote of 93 showed that 
every Senator but two, who were ill 
had part in the voting. One Senator 
from Maine who had been ill at 
his home, was flown to Washing- 
ton by special plane so he might 
vote against the amendment. 
There is one vacancy. 


The other victory came a week | 
earlier when the Senate voted 52 


tion of the bill that was most ob- 
jectionable to the people of the 
South. This section would have 
given the Attorney General 
thority, among other things, to 
bring Federal troops into the South 
to force the integration of races 
in the public schools. 

President Eisenhower took part 
in the fight over the trial by jury 
amendment. He had been sharply 
criticized by the leaders of his 
party for his failure to give his 
active support to his leaders in the 
first civil rights test and in their 
efforts to pass a school aid bill, 
which was defeated by a narrow 
margin. 

This time the President did his 
best, it seemed and the Vice-Presi- 
en took a more active part in 
the fight than is usual for one in 
his place. In spite of their efforts 
they lost the votes of 12 of their 
!own Senators and of 17 Democrats 
most of whom were expected to 
vote against the amendment. 

It is being said now that the 
President may veto the bill if it 
should come to him as passed by 
| the Senate.

A BILL - 
TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Shelby County; to 
provide further for the economic 
development of the county and the 
municipalities therein; providing 
for the creation of the Shelby 
County Development Board; pro- 
viding for its organization, powers, 
functions, duties, and personnel; 
and providing for the payment of 
its expenses and for the compen- 
sation of its personnel 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 


LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


S€ction 1. Upon application made 
to the Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control by a majority 
of the municipalities of Shelby 
County, each of which applications 
shall be accompanjed by a reso- 
lution duly passed by the govern- 
ing body of such municipality auth- 
orizing said application, said Board 
of Revenue and Control] shall pass 
a resolution creating and provid- 
ing for the Shelby County Devel- 
opment Board, hereinafter refer- 
red to as the “Board”, and said 
Board shall be constituted an in- 
strumentality for the exercise of 
public and essential governmental 
functions; and the exercise by the 
Board of the powers conferred by 
this Act and the development of 
the county of Shelby and the mun- 
icipalities therein shall be deemed 
to be an essential governmental 
function of the county. 

Section 2. The' Board shall be 
composed of seven members, all 
of whom must be residents and 
qualified electors of Shelby County 
Four members of the Board shall 
be appointed by the court ef coun- 
ty commissioners, board of revenue 
or like governing body of Shelby 
County; three members shall be 
appointed by the joint action of 
the governing bodies of all the 
participating municipalities within 
the county. Two of the first mem- 
bers appointed by the county gov- 
erning body and one of the first 
members appointed by the munici- 
palities shall each serve for a term 
of two years, and the remaining 
|first members shall each be ap- 
| pointed to a term of four years. 
| Thereafter the members of the 
Board shall each be appointed to 
a term of four years. Vacancies on 
the Board shall be filled in the 
same manner that original ap- 
| pointments are made, and any per- 
son appointed to fill a vacancy 
shail serve only for the unexpired 
portion of the term. Members of 
the Board shall receive no com- 
| pensation for the services herein 
required of them, but they shall 
be reimbursed for their actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their official 
duties. 

Section 3. The Board shall hold 
an organizational meeting at the 
courthouse in Shelby County on 
the first Tuesday following the 
expiration of thirty days after the 
date on which it is created. The 
members of the Board shall elect 
a chairman from among their 
number, and the chairman _ shall 
serve for such a term, as such, as 
the Board may by rule or regu- 
lation prescribe. After the organi- 
zational meeting, the Board shall 
meet at the time and place desig- 
|nated in the call, The chairman 
Le a majority of its members may 
| call a meeting of the Board. and 
at least four meetings shall be 
held each year. A majority of the 
members of the Board shall consti- 
Nee a quorum. 

Section 4.' The Board may em- 
ploy a Director, who shall be the 
chief administrative officer of the 
Board and shall serve as secre- 
tary to the Board. The Director 
shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Board and his salary shall be fixed 
by the Board. The Director shall 
have authority, subject to the ap- 
proyal of the Board, to employ 
clerical and other assistants. The 
Board may require that the Di- 
rector be bonded for the faithful 
performance of his duties bgfore 
he enters upon the discharge there- 
of. 

Section 5. The Board may es- 
tablish and maintain an office 
at some point within the county, 
and the cost of securing, furnish- 
ing, lighting, heating and main- 
taining such office shall be a law- 


| ful charge against any funds ap- 
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propriated for the use of the 
Board. 

Section 6. The ordinary and nec- 
essary operating expenses of the 
ee including the expenses of 
the members and the salarjes and 
expenses of employees of the 
Board, shall be paid jointly by the 
county and the municipalities mak- 
ing applications to the Board of 
Revenue and Control for the for- 
mation of the Board; provided, 
however, the county shall pay two- 
thirds of such expenses and said 
municipalities shall pay the re- 
maining one-third. The Board of 
Revenue and Control shall annu- 
ally; before the end of the coun- 
ty’s fiscal year, fix the amount to 
be expended by said Board during 
te next ensuing fiscal year. The 


expenses of the Board to be paid 
{by the municipalities shall be pro- 
rated among such municipalities 
on the basis of population. The 
payment of the operating expenses 
of the Board shall be made on war- 
rants drawn upon the county treas- 
ury, and each municipality. shall 
make monthly reimbursements to 
the county, upon certification by 
the Board of Revenue and Control 
of the municipality’s pro rata 
share of such operating expenses. 

Section 7. The Board or its 
agents and employees may (a) in- 
vestigate, study and engage in 
basic research relative to the nat- 
ural resources of land, water, min- 
erals and people in the county and 
apply the findings of such investi- 
gation, study and research to éf- 
forts to promote a sound and bal- 
anced agricultural and industrial 
development of the county and the 
municipalities therein; (b) publi- 
cize and advertise the resources 
of, and industrial, commercial and 
agricultural opportunities in the 
county; (c) cooperate with plan- 
ning or other industrial develop- 
ment authorities; (d) collect, com- 
pile and distribute literature con- 
cerning the facilities, advantages 
and attractions of the county, the 
historic, recreational and scenic 
places of interest within the coun- 
ty and the transportation and high- 
way facilities; (e) contract with 
other agencies, individuals or corp- 
orations to promote the purposes 
of this Act: the Board is express- 
ly authorized to contract, on such 
terms as it may deem proper, with 
any municipality in the county to 
act as the development agency for 
the municipality and as _ such 
agency to exercise all powers 
granted to municipal development 
agencies under the general laws 
of the State; (f) with consent of 
the owner, enter upon any land in 
the county and make examinations 
and surveys and place and main- 
tain. necessary monuments and 
markings thereon; and (g) accept 
gifts, grants, bequests or devises. 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
‘Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or un- 
constitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which re- 
mains, 

Section 9. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 

Section 10. This Act shall be- 
come effective immediately upon 
its passage and aproval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise be- 
| coming a law.

|» « « Witnesses have a right to

and the Committee inquiry should 
| be clearly and specifically laid 
down by Congress itself. 
The Court held the essential 
job of Congressional investigations 
| is to aid in the preparation of 
legislation. It is not the job of 
these Committees to punish peo- 
ple, nor to expose for the sake 
of exposure. The job of punish- 


ment is reserved for the Judiciary 
branch of the Government, not the 
Legislative branch. 

The Court said that defendants 
cannot be convicted on the basis 


of secret testimony; that if the 
Government wants to use materi- 
al from files ef the FBI, the de- 
fendant has a right to see it, so 
as to be able to answer the charges 
properly ... that the FBI files 
cannot be opened indiscrimi- 
nately, but they are by no means 
sacred. 

The court held that evil doers 
and even Communists who are 
citizens of this country ‘have the 
right to protection of the Bill of 
Rights and that subversion inves- 
tigations must also adhere: to the 
Constitution; that States must 
respect these factors as well as the 
Federal Government. 

It has been only a few short 
years ago when it was the Liber- 
al eiements in the country who 
were abusing the ‘conservative’ 
court’ as they knocked down one 
“New Deal” law after another 
(much to the delight of the power- 
ful reactionary groups) and 
brought the charge that Franklin

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From Boll to Bale. . . 


Keep Cotten Clean ¢ 


By JASPER JERNIGAN 


OU can pocket $15 to $25 per bale more 
profit. . 

Pf 405. 5 

If you do a good job of handling the cot- 
ton from boll to bale. 

But don’t let this BIG, little two-letter word 
“Tf? stand in your way. Plan to do the best 
job ever this year of harvesting cotton. That 
means getting the least possible amount of 
dampness, trash, and other foreign matter so 
that the bale will grade Middling white in- 
stead of Low Middling. Middling white has 
a market value of $15 to $25 per bale more. 


And remember, too, that insects not only 
reduce yields with their late season work 
but also damage the quality of your cotton 
with stains and spots. So, do a good job of 
late dusting. It will pay you dividends. 

Don’t forget that rank growth cotton is a 
paradise for boll rot and it offers pleasant 
working conditions for insects. Defoliate to 
prevent a profit loss from these two cotton 
demons. Defoliant materials should be pur- 
chased right away so they will be on hand 
when you are ready to use them. A dust 
containing calcium cyanamide is most satis- 
factory for general use in this area when dew 
is present. On the other hand, spray ma- 
terials work best during extremely dry 
weather when dew does not occur daily. 

Spray defoliants that give satisfactory re- 
sults are Aero Cyanamid Soluble X-5, De- 
Fol-Ate, Chem-Frost, Fall, Drop Leaf, Ma- 
gron, Ortho M. C., and Shed-A-Leaf. Be sure 
to follow directions of the manufacturer 


when using these defoliants. 

One of the most important steps in getting 
clean cotton from the boll to the bale is in 
the picking. Pick as soon as the bolls are 
wide open but leave green cotton until the 
second picking. It’s a well known fact that 
green cotton lowers the grade of your finish- 
ed product. So, turn in a Middling white bale 
with a market or loan value of $15 to $25 
more than a Low Middling bale. Cracked 
bolls or cotton left in the field too long will 
also reduce the grade. Then there’s trash 
that may not be completely removed at the 
gin. This means you can’t overlook the im- 
portance of picking clean cotton free of burs, 
dry or green leaves, dirt, etc. 

If at all possible, do not pick dew-damp 
or rain-wet cotton. Cotton picked damp or 
wet should be spread in the sun four or more 
hours to dry. One sack of damp or wet cot- 
ton in a bale is like one bad apple in a bar- 
rel. This small amount of damp cotton can 
reduce the grade of an entire truck load (two 
or more bales). 

During recent years researchers have not- 
ed that bits of tar follow cotton fiber through 
to the finished piece of cloth. Therefore, it 
is imperative that farmers steer clear of as- 
phalt-coated pick sacks for harvesting cot- 
ton. White duck, plastic lined, or plastic dot 
pick sacks are very satisfactory and are very 
durable in the cotton field. 

Any of the above mentioned “grade reduc- 
pi can be prevented. 

If you do a good job of handling the cotton 
from the boll to the bale. 
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You call the law if thieves steal your livestock, chickens, tools, or 
other things. You carry insurance against possible losses from fire and 
storm. But what do you do to protect your farm against soil and plant food 
thieves—erosion and leaching? 


You need topsoil insurance every winter. You can get it cheaply 
enough by using winter cover crops. And the policy will pay you extra divi- 
eer because winter cover crops will improve the soil and increase crop 
yields.

A profitable farm philosophy 


JNNOVATORS. That’s whai they call the 
~ farmers who’re always trying every new 
practice that comes along. 

‘And I reckon J. T. Hill is about the in- 
novatingest innovator you ever saw,” says As- 
sistant County Agent James Pitts. “At least, 
he’s always among the first to try any new 
recommended farming practice. He seems 
to be making pretty good progress by follow- 
ing this system, too,” notes Pitts. 

. When Hill moved to his present Moulton 
Rt. 2 farm 51 years ago, ‘“‘there were gullies 
deep enough to hide a good-sized dwelling 
house.” But Hill got word of a fellow in 
Georgia who could lay out terrace lines to 
keep the soil from washing. He hired the 
services of this technician—at a whopping $3 
a day—to lay out terraces and waterways 
on his place. Thereby, Hill became owner of 
the first terraced farm land anywhere in the 
territory. 

Another of Hill’s adventures with new- 
fangled projects was the planting of the first

alfalfa in the area. That first three-acre 
field was enough to convince Hill that al- 
falfa was more than a passing fancy. With 
17 years experience with the crop, he still 
claims that alfalfa is the best grazing and 
hay crop he’s tried in the past 50 years— 
and he’s tried plenty. 

The latest innovation to land on the Hill’s 
Plainview community farm is an elevated 
walk-through milking parlor. Hill’s son, 
Ford, who is now. largely in charge of the 
farming operation, thinks the milking parlor 
is one of the best investments he could have 
made, Mr. Hill agrees. The new milking 
system allowed him to take a vacation from 
milking chores—a job at which he’d. spent 
about four hours each day for the past 17 
years. 

With the new milking parlor, Ford is able 
to milk the herd of 14 milkers single-handed- 
ly in about two hours a day—one hour morn- 
ing and afternoon. Too, the shortened milk- 
ing time allows Hill to spend more time work- 
ing with grazing and row crops,

Food poisoning is more common in the 
summertime due to heat and lack of proper 
refrigeration. Foods giving the most trouble 
along this line are cream or custard filled pas- 
tries, dishes with cream sauces, creamed 
dishes, meat salads, egg salads, cold sliced 
meats, and undercooked meats—particularly 
poultry and pork. 
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Plastice hangers in storage bags for win- 
ter clothing need to be used with care if the 
moth preventive contains paradichloroben- 
zene. Should the storage temperature reach 
80 degrees, the plastic may stick to the gar- 
ments. 


ANY benefits are derived from a needed 
industry that is properly located and 
well operated. 

The King Pharr canning operation at Cull- 
man (with a plant at Uniontown) is a good 
example of this. 


Many years ago King Pharr began canning 
okra and other products at Catherine in Wil- 
cox County. Mr. Pharr was also a dairyman, 
and his dairy cows were of top quality. He 
produced, bought, and sold okra, fresh and 
canned, as well as seed. 


Later he moved his canning plant to Cull- 
man; and in 1946 the last of the King Pharr 
interests were sold to the present owners with 
the McPhillips family in charge. 


From one product, the items processed by 
the plant have grown to many. Over 2000 
farmers in the Cullman area Breer RS ile 
now produce and sell farm 
products to the Cullman 
plant, which has a capacity 
of 250,000 cans per day 
when all units are operating. 
At peak seasons, over 500 
people are employed and the 
weekly payroll is $30,000 or 
more. 

Crops canned include 
blackberries in May; green 
beans and Irish potatoes in 
June; peas, okra, and tomatoes in July and 
August; pimientos in August and Septem- 
ber; and sweetpotatoes in October and No- 
vember. Farmers have grown these crops 
every year continuously since the plant was 
established. 


The volume of business has grown until 
more than thirty million cans are now pro- 
duced annually and shipped over the entire 
United States in a fleet of trucks that deliver 
foods direct to buyers. 


Products are canned and labeled\for com- 
panies that handle the best brands of foods. 
In fact, they are really famous brands. 


When the Cullman plant was built, an op- 
portunity to invest in it was given to the peo- 
ple of Cullman. To help finance growth, ad- 
ditional stock and bonds were made avail- 
able later. Interest and dividend payments 
have never failed to be made when due. 


With a party of 100 North Carolina bank- 
ers, farmers, and extension workers, I visited 
this plant in June. Julian McPhillips explain- 
ed its operation. He said that the company 
pays farmers each year more than one mil- 
lion dollars for their products. Most of them 
live in Cullman County, but a few are in 
Blount, Marshall, and St. Clair. Some of the 
plant’s Irish potatoes come from Baldwin 
County. 


These pfoducts are in addition to cotton, 
corn, livestock, and other products produced 
in the Cullman area. Therefore, the plant is 
providing a market for farmers in addition 
to what they had before it began operating; 
the entire area gains by it. 


‘Each product begins, of course,-with the 
farmer who produces high-quality goods. It 
is canned properly for delicious flavor and 
labeled attractively. It is sold through estab- 
lished channels and finally lands on the tables 
of consumers over the United States. 


Indeed, this is a big industry wi i-

This Month In Rural Alabama

Can family farms weather the storm? 


Specialization . . . that’s the popular term among many of 
today’s agricultural experts. The family farm—a unit molded 
from determination and courage—is slipping, they say, farther 
away from the center of farm prosperity. 

The plain fact is, several future-gazing experts predict cer- 
tain doom for the small, family operated farm. They see this 
trend on every side as mounting costs, labor problems, and scant 
profits drive more and more farmers away from the land—put- 
ting large farmers in charge of even more acres. 

But the predictions of a thousand experts couldn’t convince 
some farmers that they’ll become engulfed in the move toward 
large-scale farming. And maybe even the experts would be a 
little less enthusiastic about the trend after talking to a few of 
these folks who’ve stuck with “‘the old home place’”’ through wars, 
depressions, floods, tornadoes, and come-what-may. 

Although he didn’t say so himself, Charles E. Davidson of 
Oakman Rt. 1 could easily be a family farmer who’ll fall into this 
category. At least he’s shown quite a bit of determination for the 
farm way of life during the years he’s been making a living from 
the 60 acres of open land on his 185-acre Walker County farm. 

And, as evidence that he’s been fairly successful in the ven- 
ture, there were nine young Davidsons raised on the place. 

“I began farming here just as soon as I was old enough to 
reach the plow handles,” quips Davidson. Telling about his ex- 
periences during more than 30 years on the place, Davidson re- 
called several changes in the farming operation. Not only does 
the place have better equipment today, but also the entire crop-

ping program is different from that of a few years ago. Row 
crops, mainly cotton, were the largest income producer for two 
decades, but now livestock puts more money in Davidson’s bank 
account, 

He started a registered Hereford herd back in 1949 when 
two heifers joined the farm livestock enterprise. These two heifers 
have grown into a herd of 12 registered cattle. Of course David- 
son could have built a larger herd in this time, but he was limited 
in grazing and feed crops, having only 60 acres of cropland on the 
entire farm. 

Four litters of top hogs each year also add to the farm’s 
livestock income. But the latest addition to the Davidson’s farm- 
ing program is a flock of laying hens. 

“I made more clear profit off those 200 hens than I did from 
nine acres of cotton last year,” asserts Davidson. That’s why the 
Walker County Farm and Home Development demonstrator cut 
down on cotton this year. He planted only six acres of the crop 
that once carried the family living expenses almost singlehandedly. 

Right now, Davidson is busy figuring with Assistant County 
Agent Joel Thompson on a feed and livestock program that will 
put his land and labor to best use. Already this planning has 
caused the New Hope community farmer to redistribute his grain 
crop acreage to include ten acres of oats and wheat for combining. 
He’ll use this same land to grow a crop of milo for hay during 
the summer. “Further planning such as this can help Davidson 
prove the experts wrong about the doom of the small family farm,” 
says Agent Thompson.

Auburn Man Does - - - 


City Gardening—Country Style 


By JOHN BAGBY 
API Extension Horticulturist 


Does city gardening pay? 


There’s definite proof that it does on 
T. H. Martin’s back yard plot in Auburn. 
On a space 40 by 75 feet, the Martins 
produce practically all the fresh vege- 
tables they need and fill a nine cubic- 
foot freezer to insure the winter supply. 

“To make it worthwhile,” insisted 
Martin, “gardening must be a year- 
around job. I try to keep the garden area 
occupied by some vegetables every 
month, In fact, there are very few days 
during the year that I do not have some 


*®zreen vegetable growing in my garden.” 


Martin starts in the spring with Eng- 
lish peas followed by bunch snap and 
pole beans, limas, sweet corn, field peas, 
tomatoes, and okra. The surplus of these 
vegetables, except the tomatoes, goes in- 
to the freezer. Several plantings of corn 
and peas keep the supply up until late 
summer. And tomatoes, limas, pole 
beans, and okra last well into the fall. 


“In late summer I cover some of the 
stems of my tomatoes with soil and add 
fertilizer,” he pointed out. ‘““‘These stems 
take root and form new plants for the 
fall crop. I usually pick green tomatoes 
just before frost and let them ripen over 
a period of several weeks. Fall, win- 
ter, and early spring vegetables include 
turnips, cabbage, kale, mustard, onions, 
lettuce, and carrots.” 

In past years Martin hired a man to 
break and cultivate his garden plot, but 
he found it difficult to get someone to do 
the work at the right time. So, two years 
ago he bought a small garden tractor 


and since has done all the work himself. 
“This piece of equipment does a good 
job and is available when I need it,”’ said 
the gardener. “And I can keep the 
ground thoroughly worked throughout 
the year, thus eliminating the need for 
deep plowing in the spring. 

“However, gardening is not without 
its problems,” he cautioned. “I must 
treat the soil, except corn rows, every 
year with ethylene dibromide to control 
nematodes. Naturally I can’t move the 
garden to a new lécation every few years 
and nematodes would be quite a problem 
if I didn’t use a soil fumigant. I believe 
soil treatment also helps keep down some 
diseases. At least, good thrifty plants 
that are free of nematodes seem better 
able to throw off certain’diseases. 

“True, there is a constant battle with 
various insects and diseases. I use the 
Auburn-Approved garden dust for most 
pests. However, I think toxaphene or 
DDT is best to contro] such insects as 
corn earworm, stink bugs, cutworms, and 
pea curculio. Lindane gives very good 
control of aphids. 

“Start dusting before the insects and 
diseases begin to damage the crops, re- 
peat the application every week, and 
thoroughly cover each plant with a thin 
coat of material at each dusting,” he ad- 
vised. 

In addition to a good garden, Martin 
has several peach, plum, and apple trees 
and muscadine vines. And he said it’s 
not impossible at all to have a good gar- 
den and a few fruit trees on a lot in the 
city.

Ditch Outdated Equipment, Milk the Modern Way 


ILLY CARR is a 14-year-old Clay County 
4-H’er with the build and shoulders of 
a man. 

And they are not the shoulders of a man 
in appearance only. Young Billy has proved 
that he can carry a man’s work load— in fact 
he has been doing it since he was 10 years 
old. That was the age when he began milk- 
ing cows and started taking over the duties 
of the family farm while his father worked 
away from home. 

Billy’s father, Otto Carr, has been dairying 
since 1946,.so his son has been around cows 
most of his life. When he was only 11, Billy 
was milking all 12 cows in the herd twice a 
day. At the age of 12 Billy took over all of 
the duties on the 60-acre farm and continued 
to run the operation until this year when his 
father quit his job to devote full time to 
farming. 

Bill Wilson, assistant county agent in 
charge of boys’ 4-H Club work in Clay Coun- 
ty, pointed out that Billy does a good job of 
running the dairy farm. Two years ago he 


was named first-place winner in the county 
4-H junior dairy program on the strength of 
his over-all accomplishments in dairying, the 
agent declared. 

And during this period Billy didn’t have 
the advantage of modern conveniences like 
milking machines, milking parlors, cow-to- 
can pipelines, coolers, and such, Wilson ex- 
plained. However, these things have been 
acquired in recent months, and no one can 
appreciate them more than Billy. 

The old barn was changed over to the milk- 
ing-parlor type this year with Billy, his 
father, and the Carnation Milk representative 
pitching in to do the work. A pit was dug on 
one side of the barn and a stanchion for a 
cow built at shoulder level on either side. 
And the whole floor was concreted, including 
an adjoining room which holds the milk cool- 
er. 

The entire job cost less than $500, recalls 
Billy. A total of $47 was spent on changing 
the barn, $91 on wiring the barn and rewir- 
ing the house, $150 on the cooler, and $185 
on the milker. 


And although Billy and his dad are milking 
only two more cows than they were a year 
ago, the milk check is twice what it was at 
that time. ‘And a lot of labor has been taken 
out of milking,” commented Billy, “I can 
milk all 15 cows in an hour now.” 

Other improvements have also been made 
in recent months. The Carrs dug a 160-ton 
capacity trench silo and planted seven acres 
of Sart sorghum for silage. Billy also plant- 
ed six acres of oats last fall for winter graz- 
ing and grain. 

Other grazing is provided by 40 acres of 
pasture with crimson clover, ryegrass, lespe- 
deza, carpet grass, and others. 

Agent Wilson pointed out that Billy also 
expects to have a good corn crop this year. 
He has carried a 4-H Club corn demonstra- 
tion for two years and avéraged 75 bushels 
per acre last year. 

Billy,.a ninth-grader at Bibb Graves High 
School in Millerville, has been a 4-H’er for 
four years. The family farm is located in the 
Marvin Chapel community on Talladega Rt. 
3.

But on Dave Rutherford’s Town Creek Rt. 3 farm, wheat gets 


the nod over corn simply because the crop fits into his double crop- 
ping system. For example, the Unit Test Demonstration farmer is 
planning to follow 25 acres of Anderson wheat with grain sorghum 
this summer. Thereby, Rutherford is improving on the one-grain- 
crop-a-year system by harvesting grain from his land twice during 
the year—and each time he gets nearly as much grain as a crop of 
corn would have yielded. 

Of course, the other small grains fit well into the same double- 
cropping system. Oats, for example, may be grazed in the fall, 
combined in summer, and followed by another crop. 

But despite the many points in their favor, small grains are not 
the remedy for all the livestockman’s feed worries. For several years, 
J. C. Lowery, one of the state’s top agronomists, has plugged for a 
balanced grain program including both corn and small grains. Low- 
ery, who is API Extension agronomist, reasons that the farmer who 
plants a summer grain crop and a winter grain crop is more likely 
to have a shortage of grain storage space than the fellow who grows 
only one of these. He insists that corn should remain the stand-by 
grain crop for Alabama farmers and that it should be supplemented 
by grain sorghum and small grains.

Keeps profitable roomers only 


Private room, circulating water, all 
they can eat. . . those are the lavish 
accommodations boasted by the board- 
ers of Mrs. E. M. Towns, Bradford 
Home Demonstration Club member. 

Yes, and it doesn’t cost the room- 
ers a cent! But you can believe that 
Mrs. Towns is not running this busi- 
ness just for pleasure—she’s out to 
see that each occupant more than 
pays for the cost of keep. She figures 
to come out ahead on the deal by col- 
lecting an egg a day from each of the 
2000 roomers. 

Not enough, you say? 

Well, it is for Mrs. Towns. You see, 
her roomers are nothing more than 
leghorn hens. The individual rooms 
are simply laying cages where the 
hens are served cool] water and plenty 
of feed for about a year—this is, if 
they pay their daily rent. Otherwise 
they’re evicted and replaced by a 
more reliable tenant. 

Mrs. Towns, who operates one of 
the eight cage-layer enterprises in 
Coosa County, got into the chicken 
business three years ago with 192 
hens. The venture turned up so much 
spending money that she decided to 
expand the operation. 

This she did—and more than once, 


Now the two laying houses near the 
Towns’ Kelleyton home have private 
cages for 2000 hens. 


This industrious Coosa County lady~ 


has been able to make the fast ex- 
pansion with no outside financing. 
She’s built and equipped the addition- 
al houses with profits from former 
egy sales. And, according to Mrs, 
Towns, the profits have been pretty 
good. She says the hens have made 
her more money than she could have 
made on any job in town. And her 
work-day is usually such that she has 
time to care for the chickens and look 
after household chores at the same 
time. 

However, she has one helper who 
takes care of gathering the eggs. She 
spends about six hours with poultry 
chores each day, feeding, grading 
eggs, and looking after the hens. 

This experienced poultrywoman 
will also tell you that the poultry busi- 
ness has its bad points. She said she 
doesn’t tell anyone that he can go in- 
to the chicken business without ex- 
pecting to do plenty of hard work. 


But despite this word of caution, 
Mrs. Towns is plenty well sold on lay- 
ing hens. Her goal is to have 3300 
laying hens—but she’ll wait until Mr. 
Towns retires from his lumber busi- 
ness to undertake the additional ex- 
pansion. 
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SPEEDY GRADING—Grading eggs was quite a 
chore .for Coosa County poultrywoman Mrs. E. M.

Apply 2,4-D or other weed killer to weeds 
and bushes when you can do so without dan- 
ger to crops.

Bp hesitate to use locally grown seed 
for fall planting—provided they are 
pure seed of the proper variety and have a 
good analysis. Locally grown seed have many 
advantages: they are likely to be of a rec- 
ommended variety; they are likely to be fully 
acclimatized ; they lessen the chance of bring- 
ing in new insects, diseases, and weeds; there 
is probably less chance of getting blended 
varieties; and they should germinate about 
as indicated on the label.

St. Clair farmer's place 


Lime is a landmaker. So says Pleasant Hill 
community farmer Aubrey Washington. 

Washington backs up his statement with an- 
nual good yields that are more than accidental. 
For example, he harvested his worst cotton 
crop in six seasons last fall—a mere 13 bales 
from 12 acres. He usually picks at least a bale 
and a quarter from each acre of cotton, and 
often records bale and a half per acre yields. 

Last year being a bad one for corn too, Wash- 
ington got only 45 bushels from each acre. The 
year before that he harvested 60 bushels per 
acre from the same fields, which proves that 
lime isn’t the only way to get higher yields— 
Mother Nature must be credited with her share 
in successful crop production. But Washington 
figures that he increases the odds in his favor 
when he applies the proper nutrients to the soil, 
even if the weather is not the most favorable. 

Washington, a St. Clair County Farm and 
Home Development demonstrator, has put out 
170 tons of lime on his 175 acres of open land 
in the past three years. The entire place has 
received at least a ton of lime per acre, and row 
crop land about a ton and a half in the last 
five years. 

According to soil test, this land has enough 
lime for growing most crops. ‘However, this 
isn’t the situation on most St. Clair County 
farms,” says Assistant County Agent W. D. 
Jackson. ‘Soil tests from over the county in- 
dicate that around 75 percent of the county’s 
cotton land needs some lime and that nearly 


100 percent of the pasture land needs the alka- © 


line material.” 

Jackson advised other farmers to follow the 
example set by Washington and have their crop- 
land limed, And, he said, a soil test should be 
the first step toward improved yields. “A soil 
test will tell you exactly how much lime your 
soil needs and, at the same time, give other fer- 
tilizer requirements,” said Jackson.

Phillips is the first to insist that pig parlors are much more 
desirable than filthy, muddy hog lots. He pointed out that for 


hog authorities, declared that he could neither endorse nor criti- 
cize the parlor method until research workers find answers to 
several unsolved problems. The API Extension animal industry 
specialist went on to say that under present circumstances, he be- 
lieves the pasture method of feeding hogs will make more money 
for the majority of Alabama farmers. But he added that each 
grower will have to size up his own situation and then put his 
hogs wherever he thinks they will make the most money. 

However, quite a few Alabama pork producers aren’t waiting 
for further research to give a definite answer one way or the other. 
They are already putting pig parlors on their farms. Some are 
doing so because they think it’s the thing to do._ Others feel driven 
to this system because they can’t put up with a muddy mess in 
their old feedlots any longer. And a few growers just like to 
try out new ideas. 


years county agents have recommended feeding floors made either 
of wooden boards on skids or of concrete to avoid feeding ‘ear or 
shelled corn on muddy ground or in unclean hog lots. 

Phillips said that Alabama farmers using pig parlors this 
summer will find one distinct advantage under this system during 
hot weather—that is, they will find it easier to keep hogs cool 
and gaining, provided they have shelters over the concrete and use 
mist sprays to keep the hogs cool. Mist spray will also cool the 
concrete and will not create mud-hole problems likely to develop 
in pastures or fields. 

On the other hand, one reason that Phillips is not ready to 
recommend parlors is also tied up with warm weather. He de- 
clared that, as of today, no practical method of handling manure 
and fly problems has been developed for most pig parlor owners 
to use,

Jet ... . the temporary grazing crop that is 
sweeping Alabama. 

“I reckon we had plenty of grazing in our 
permanent pasture program,” reasoned Car- 
roll in speaking for himself and his brother 
Aubrey, who has been a partner in the farm- 
ing operation for years. “But you know how 
it is,’ he explained. ‘Everything seems to be 
going along smooth ... plenty of green graz- 
ing... then all-of a sudden the spring rains 
stop, a dry spell sets in, and before you know 
it the cows have whittled available grazing 
right down to the ground. 

“Well, it was just such as this that got me 
to thinking about a temporary crop to scotch 
a grazing shortage when dry weather slows 
pasture growth but doesn’t affect the cow’s 
appetite. And it was during the annual Dale 
County day visit to the Headland Experiment 
Station that I got all the facts on Starr millet 
which I had heard so much about. 

‘Sure enough, according to the station’s re- 
search, the crop was everything I had been 
told, so I decided to try a patch this sum- 
mer,” declared the farmer. 

Carroll prepared three and three-fourths 
acres of land just below his house by disking 


in 1100 pounds of 4-10-7 fertilizer on the area 
in March. Then about the first of April he 
pulled a bermuda scratcher over the area and 


_sowed 60 pounds of seed with a cyclone seed- 


er. To cover the seed he ran a weeder over 
the land. 

About two weeks later the millet was up 
around seven inches high and looking pretty, 
thought Carroll. That was when he applied 
500 pounds of ammonium nitrate on the en- 
tire area. And about two weeks after that he 
turned 60 head of hogs on the millet. “But 
the millet got ahead of the hogs,” explained 
Carroll, “and I had to turn my milk cows on 
it at night.’”’ Sixty hogs, eight milk cows, and 
10 heifer calves grazed the millet from about 
the first of May to the third day of June, 
when Carroll pulled them off because the 
crop was grazed down pretty close. But a 
good rain on June 6 put new life in the mil- 
let, and the farmer turned the animals in 
again about three days later. 

Carroll said, “I can’t measure it in pounds 
or gallons, but the milk production from my 
eight cows jumped up considerably when the 
animals were on the millet. I could see the 
difference in the milk bucket,” he declared. 

“IT can tell you this, though. Cows like it, 
hogs do well on it, your permanent pasture 
gets a rest while animals are on the millet, 
and the crop is easy to establish, light on the 
pocketbook, and furnishes quick grazing.”

CORN EARWORM IN GRAIN SORGHUM. 
The corn earworm is a serious pest of grain 
sorghum during the period of grain develop- 
ment. The entire grain yield may be destroy- 
ed by severe infestations unless control meas- 
ures are carried out. In Alabama experi- 
ments, yield increases of 20 bushels per acre 
have resulted from one insecticide application 
at the right time. Treatment is made as soon 
as small worms are found in the heads, using 
either two pounds DDT, four pounds toxa- 
phene, or three-fourths pound endrin per 
acre.

SPRING CATTLE PRICES HIGHER. 
Spring prices for all classes of cattle sold at 
local Alabama livestock auctions greatly ex- 
ceeded fall prices, a 1953-55 survey revealed. 
However, western Alabama (Black Belt) 
auctions showed smaller price changes be- 
tween seasons than did those in other sections 
of the state. The difference was especially 
noticeable for some classes. For example, 
fall prices of slaughter steers averaged about 
$1.25 per 100 pounds below spring prices in 
western Alabama, as compared with $4 on 
other auctions studied.

STATE APPLE ORCHARDS DEFICIENT. 

A recent survey of soils and nutritional 
levels of 34 apple orchards in Alabama re- 
vealed that nitrogen (N), phosphorus (P), 
and potassium (K) were below needed levels 
for good tree growth and production. Ona 
dry weight basis, N ranged from 2.02 percent 
in leaves of the highest yielding orchards to 
1.75 in the lowest; P, 0.15 to 0.11 percent; 
K, 1.59 to 1.42 percent; Ca (calcium), 1.12 
to 0.92 percent; and Mg (magnesium), 0.43 
to 0.382 percent. Boron was deficient in sev- 
eral orchards, but other minor elements ap- 
peared adequate.

CONTROL POULTRY MITES. The fol- 
lowing treatments for control of poultry mites 
have been effective in Auburn tests: (1) for 
roost mites, carbolineum, sulfur, or one per- 
cent malathion dust applied to floors, roosts, 
and nests; (2)for northern feather mites, 
two applications five to 10 days apart of two 
pounds sulfur per 100 square feet of floor 
space, or liberal spraying or dusting of birds, 
litter, roosts, and nests with one percent mal- 
athion. Spray caged birds with one gallon 
of one percent malathion per 100 birds, or 
with two applications five days apart of one 
quart of a one to 12 dilution of Black Leaf 
40 in water, repeated as needed. This kills 
lice too. 


FALL MANAGEMENT OF ANNUAL 
CLOVER PASTURES. Young seedling clov- 
ers, such as crimson or white, will not volun- 
teer early in the fall on a tall Bermuda or 
carpet grass sod. Removal of grass residues 
in the fall often makes the difference be- 
tween an early volunteer stand of clover and 
a late stand or possibly a complete failure. 
Experimental results in Alabama show that 
close grazing, close mowing, or light disking 
in the fall favor early clover establishment. 
A deep undisturbed sod was found to retard 
clover severely and result in very little winter 
grazing.

When the snow fell and 
the ground began to freeze, our 
hogs were killed and salted down 
on the meat bench in the smoke 
house with a winter’s supply of

the governing bodies of all the 
participating municipalities within 
the county. Two of the first mem- 
bers appointed by the county gov- 
erning body and one of the first 
members appointed by the munici- 
palities shall each serve for a term 
of two years, and the remaining 
first members shall each be ap- 
pointed to. a term of four years. 
Thereafter the members of the 
Board shall each be appointed to

same manner that original 
pointments are made, and any per- 
son appointed to fill a vacancy 
shall serve only for the unexpired 
portion of the term.

The crew was composed of 3 or 
4 men and 8 horses. The farmer 
furnished 4 horses.

There were four or five hitchers 
and 2 band cutters and from 1 to 
7 men on the straw pile. 

I helped thresh in a barn the 
day I was 16 years old. There 
were 7 men on the straw stack. 
I ran that machine for my father 
for 5 Falls, then the steam engine 
came and I tended separators for 
years. 


From Stella Wright Van Dyke, 
Canton, Pa.: Sullivan County, 
Pennsylvania the land of my birth, 
was the scene of many events in 
the early history of our country, 
which are often brought to mind 
by the commonplace happenings 
of present day living.

billions a ‘year. In recent months 
there has been a scramble to un- 
load these high inventories now 
at about « million-dollar-a-year 
clip. This same situation obtained 
last in 1953 and early in 1954 and 


brought on the 1953-54 recession. 


What is different in the picture 
spending 


today? Government 
makes the difference. 


In 1953 and 1954 the Eisenhower 
administration was reducing ex- 
penditures. For instance between 


mid-1953 and early 1955 Govern- 


ment spending had dropped $9.7 
. . from $74:3 billions to 


billions . 
to $64.6 billions. 


But spending at the end of fiscal 
year 1957 was $69.8 billion, up 
$3.3 in one year since fiscal 1956, 
Taxing was $70.7 billions, up $2.5 
billion in one year. That's what 
the bookkeeping budget shows. 
Actually cash spending from ac- 
cumulated funds in fiscal 1957 was 
$79.2 billions, up $7.2 billions in 
one year and cash taken in was 
$81.9 billions, up $4.8 billions in 
one year, So the records show 
that since mid-1954, the end of the 
first full Eisenhower fiscal year, 
cash spending is up $7.2 billions 
and cash income is up $10.1 bil- 
lions. Which is why people have 
less to spend and why the economy 


“keeps rolling with Federal money. 


| Building is the field wherein 
Nes the greatest activity and 
again it is government money 


which is being spent largely. Home 
building is down, commercial 
building is down 4%; there is 
some increase in industrial ex- 
pansion but largely with high 
rapid tax-write-offs. It is in the 
fields of hospitals, school buildings, 
highway and bridges and public 
buildings where the big increase 
in spending is going .-all gov- 
ernment money, either federal or 
state. From January 1, 1955 to 
January 1, 1957 installment credit 
jumped about §$7.7 billions to 
around the $40 billion mark highest 
in history. But for the first five 
months of 1957 the increase was 
something less than $400 million. 
Which indicates that instead of 
buying new goods, people are 
paying off old debts. And it may 
be that this is a factor which some 
economists count on to increase 
buying later on this year. A lot 
of people may get out of debt, 
and able to plunge back in by 
buying more goods and wares. 
Department store sales always 
considered as an indicator, are 
spotty. Good in suburban areas, 
down in the urban centers. Like 
Washington, up 6% in the new 
suburban centers—down 3% in the 
city; and Baltimore, up 10% in the 
outlying areas and dewn 3% in the 
downtown district; Boston up 8% in 
suburbs and down 1% in the city. 
The movement of people, too is 
having its effect on the buying in 
city and suburban areas. Millions

Q—Can you tell me the total amount of outstanding consumer credit 
debt? 

A—The total amount, including installment and non-installment credit 
outstanding at the end of May, 1957, was $41,707,000,000, an increase 
of $2,788,000,000 over May, 1956. 

Q—Is there a state in the Union where there are no private power or 
electric corporations? 

A—Yes, Nebraska. There are no private electric utilities in Nebraska. 
All electric utilities, known as Consumers Public Powar Districts, 
are divisions of the State Government, operating under a State 
law, but owned by the consumers. The consumers elect a board of 
directors,-and the board is authorized by law-to fix rates. The 
Districts are financed by revenue bonds sold on the open private 
bond market. Bonds are widely held by banks, insurance companies, 
individuals, trust funds and other ifvestors. The Districts are free 
of federal regulation and no federal money is invested in them. 

Q—What recommendations did the President’s Commission on In- 
creased Industrial Uses of Agricultural Products make? 

A—The Commission’s recommendations which have been included in a 

bill introduced in the House and Senate simultaneously, (5.2306 and 

H_R.8186) suggested: 1—that participation by private and public 

institutions in an effective research network be increased; 2— 

greatly expanded basic research on use of farm products; 3— In- 

creaséd use of grants, fellowships and scholarships to increase na- 
tion’s supply of scientists; 4—Place more emphasis on government- 
industry sharing of research costs; 5—Expand research and de- 
velopment of new crops; 6—Make wider use of commercial-scale 
trials of new products, and 7—Offer economic incentives to growers 
and processors to bridge the gap between research anc established 
uses of crops. The Commission urged an increase in appropriation 
of monew for industrial research in the Department of Agriculture. 


Congressman Carl T. Durham, 
North Carolina, chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Ener- 
gy was highly critical of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the Department of Defense for the 
lack of small weapons, or tactical 
atomic bombs and war heads. 

He said it appeared to him the 
Department of Defense was gear- 
ing its weapons program to the 
amount of plutonium for bomb 
manufacture on the present 
amount of plutonium production 
from nuclear reactors which had 
been operating 14 years. He be- 
lieved the Commission needs more 
plutonium reactors and to date 
the Commission has made no 
move to build more relying on the 
production at Savannah River and 
Hanford. So his new bill orders 
the Commission to build a new 
plutonium reactor at Hanford, 
Washington and provides the funds 
for its construction 

“I am disturbed over the lack 
of a realistic program for small 
weapons or any consideration of 
the necessity for ultimately es- 
tablishing a stockpile of plutonium 
for weapons or peacetime pur- 
poses. Any such activity would re- 
quire substantial increases in pro- 
ductive capacity,” the Congress- 
man said. , 

The joint committee on a strict 
party vote castigated the Corn- 
mission also for what they termed 
a “bankrupt policy’ on civilian 
uses of Atomic Energy and or- 
dered the Commission to change 
its policies and program particu- 
larly toward Rural Cooperatives, 
as a policy of “subterfuge and 
farce," in that after two years 
of negotiation not even one con- 
tract has yet been signed with a 
rural electrical cooperative for a 
nuclear power reactor. There are 
five applications. 


ROM a humanitarian stand- 

point there can be no such 
thing as a clean atomic or hydro- 
gen bomb in the megaton class. 
The only logical reason for pro- 
ducing a bomb without the so- 
called ‘‘fall-out,” would be to pre- 
vent killing a few more civilians 
in a war-time »ombing. 

But the only logical excuse for 
dropping a bomb of any descrip- 
tion, clean or dirty, would be for 
mass destruction in a heavy in- 
dustrial area to kuock-out enemy 
potential for making war. For this 
you need a megaton bomb. And 
in any heavy industrial area there 
is always heavy industrial civil- 
ian population, within a radius of 
of ten or fifteen miles. A bomb of 
the size contemplated for such 
bombing would kill, maim or 
harm every living person, pre- 
sumably within such a radius, 
clean er dirty. A half dozen such 
bombs dropped over New York 
City or Paris or Rome, or Mos- 
cow or Berlin would kill hundreds 
of thousands of civilians. This is 
mass bombing. 

We do not need this size bombs 
for pin-point bombing, for instance 
to knock out a gun factory or a 
ship-building yard or a tank fac- 
tory. And no matter how some 
folks might talk, you simply can- 
not build an atomic bomb or a 
hydrogen bomb that does not have 
plenty of deadly nuclear radiation 
in it when it explodes. You would 
not need a metagon bomb to sink 
a ship at sea. 

What you do need in a nuclear war, 
if you want to be humanitarian 
about a war, is to concentrate on 
smaller tactical nuclear war heads 
and bombs and have such a stock 
pile, that will allow the free use 
of them, ‘without depending on a 
few huge bombs running into the 
tons and tons of TNT equivalent.

Soil Conservation 
Cooperators Show 
Continued Progress 


AUBURN — Farmers. in Ala- 
bama’s twelve soil conservation 
districts are making progress in 
conserving soil and water on their 
farms, according to O. C. Medlock, 
State Conservationist of the Soil 
Conservation Service. 

There are 58,095 farmers in Ala- 
bama cooperating with their dist- 
ricts. These own more than 10,- 
000,000 acres of farm land. 

Basic plans for their farms have 
been made by 46,756 of the district | 
cooperators, for progressively ad- | 
justing the use of their land to’ 
its capability and giving it the 
treatment it needs for sustained | 
production and soil improvement. 

In making the plans SCS soil 
conservationists advised these 
farmers on the capabilities of their 
land, and uses they might make 
of the land. With this information § 4 
each farmer then made the plan 
himself for his farm, enabling him 
to successfully do the kind of 
farming he wanted to do. 

An outstanding example of pro- 
gress during the past SCS fiscal 
year was the great increase in 
woodland work. District coopera-

Two bills affecting veterans and

| Seville, Ohio: Often, traveling 


along the back roads of that state 
of late, we've been impressed by 
the acreage required to dispose 
of man’s refuse. 

These organized rubbish heaps, 
usually surrounded by a pall of 
thick smoke as caretakers burn 
the combustibles available in all 
effort to conserve space, appall 
us. Man must be the only thing on 
earth that creates a mess that 
Mother Nature can’t eventually 
disguise. 

When he invented the tin can, 
he created a new industry for its 
manufacture and hundreds of in- 
dustriés for its disposal. Can open- 
ers, can flatteners, fleets of 
trucks, bull-dozers, and stolid 
gentlemen with rakes have ap- 
peared in the wake of the can. Ex- 
plorers who lowered an experi- 
mental camera 50,000 feet to the 
floor of the Mediterranean last 
year, at a cost of many thousands 
of dollars, proudly developed the 
first negative and found it was of 
a bare sard bottom, with a rusty 
tin can in the center of the pic- 
ture. 

Just as modern archaeologists 
dig through the ruins of ancient 
cities, and find out much of the 


ing it up to the Secretary of Interi- 
or to decide in each instance. Con- 
gress has just recently omitted the 
160-acre limitation from the Small 
Projects Act of 1957 which author- 
izes lending federal funds to proj- 
ects requiring mo more than $5 
million. Several other ways are be- 
ing devised to by-pass the 160-acre 
provision of the Reclamation Act. 
One is by having Army Engineers 
build what actually are reclama- 
tion dams, since neither of the two 
basic principles apply to army- 
engineer projects. So all they do is 
direct the army engineers to find 
a flood control value in a reclama- 
tion project so they can build it 
under the Act. Army Engineer 
money is ‘‘free money”’ and no re- 
payments are required, so the proj- 
ect owes no money to the govern- 
ment and the BIGS can get in on 
the Act. In one instance on the 
Kings River in California a group 
of big land owners wanted to pay 
off the money- owed the govern- 
ment so they could get irrigation 
water.— Former “Sec. Dougias 
McKay of*~ Interior ruled they 
could. But the present Secretary 
Fred Seaton says they cannot 
without specific act of Congress. 

The Hells Canyon case is one 
of those where the preference 
clause will not be enforced, since 
private power companies are not 
bound. Neither are they bound 
whére they are given rights on 
Federal dams. Secretary Seaton 
recently ruled that the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Company could 
have power facilities on the Trini- 
ty River project in California. The 
order is being resisted by Senator 
Thomas Kuchel, California. Sec- 
retary Seaton recently found that 
the cost to the government of 
buying power from Pacific would 
cost $26 million more than he had 
been led to believe, so the case 
is still hanging fire.

FILIBUSTERING IN 


Filibustering is a new practice | 
that has brought into the process 
of making laws in Alabama. Rath- 
er is is being used to keep from 
making laws. | 

For the most part, for the time 
it has been in session—May to 
September—the Senate has _ been 
able to vote on but very few bills 
except those of non-controversial 
nature, 

As a result the Senate has wast- 
ed precious time—simply keeping 
important bills from coming up 
for a vote. 

It is a strange way of doing 
business. A member asks for rec- 
ognition, presumably to speak on 
some measure that is being consid- 
ered.. Having gained the floor, he 
simply passes the time by any 
method that may occur to him, 
reading or speaking just to keep 
the measure eto which he is op- 
posed from being brought to a 
vote. By this method just one mem- 
ber can render the whole Senate 
powerless to transact business. | 

It was started early in the ses- 
sion by one member who was op- 
posed to a bill that was intended 
to raise the salaries of judges. | 

The same method was used to 
defeat another bill that provided 
for reapportionment of the mem- 
bership of the Legislature. The 
Constitution provides that reappor- 
tionment shall be made every ten 
years. It has not been done since 
1901, the year the Constitution 
was adopted. 

Another bill that was blocked 
by a one-man filuibuster provided | 
for simplifying the working of the 
civil courts, at a great saving to 
the tax payers, it was claimed. 
The Legislature appropriated a 
large sum of money to make the 
study of the courts possible. A 
commission of lawyers was ap- 
pointed; they used up the first 
appropriation, asked for a second 


and came out at the end of the 
|

"T REMEMBER" 


BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From Mary Overstreet, Leigh, 
Nebraska: I rernember a beauti- 
ful November afternoon in 1874 
when we lived on a 160 acre farm. 
(Father was a Civil War soldier 
and had taken the claim in March, 
coming from Connecticut to Ne- 
braska.) Neighbors were more 
than a mile apart, some seven or 
eight families and all the men had 
gone to Schuyler (24 miles) to 
pay taxes and buy winter supplies.

guards made (furrows several 
yards apart with all growth 
burned off). 


Sometime in mid-afternoon we 
looked to the west to see the 
smoke of a prairie fire coming 
our way, driven by a brisk 
wind. In ordinary weather, the 
fire guard around the house and 
barn was enough, but in the high 
wind, it looked threatening as 
tumbleweeds sometimes came 
blowing and rolling out of the 
blazing prairie. Rather to be 
“safe than sorry’’ mother ordered 
everything in the house but the 
cook stove and the baby’s cradle, 
which she left for the last load, 
taken to the plowed field far 
enough in to be safe from the 
flames. 

I remember, I was a little girl of 
six, carrying all my own and the 
vo little one’s “Sunday wraps," 
etc. to the field to be added to the 
safety zone. 

The fire came on, the straw 
stacks caught and blazed moun- 
tains high, destroying the bedding 
for the cow amd horses, but the 
fire parted at the plowed ground 
and rushed on, leaving us safe.

To secure passage of these two 
bills a determined effort was made 
to keep two general appropriation 
bills from being brought to a vote 
These measures were important,

Being Stressed With 
Alabama Farmers 


A representative of the Agri- 
cultural Extension department of 
the ‘U.S. Steel Corpbdration, . Dr. 
Murray C. McJunkin, has been in 
Alabama, meeting with fertilizer | 
dealers and farmers. 

He is encouraging them to use 
a new fertilizer that is being pro- 
duced by the Tennessee Company 
at Fairfield” New Improved Gran- | 
ular Ammonium Sulfate. The new 
product is being advertised in the 
Shelby County Reporter. 

Dr. McJunkin says the use of the 
new fertilizer will make it easy | 
for a farmer to produce two crops 
a year on the same acreage, a cat- 
tle feed crop and a grain crop 
later in the year. 

Speaking ‘of conditions in Ala-| 
bama Dr. McJunkin said: 

“You have a wonderful climate 
in Alabama. Your farmers can | 
take advantage of it, to keep their | 
pasturage lands growing 11 or 12 
months out of each year. 

In Alabama, the farmer can take 
his‘ cattle off the land March 4 
and apply the new fertlizers and 
harvest a full crop of grain later 
in the Summer.” 

A good fertility program per- 
mits the farmer to make more 
money off of fewer acres. 

He pointed out that the com- 
pany has just employed Dr. Clar- 
ence Wilson, in charge of the goil | 
testing laboratory at Auburn for 
many years, as U. S. Steel’s South- 
ern agronomist, with headquarters 
at Fairfield. “4 

U, S. Steel’s Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Division only 10 days ago 
announced it has started producing 
granular ammonium sulfate, the 
only granular fertilizer produced 
in the South today. 

The U. S. Steel people have 
worked closely with Auburn’s ex- 
tension division for many years 
in encouraging farmers to produce 
more cattle and to improve the

Roberts is like the closing of a 
chapter in the history of Columbi- 
ana. No other man, perhaps, had 
known Columbiana for so long; no 
other had endeavored for so long 
to serve the highest interests of 
the community. 

As a young man he served as 
principal of the school. Later he 
served as pastor of the Methodist 
church. For more than forty years 
he lived in Columbiana the life of 
a retired minister. During these 
years he and his faithful wife 
kept open house to all those who 
felt the need of prayer and of 
spiritual counsel; those who came 
in sorrow to receive comfort and 
new courage or to share _ their 


joy. 


Through the days of the two| 


great wars young soldiers answer- 
ing the call of their country, to be 
sent they knew not where, would 
come by for Brother Tom to pray 
with and for them. Young couples 
came from over Alabama to have 
Brother Tom speak the words that 
would join their lives and to hear 
him pray for a life for them of 
happiness. 

Brother Tom was born at Hay- 
good’s Cross Roads in Jefferson 
county, in a Methodist parsonage 
on the Elyton Circuit, of which his 


father was the pastor. It was Oc- 


tober 1, 1870, 

His early education was received 
in the schools in communities in 
which his father served as pastor, 
six of those years in the schools of 
Columbiana. 

He attended the old Southern 
University at Greensboro, receiv- 
ing his MA degree at graduation 
in 1893. The following year he 
spent as principal of the school, in 
Columbiana. 

It must have been easy for Br 
er Tom to answer the call to 


preach. His father was a minister; | 


as was his mother’s brother, Dr. 
J. T. Morris, and his cousins, W. E. 


of them became his lifelong 
friends. 

It was Bro. Tom’s héart’s desire 
to go to the faraway land of China 
to serve as a missionary. He went 
to Vanderbilt University to pre- 
pare himself for this service. Then 
came the tragedy of his life; his 
health failed. An operation was 
followed with five years in bed. 

On December 6, 1899 he was 
| married to Miss Sue E. Stone of 
Easonville. They came on to Co- 
lumbiana to make their first home, ‘ 
with his parents. His father was 
serving as pastor of the Methodist 
church. Two years later his father 
died and Brother Tom had recov- 
ered sufficiently to be named 
pastor in his father’s place. Though 
not fully recovered, he continued 
in the conference for ten years, 
serving among other places’ at 
| Oxford, Fountain Heights, Bir- 
mingham and Collinsville. 

Then he had to give up his ac- 
‘tive ministry; to retire from the 
work he loved so much. He and 
‘Mrs. Roberts came back to Co- 
‘lumbiana to make their home and 
they have lived here since,

this time he served _ for 
more than 25 year: as supply 
pastor of the Methodist Church

A RECENT report by Assistant| the sound barrier by military air- 


Attorney General George 
Doub indicates the Civil Division 
of the Department of Justice has 
been quite busy. During the first 
six months of 1957, the report 
states, the Division brought to con- 
clusion 5,425 cases, involving 
claims amounting to $153,000,000. 

The government fared well. On 
claims by the Government for 
$48,000,000 the Civil Division re- 
covered $19,571,734, or approxi- 
mately 41 per cent, by judgements 
or settlements. Suits against the 
United States Claimed $105,000,000, 
but recoveries by claimants were 
held to $5,537,848, or approximate- 
ly 5 per cent. 

The cases disposed of, however, 
failed to make a big dent in the 
work docket of the Division. Dur- 
ing the same period, 5,548 new 
cases were received, leaving the 
Division's 180 attorneys a total of 
15,900 active cases on file. 

What type of claims against the 
government are outstanding? Still 
on file are 1,263 claims (the bal- 
ance of-an original 25,000 claims) 
by persons of Japanese ancestry 
for property losses sustained as 
the result of evacuation and exclu- 
sion from their homes during 
World War II. Numerous actions

What sort of a crime network 
exists behind the shrouded walls 
of the dope peddling business?

It is a national problem and not 
just the problem of a few large 
residential areas. Last July, a 
Federal Grand Jury in the South- 
ern District of New York returned 
an indictment charging 46 defend- 
ants, with conspiring to import 
heroin, cocaine, and opium into the 
United States from France and 
distribute it to wholesalers and 
peddlers in numerous cities. The 
areas Involved include New York; 
Detroit, Washington, D.C., Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Boston, the State 
of California, and Canada. 

The indictment also named 16 
persons as co-conspirators but not 
as defendants. In furtherance of 
the conspiracy, one man is al- 
leged to have paid $40,000 to one 
of the defendants and to have re- 
ceived $75,000 from another co-con- 
spirator. Dope peddlers, apparent- 
ly, don’t play the game for ‘‘pea- 
nuts,’ 

Investigation of this large-scale 
operation was made by the Feder- 


toms Service.

From the Catskill Mountain Star, 
Saugerties, New York: A proposed 
23rd amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, known 
as the Gwinn amendment, con- 
sists of one clear sentence: ‘The 
government of the United States 
shall not engage in any business, 
professional, commercial, finan- 
cial, or industrial enterprise ex- 
cept as specified in the Constitu- 
tion.” 

The possibilities within that 
simple statement of principle are 
literally enormous. 


The government has billions 
upon billions of dollars invested in 
business enterprises of many 
kinds, all of which are performing 
functions that can and should be 
handled by private enterprise. 
These socialized businesses could 
be sold, and the money used to re- 
duce the national debt, or to cut 
taxes, or both. 


But that is only the beginning. 
Government business enterprises 
are tax-free, in an age in which 
private business corporations 
pay up to 52 per cent of all their 
profits in federal taxes alone. On 
top of “that, it is common for

The 
gain to the nation over the years 
would run into tens of billions.

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Alfalfa-On Your Mind? . . . 
Plant A Jew Acres Now 


LFALFA. .. That’s the farmer’s word for 

good hay. And more and more of the 

state’s farm folk are putting in acres of this 
excellent hay crop every year. 

Many Alabama farmers have just complet- 
ed disking and harrowing land they picked 
for the crop, and during this month they will 
get the areas seeded. ’ 

Extension Agronomist Bill Andrews says, 
“They couldn’t spend their time more profit- 
ably.” And he adds, “Those who prepare 
the soil well will find it will hold more mois- 
ture and keep down weeds. And these con- 
ditions make it possible for the grower to get 
and keep a better stand of alfalfa.” 

There’s another effect of disking and har- 
rowing land that’s very important to success 
with alfalfa. Andrews explains that when 
rain falls on well-worked soil, it settles it and 
forms a good, firm seedbed. And such a bed 
is necessary for tiny alfalfa seed, which must 
not be planted too deep. 

Andrews says the important thing right 
now is planting the alfalfa. He recommends 
freshening the soil lightly with a section har- 
row, double-inoculate the seed, and cross-sow 
by hand 25 pounds of seed that have a germ- 
ination of 90 percent or higher. Cover the 
seed immediately and firm the bed with a 
cultipacker or roller to insure a stand. 

On the subject of Alabama’s favorite hay 
crop ... folks at the Auburn soils lab have 
been getting lots of samples from land on 
which farmers plan to seed alfalfa. Dr. Den- 
nis Rouse, who heads the laboratory staff, 
says the samples received to date show wide 
variation in types of soil to be planted to the 
legume. Recommendations for lime, accord- 
ing to Rouse, vary from four tons per acre to 
none. And he says great differences are 
Somme in phosphate and potash content as 
well. 

The soils expert points out that taking soil 
samples from alfalfa fields is an especially 
good practice. This perennial crop is rel- 
atively expensive to establish, and therefore 
it’s worth while to be sure the money spent 
for fertilizing does the most good.

Summer Grains Need Help 
DOUBLE UP with OATS and WHEAT 


Oo. N. ANDREWS, Extension Agronomist 


OW grain yields from oats and wheat in 
re South Alabama this year are not likely 
to affect the place of these crops in the state’s 
farming program another year. Fact is, the 
small grains are certain to play an even big- 
ger role in the program. 

There’s no way around that fact. Farmers 
need more grazing and grain for their in- 
creasing livestock industry. All the additional 
feed can’t be made with corn and other sum- 
mer grain and grazing crops; more of it must 
be produced in winter with oats and wheat 
—and some rye. 

That’s about the way Alabama’s livestock 
feed outlook sizes up today. And that’s not 
all. Small grain plantings, now at 650,000 
acres, will more than double within the next 
half-dozen years. 

This is certainly reasonable when you real- 
ize that during the past 10 years oat acreage 
has climbed from 300,000 to above 500,000 
and wheat-acreage from 14,000 to 150,000. 
Now that more farmers have seen the value 
of small grains, plantings are expected not on- 
ly to become larger but also to be made on 
more and more farms. 

Now, what about yields? Many farmers 
in the southern half of the state got little or 
no grain from oats and wheat in the June har- 
vest season; but these crops furnished the 
best late fall, winter, and early spring graz- 
ing in years. 

When you start figuring yields, you’ve got 
to consider the yields of both grazing and 
grain, not just grain alone. In fact, no farm- 
er in South Alabama should even think of 
growing oats and wheat for grain only; he’d 
be sure to lose money. But if the farmer 
grazes the crop from late fall through early 
spring and then harvests even a fair crop of 
grain, he’s pretty certain to come out with 
a profit. 

How much is the grazing from an acre of

oats or wheat worth? Although the figure 
varies greatly with the type of livestock graz- 
ing the crop and quality and quantity of the 
crop itself, beef producers generally say good 
grazing is worth at least $25 an acre. Hog 
growers feel that it’s worth more. Dairymen, 
who must have the very best grazing for 
high winter milk production, say oats or 
wheat (or winter legume) grazing is an ab- 
solute must. Some figure the crop worth 
$50 or even $75 per acre. 

All in all, there’s nothing else in sight that 
will furnish additional livestock feed so well 
as oats and wheat. And these small grains 
do have many advantages. 

1. Their production can be almost entire- 
ly mechanized, and they can be harvested as 
grain, hay, or silage. 

2. Oats and wheat fit well into a double- 
cropping system, making it possible to har- 
vest two different crops from the same piece 
of land during the year. 

3. The small grains provide winter cover 
for the land to reduce soil erosion. 

Small grains can be grown on most any 
well-drained, good cropland. The one pre- 
caution about land selection is not to plant 
small grains. on the same fields year after 
year, The danger of disedse makes it im- 
perative to rotate small grains. 

And then by following the simplé rulés be- 
low, your first try with the crop should be a 
success. 

First of all, you’ll need to decide which of 

the small grains will best fit your particular 
feed needs. If you are especially interested 
in early fall and winter grazing, Abruzzi rye 
will fill the bill. On the other hand, if you’re 
mainly concerned with producing more grains 
—and you have fertile land—wheat would 
most likely be the best bet. 
_ The most popular of the small grains, oats, 
is probably the best all-purpose small grain 
crop. Oats are tops for late fall and winter 
grazing and for summer combining. 

Of course your soil should be fertilized ac- 
cording to recommendations from a soil test; 
otherwise, for stands you plan to use only 
for combining, apply 300 pounds of 0-14-14 
per acre before planting. During the latter 
part of February, top-dress with 50 pounds of 
nitrogen. 

If you plan to use your small grains for 
grazing, or grazing and grain, apply 50 
pounds of nitrogen and 40 pounds each of 
phosphate and potash per acre. These 
amounts could be furnished by applying 400 
pounds of 4-12-12 before planting and top- 
dressing with 34 pounds of nitrogen. For 
grain, remove cattle and top-dress the latter 
part of February with 50 pounds of nitro- 
gen per acre. 


T Horseshoe Bend on the Tallapoosa River 
in Tallapoosa County is a marker which 
was erected by the Congress of the United 
States.

The poultry industry of Alabama deserves 
a big salute. Austin Ezzell of the Extension 
Service at Auburn revealed this fact when he 
presented official statistics on the growth of 
the broiler industry in Alabama. 

He said that during the first half of 1957 
Alabama broiler growers placed 54,214,000 
baby chicks in their houses. Only three other 
states exceeded Alabama. These were Geor- 
gia, Arkansas, and Texas. A year ago Ala- 
bama ranked sixth among the nation’s broil- 
er-producing states. 

The broiler industry continues to grow, and 
the American people continue to eat more 
broilers. Broiler processors are doing a good 
job-of processing, packing, and merchandis- 
ing broiler meat; the public is buying and 
eating more. 

And this increase reminds me that any 
sound farm program aims at a bigger mar- 
ket as well as a lower cost per unit and bet- 
ter quality product. This trio (lower cost, 
better quality, bigger markets) is the key to 
farm progress and improvement.

Beef cattle farmers of Alabama held a 
short course in Auburn in July. One speaker 
was Dr. H. H. Leveck of the Mississippi Ex- 
periment Station. He was optimistic about 
beef cattle—provided farmers who produce 
beef cattle have good animals, feed them 
well, and manage them properly. 

Dr. Leveck said: “The beef cattle industry 
in any state is no better than the quality of 
the animals.”” To this he added and empha- 
sized the necessity for enough feed of the 
right kind and good management, which in- 
cludes disease and insect control. 

The good sense in what Dr. Leveck said is 
obvious. It is sense that applies to every pro- 
ducer of every farm product, and it will make 
even more sense tomorrow than today be- 
cause of our changing economy and our 
changing wants. 
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New Oat Variety 


STANDS OUT IN EXPERIMENTS 


OU can be sure with Suregrain oats 
... at least, experiments show that 
this new variety of oats possesses com- 
bined resistance to rust, blight, and 


smut. 

Tested at the API Experiment Sta- 
tion at Auburn under the name of 
Coker 55-6 for the past three years 
and in similar tests at experiment sta- 
tions in adjoining states, this particu- 
lar oat shows promise of being the top- 
rated variety this fall for Central and 
South Alabama, 

W. A, (Bill) Womack of Ashford, 
under contract with Coker Seed Com- 
pany, set out last fall to produce 
enough seed for some to be marketed 
this fall. Although limited, there will 
be enough seed for many farmers in 
the state to get a few acres planted to 
the new crop. 

Womack, a Houston County cattle- 
man, planted some 150 acres to the 
new oat variety and came out with 
yields ranging from 55 to 68 bushels 
per acre. “We feel that the lowest 
yield of 55 bushels per acre was good 
this year, considering that all other 
varieties failed,’’ said Womack, 

One of the most interesting phases 
of the seed multiplication program 
took place on a 35-acre field of Wo- 
mack’s Rocky Creek Farm. Founda- 
tion stock Suregrain oats were plant- 
ed on these 35 acres during the first 
week of October, 1956. At planting, 
400 pounds of 0-12-20 and 200 pounds 
of ammonium nitrate were applied 
just ahead of the grain drill. 

Womack explained that 111 Here- 
ford heifers started grazing the area 
on November 12—approximately six 
weeks after planting. The total weight 


\ of these heifers. when turned on the 


‘ 
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grazing was 44,415 pounds. On Feb. 
19—just 14 weeks later—the heifers’ 
total weight had climbed to 60,965 
pounds. This was a gain of 16,550 
pounds or 149 pounds per heifer, giv- 
ing an average daily gain of 1.51 
pounds per animal. 

Womack said that since the area 
was overstocked, each heifer was fed 
a five-pound mixture composed of 85 
percent ground snap corn, 10 percent 
molasses, and five percent cottonseed 
meal daily. The animals also receiv- 
ed two pounds of baled grass hay 
apiece. 

For the 14 weeks the animals were 
grazing the oats, a total of 54,945 
pounds of the above mixture was fed, 
revealed Womack. And figuring the 
ingredients at prevailing market 
prices, the total cost of the grain mix- 
ture and hay amounted to $1,126.38. 

When the animals were taken off 
the Suregrain oats, undesirable ones 
were culled. Twenty percent of the 
less desirable ones were sold for 
$16.68 per hundredweight. So, the 
amount of gain—16,550 pounds made 
during the 14-week grazing period— 
at $16.68 per hundredweight came to 
a total of $2,760.54. And when the 
total cost of dry feed was deducted 
from this amount, the net profit for 
grazing was $1,634.16. 

In addition to the grazing, the 35 
acres made a yield of 55 bushels per 
acre. “It seems to me,” said Womack, 
“that we can’t beat Suregrain oats for 
grazing or for grain during the next 
oat season.” 

Womack added that the Suregrain 
oats produced on his farm were grown 
to be sold this fall as “breeder reg- 
istered Suregrain seed oats,” and they 
will be sold through regular market 
channels.

Below, 
County Agent George McMillan (left) and Womack dis- 
cuss one of the tags that shows the lot of seed is register- 
ed. Womack plants a good portion of his 3000-acre farm 
in small grain crops each fall, and he says he definitely 
plans to put in some Suregrain oats this year. 
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OLE-TYPE farm buildings work as well in 

sandy soils as they do in clay. 

This statement was made by Extension 
Farm Buildings Specialist Bill Cox, who ex- 
plained that the pole walls of such buildings 
are held up by the strength of the ground in 
which the poles are set. Down at the level to 
which these poles are sunk, sand is always 
damp. And Cox pointed out that wet sand 
is plenty steady enough to hold the buildings. 

As a matter of fact, Cox said, pole build- 
ings are seen frequently in the Gulf Coast 
area and in the Wiregrass section of Alabama 
..+ where most of the soil is quite sandy.

Grow kudzu 
a few years on depleted cropland and follow it with 
corn and cotton. 
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Plant Cover Crops This Winter; 


HEN thieves steal your livestock, chick- 

ens, tools, etc., you call the law for pro- 
tection. Perhaps your insurance helps cover 
the losses. 

But what can you do to protect your farm 
against soil and plant food thieves—erosion 
and leaching? 

The answer is topsoil insurance every win- 
ter, and you can get it cheaply enough by 
using winter cover crops. The policy will also 
pay you extra dividends in improved soil con- 
ditions and increased crop yields. Protective 
cover on every acre this winter should be your 
goal. And you can reach this goal by using 
more than one type of winter cover. These 
are annual winter legumes, reseeding leg- 
umes, winter grazing mixtures, perennials, 
and other land cover. 

Winter legumes have many strong points. 
Alabama farmers who make highest cotton 
and corn yields have had them in their crop- 
ping systems for years. Besides, 60 years of 
research by the API Experiment Station have 
proved that winter legumes make soil more 
productive and that they’re necessary in a 
good farming program. 

Winter legumes do not interfere with the 
production of cotton, corn, grain sorghum, or 


other crops. They are turned in the spring 
when other farm work is usually slack. 

These crops slow down or prevent erosion 
and reduce leaching of plant nutrients from 
the soil. They are especially valuable in con- 
trolling erosion when heavy spring rains 
come. 

They add nitrogen to the soil. 

Legume cover crops can be grazed until 
late February or early March, then allowed 
to make big top growth in plenty of time to 
turn for corn or other crops. 

They can be planted with either mule- 
drawn or tractor equipment—in row-crop 
middles or after crops are harvested. 

They do not require cultivation. 

Now here’s a number of good winter leg- 
umes to choose from: 

Hairy and smooth vetch are varieties which 
are very much alike, are hardy, stand almost 
any low temperature, and can be planted fair- 
ly deep. Long-time winter legume growers 
in this state give hairy and smooth a number- 
one rating among the vetches. 

Another of the vetches is Willamette, 
which is an improved strain of common vetch. 
Willamette is more cold resistant than com- 
mon but less resistant than hairy. It is a good 
vetch for fairly fertile soils and is tops for 
grazing and hay. 

Then there’s common vetch, which is not 
cold resistant enough for North Alabama but 
may do very well in South Alabama. 

Wooly-pod vetch is an improved strain that 
resembles hairy vetch and is most promising. 
This strain is a good seed producer, and farm- 
ers should consider using it more. 

A big-flowered vetch, grandiflora, is also 
a good reseeder; but its irregular seed-ripen- 
ing habits limit its use. 

For many years Austrian peas were the 
principle winter legume in the southern half 
of Alabama and did well in North Alabama. 
Occasional] failures due to diseases have cut 
the acreage. This crop should not be grown 
on the same area more than once every three 
or four years. 

Crimson clover, popular everywhere, is a 
good winter legume and is valuable for graz- 
ing as well as for soil improvement. It is more 
difficult to inoculate properly and to estab- 
lish than vetches and Austrian peas. The re- 
seeding strain is used in succession with grain 
sorghum, Sudan grass, or millet. And it is 
re recommended for overseeding on Ber- 
muda. 

A good Black Belt legume is Caley peas. 
Caley peas are especially good in rotation

with Johnson grass. Although they are not 
used much for soil improvement, they do well 
for that purpose. 

Now, the big question is, “How do you 
grow winter legumes?” 

Well, first off, soil preparation is not neces- 
sary if you seed legumes in cotton, corn, or 
grain sorghum middles or after hay crops 
such as soybeans or cowpeas. If planting for 
seed harvest, smooth soil so harvesting ma- 
chinery can be used efficiently. Do the nec- 
essary soil preparation several weeks ahead 
of seeding time. This preparation is more 
necessary for small-seeded legumes (crimson 
clover, clean bur clover, etc.) than others. 


As for fertilization, first have a soil test 
made, then follow recommendations. Other- 
wise, spread one ton of lime per acre on sandy 
land or two tons on clay land—if you haven’t 
limed within the last five years. Then, ap- 
ply 40 pounds each of phosphorus and pot- 
ash. These elements can be supplied by ap- 
plying one of the following: 300 pounds of 
0-14-14, 200 pounds of 0-20-20, or 500 to 600 
pounds of basic slag and 70 to 90 pounds of 
muriate of potash. ‘ 

The best time to plant is early fall so plants 
can get a good start before cold weather. 
Seed in North Alabama from Aug. 15 to Sept. 
15; in Central Alabama, Sept. 1 to Oct. 15; 
and South Alabama, Sept. 15 to Oct. 15. 

Many farmers wait until row crops are har- 
vested to plant winter legumes. Stalks and 
weeds are cut and left on the ground to serve 
as a partial mulch and larger acreages are 
quickly seeded. This plan is all right if 
seeding is not delayed too late. 

A good plan is to seed part of the winter 
legumes at the earlier dates and the remain- 
der after harvest—unless seeding is thrown 
too close to cold weather. 

To get good, successful growth, you must 
inoculate seed—unless the same crop was 
grown on the land within the last three years. 
Actually, inoculation costs so little that it is’ 
valuable insurance every year. Be sure to 
use inoculant recommended for the specific 
crop and to follow directions on the package. 

Seed that are high in germination, free of 
noxious weeds and diseases, uniform in size, 
and low in inert matter should be used. Study 
analysis tag before buying any seed and buy 
only from a reputable dealer. If using home- 
grown seed, have them tested before plant- 
ing. 

It is wise to arrange for seed well in ad- 
vance of planting dates. The late seed buyer 
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often runs into shortages and delays. 

The amount of seed to use, or course, de- 
pends on the crop you are planting. Follow- 
ing are per-acre seeding rates for the various 
crops: 

Hairy and smooth vetch, 20 to 25 pounds; 
Willamette, 30 to 40 pounds; Austrain peas, 
30 to 40 pounds; crimson clover, 20 to 30 
pounds; Caley peas, 40 to 50 pounds; lupine, 
50 to 100 pounds; and bur clover (clean), 
15 to 20 pounds, (rough), 100 to 150 pounds. 

There are many suitable methods for plant- 
ing winter legumes. Here are two of the 
most commonly used ones. 


IN ROW-CROP MIDDLES. Use a three- 
row, two-row, or one-row drill to plant 
vetches or Austrian peas in cotton, corn, and 
grain sorghum middles. Inoculated seed may 
be mixed with basic slag and planted with a 
knocker-distributor or with drills. Put a nar- 
row scooter on the distributor and make a 
round to the middle. 


BROADCAST IN ROW CROPS. Vetch or 
Austrian pea seed may be broadcast and cov- 
ered ‘with a plow and sweep or a scratcher. 
Listing the middles to the row with a-turn- 
plow has long been a popular and practical 
method. 


Below is a good land cover that is the back- 
bone of a good year-round grazing system. 
White Dutch clover furnishes grazing, cover, 
and builds the soil. Below left is the state 
top ranking hay crop—alfalfa.

Check Livestock Closely 
Screwworms Invade North Alabama 


CREWWORMS are rapidly building up 
and spreading northward through the 
state. Latest estimates show this horde is at- 
tacking in the southern two-thirds of the state 
and leaving a telltale trail of damaged live- 
stock as far north as St. Clair County and 
west to Sumter County. 

API Extension Entomologist W. A. Ruffin 
has called on every farmer to make an all-out 
effort to control this pest and prevent the de- 
velopment of a ‘“‘desperate situation.” All ani- 
mals are attacked by screwworms. In Lee 
County, laboratory analyses have shown both 
hogs and sheep infested with the pest. 

API Extension Assistant Livestockman 
Robert Farquhar said that September is gen- 
erally the worst screwworm month. But the 
build-up during August has been so rapid that 
experts are wondering if August wasn’t the 
worst this year. Farquhar advised farmers 
to check cattle daily for screwworms and 
treat all open cuts and wounds with a prep- 
aration containing EQ-335. He added that 
screwworms have already caused quite a bit 
of damage. 

The worst spreaders of the pest are cattle 


in transit. Such animals may take the screw- 
worm into uninfested areas, or the screw- 
worm flies may leave trucks that are hauling 
cattle and lay eggs on animals along the 
route. Control] measures are extremely dif- 
ficult because the screwworm attacks wildlife 
as well as farm animals. 


This summer a pilot test is being run in 
Florida to see if screwworm eradication is 
practical. If the test is successful an all-out 
regional eradication program may be de- 
veloped for the Southeast—but not this year. 

Farquhar went on to say that horn flies 
have a damaging effect on cattle. Animals 
cannot put on necessary gains when pestered 
by these insects, and he recommended use of 
DDT, BHC, Lindane or other similar chemi- 
cals to control horn flies. 

Spray the animals with the insecticide or 
rig back-rubbers near lounging areas or in 
pastures, 

During the peak fly season, animals should 
be penned and sprayed once each month. If 
back-rubbers are used, the material used in 
making the rubber should be soaked in a 
fresh chemical solution about once a month. 


The scene below shows a Barbour. County cattleman who follows a regular spraying program during peak 


seasons of the horn fly. 


The farmer attaches his spray equipment to a tractor, runs the cattle into a catch 


pen, and soaks them with a solution ‘containing DDT._He does this as often as the chemical wears of f—usual- 
ly about once each month. 


ALL planting time is here. Good seedbed 

preparation is essential for good stands, 
so turn or disk land with a heavy harrow to 
break the topsoil and to dispose of stalks, 
litter, and other crop residue. Use a section 
harrow or drag after the disk to firm the soil 
and remove any clods and air pockets. A 
good smoothing job means better harvesting 


later.

CEE TEER and October are the best 

months of the year to build fishponds. 
The weather is comparatively dry, so that 
heavy machinery can operate efficiently. If 
a pond is constructed before cold weather, 
the water can be poisoned after the drain- 
pipe has been closed and fish ordered through 
the conservation department in early winter. 
A one-acre pond is the minimum size that 
should be constructed. However, a three to 
five-acre or larger pond will provide more 
fishing. The pond owner must keep in mind 
that he wants just enough water to keep the 
pond full and that he should have shoreline 
edges two feet deep or more in order to keep 
down weed growth.

Russell County Dairyman Goes Modern . . . Saves Labor

F. RANDALL has been in the dairy busi- 
ness for 31 years. 


Still, this Russell County dairyman doesn’t 
figure he knows everything about the busi- 
ness. And he is always ready to try new 
ideas—especially if he is convinced they will 
help his operation. 

“Mr. Randall was the first person in the 
county to put in a milking parlor about a 
year ago,” said Assistant County Agent J. A. 
McLean, “‘and he has pipelines carrying the 
milk to a new 1500-gallon capacity bulk tank. 

“Seven or eight years ago he also became 
one of the first dairymen in Alabama to try 
out pens for raising calves,” continued the 
agent. ‘He depends heavily on DHIA rec- 
ords and breeds his animals almost entirely 
by*the artificial breeding method. In fact, 
Mr. Randall has about as modern an opera- 
tion as any dairyman in this part of the state,” 
added McLean. 

The RandaJj! farm consists of 1100 acres 
on Seale Rt. 2. Of this, 650 acres of open land 
is in pasture, hay, and silage crops. At pres- 


ee 
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ent Randall is milking 137 cows, a mixed herd 
of Holsteins and Jerseys. 

According to Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation records on Randall’s herd, the av- 
erage production per cow last year was 9,078 
pounds of milk and 305 pounds of butterfat. 
And the top cow produced over 14,500 
pounds of milk, according to Randall. 

Of course, the three main reasons for the 
high production on the Randall dairy are 
feeding, breeding, and culling. “I raise my 
own replacements,” stated Randall, “and 
there are only five cows on the place that 
were not dropped here.” 

Randall uses DHIA records to cull the 
boarders in his herd, and he selects as re- 
placements calves from the best cows. The 
calves are kept in pens until they are 10 to 
12 weeks of age and are artificially bred at 
around two years. “During the seven or 
eight years I have been using pens I have 
lost only about eight calves,” declared Ran- 
dall. ‘ 

In addition to the 137 cows Randall is milk- 
ing now, he has 12 dry cows, 60 heifers from 
one year to two years old, 24 heifers less 
than a year old, and 14 heifer calves. 

There are 200 acres of permanent pasture 
on the farm, madé tip mostly of White Dutch 
clover and Dallis grass. The rest of the open 


land is used to grow silage, hay, and grain 
crops. Two silos, one trench and one upright, 
have a capacity of 800 tons. 

A holding barn is located near the milking 
parlor, and it is here that the cows are fed 
roughage. The parlor handles eight cows at 
atime. And last year each cow, during milk- 
ing periods, consumed an average of 3,074 
pounds of grain-supplement ration for the 
year, 

Randall is also well pleased with his milk- 
ing parlor. ‘‘Now, three men milk 137 cows 
in three hours,” he said, ‘‘which is less time 
than it took four men with the old system. 
Two men could probably do the job,” he add- 
ed, “but the cows need the attention.” 

Another reason Randall gave for using 
modern equipment, such as milking machines 
and milking parlors, was that it provides bet- 
ter working conditions for his men. He feels 
that contented workers are as important to 
a dairy as contented cows. 

“One man has been with me 10 years and 
another one 11 years,” explained Randall. 
“Each man gets from Saturday morning to 
Monday morning off every other week.” 

“Mr. Randall has to_have an efficient dairy 
operation to have time left for all his other 
activities,” joked Agent McLean.

Reduce Fusiform Losses in Pines 


AVE your pine trees got cancer? Those 

orange, cancerous looking knots or swells 
on pine tree limbs (some instances seen on 
the main tree stem) are actually southern 
fusiform rust. And they can be greatly re- 
duced by following four practices. 

According to Floyd Goggans, associate 
forester of the API Experiment Station, these 
practices are thinning early, thinning often, 
pruning infected branches, and planting a 
large stand of trees. 

The expert says southern fusiform is com- 
monly found in pine stands all over Alabama, 
but it is most prevalent in the Piedmont and 
Coastal Plain regions. The disease causes 
spindle-shaped swellings on pines and cay re- 
sult in loss of trees. 

Southern fusiform rust cannot spread from 
pine to pine but must-have another in-be- 
tween host—the oak tree. The infection 
cycle is from pine to oak and back to pine. 
The disease may be controlled by removing 
all oak hosts and cutting infected pines. How- 
ever, this is not practical. 

Early thinning permits utilization of the 
worst infected trees as soon as they reach 
usable size. All infected trees need not be 
cut in one thinning, since this may thin the 
stand too much and cause a reduction in total 


growth, Goggans explains. Trees that are 
not bad risks and that are needed to fully 
utilize growing space are left until the next 
thinning. 

In young, open stands, pruning branches 
with infections that are closer than 18 inches 
to the stem holds down infection. This pre- 
vents branch infections from growing into 
stem infections. Several prunings are needed 
for plantations or natural stands during the 
time they are two to seven years old. 

The associate forester says that it is im- 
portant to establish an adequate stand of 
trees. After infected trees are removed, there 
should be enough uninfected trees left to ful- 
ly occupy the land. For example, a planta- 
tion with 1000 trees per acre could have a 
more-than-average amount. of rust infection 
and show little loss of income. On the other 
hand, serious loss would result from an av- 
erage amount of infection in a plantation with 
only 200 trees per acre. 

Check your woodlot now for infected trees. 
This is a good time to remove the diseased 
ones and replant areas that are too thin with 
young seedlings. 

Young seedlings should be set out during 
the fall and winter months when the trees 
are dormant (sap is down).

FERTILIZER PLACEMENT. Applying 
phosphorus and potassium fertilizers close to 
seed at planting gives best results with small 
grain. For early fall grazing, it is especially 
important to place phosphorus near or in 
contact with seed, API Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station studies show. Small grain is 
top-dressed with nitrogen in late February. 
For fall grazing, part of the nitrogen is ap- 
plied at planting or as soon as there is a stand.

FALL SOIL TESTING. Sending soil 
samples to the Soil Testing Laboratory this 
fall is important for two reasons: (1) Recom- 
mendations will be obtained early so lime can 
be applied in time for maximum benefits for 
spring crops. (Research has shown that 
ground limestone requires six months or more 
to correct acidity.) (2) Correct grades of fer- 
tilizer can be obtained without the last min- 
ute rush before planting. (Grade of fertiliz- 
er can be more important than amount.)

WINTER LEGUMES FOR CORN. Turning 
winter legumes ahead of corn is a good prac- 
tice, but the acreage grown has decreased in 
recent years. Results of experiments at eight 
substations and fields during 1930-56 show 
that nitrogen is not needed for corn following 
a good crop of vetch or crimson clover. Av- 
erage yield of corn following winter legumes 
the past six years was 46.4 bushels. Yield 
was only 47.5 bushels when 32 pounds of ni- 
trogen was applied in addition to the legume.

CANNING SWEETPOTATOES. Canning 
is a good way to use under-market-size sweet- 
potatoes. Excellent results were obtained at 
Auburn when cured potatoes were canned by 
the sugar-blanch process. To prepare a dozen 
quarts, 18 pounds of peeled and trimmed po- 
tatoes are heated for 15 minutes in slowly 
boiling sirup made by adding 12 cups of 
sugar to 12 cups of water. The hot potatoes 
are packed immediately in jars or cans, 
covered with the sirup, sealed, and. process- 
ed for 75 minutes at 10 pounds steam pres- 
sure.

MINOR ELEMENT FERTILIZERS. “Prem- 
ium Grade” fertilizers containing small 
amounts of zinc, boron, copper, manganese, 
and iron do not contain enough minor ele- 
ments for crops having high minor element 
requirements. For such crops as alfalfa and 
pecans, a fertilizer with the needed amount 
of minor element is recommended by the API 
Agricultural Experiment Station. Alfalfa 
needs 20 to 25 pounds of borax per acre, and 
pecan trees require two to three pounds of 
zinc sulfate per tree.

PEANUT QUALITY IMPORTANT. Pea- 
nut quality is especially important to farmers. 
Damaged nuts may be discounted as much as 
17 percent in price when sold for edible pur- 
poses, research has shown. Badly damaged 
nuts must be sold for oil purposes at consider- 
ably lower returns to producers, Foreign ma- 
terial and kernel moisture also affect value. 
Low quality peanuts mean added costs be- 
tween producer and consumer and may re- 
duce consumption.

OUR ALABAMA SCHOOL 
STUDY COMMISSION 


We have in Alabama a School 
Study Commission, created by the 
Legislature 

This commission is authorized to 


make a thorough study of our 


whole school system, find out the 
needs, and make recommendations 
for meeting those needs. 

It is a very responsible assign- 
ment; a great deal of good could 
come from such a study of our 
schools, IF, we have the right men 
on the commission, and if they give 
sufficient time and effort to the 
undertaking. The study of our 
schools should be thorough and it 
should be done by men of good 
conscience. 

Every informed person knows 
our schools are not getting enough 
money. We do not have money to 
pay our teachers adequate sal- 
aries. The need for more and bet- 
ter school buildings is desperate. 

It is our boys and girls who at- 
tend these schools who are paying 
the price; they are the ones who 
are .suffering because the needs 
of our schools are not being met. 

Some men claim enough money 
is being appropriated; they claim 
it is not lack of money. They inti- 
mate that the money is not being 
properly expended. 

So long as a large element of 
our people accept this claim as 
being valid, jst so long, it seems, 
will our law makers find excuse 
for not providing adequate funds, 

If the school money is being 
wasted, the people certainly ought 
to know it. It will be the duty of 
the School Study Commission to 
find this waste and to make rec-

ommendations for proper distribu- 
tion of the money. 

If on the other hand, it be found 
that the money is being carefully 
and economically distributed, the 
people should be told that too. 

Then it will be the solemn re- 
sponsibility and the sacred duty 
of the commission to make recom- 
mendations to the Legislature for 
providing more money. 

One thing is certain. We must 
have more money for our schools. 
Either save that that is being im- 
properly spent, if any, or just find 
somewhere, additional sources of 
revenue. ; 

Our boys and girls deserve the 
best ini opportunity for education. 
It is clear that the best cannot 
be provided, until more money is 
available, 

Until we have more money we 
shall continue to have many of 
our brightest students now in 
school and college, who jought to 
become teachers, compromising 
with their consciences and going 
into other work that does pay 
adequate salaries. 

We shall continue to see, every 
year, many of our best teachers 
leaving the state, to go into other 
states whose law makers are men 
of vision. 

Until we have more money we 
shall have thousands of our boys 
and girls going to school in build- 
ings that are old, out of date, never 
fit to have been used for schools 
in the first place. 

It is a critical time. Our School 
Study Commission has a great re- 
sponsibility and a great oppor- 
| tunity. 


OUR DAY OF OPPORTUNITY 


COMES NEARER 


The assurance that the Alabama 
Power Company will be given the 
authority to carry out its plans 
for developing the Coosa river, 
brings still nearer our Day of Op- 
portunity. 

By that, we mean, the oppor- 
tunity to bring new industries into 
our county. 

Many of the industries coming 
into the South these days, require 
vast quantities of water for their 
operation. To such industries ideal 
locations will be found on the 
banks of the Coosa. Now that the 
water level is being fixed, indus- 
tries need hesitate no longer. 

The power plants which the Pow- 
er Company will build, along with

MIXED SCHOOLS IN OUR 
NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Following the decision of the 
Supreme court that separate 
schools for the races violate the 
Gonstitution,‘ orders were given 
for immediate integration of the 
schools in Washington City, to be 
an example for the rest of the 
country. ; 

Since the President, the 
President and all the members of 
the Cabinet and thousands of other 
high officials live in Washington, 
it would be expected that they 
would all join together to help 
make integration work, so the rest 
of the country might learn how 
to run their schools.) 

But it has not worked out that 
way. 

David Lawrence in his magazine, 
U .S. News and World report, tells 
how integration is being worked 
out, and how it is not being worked 
out, in Washington City. 

The figures given by Mr. Law- 
rence show that in Washington 70 
per cent of the students in schools 
are negroes. The figures are: 77,- 
000 negroes; 33,000 whites. In 
1930 the figures were: negroes 
27,00; whites, 51,000.

FO? once the Private Power In- 

dustry and the National Rural 
Electric Cooperative Association 
are agreed on a piece of legisla- 
tion passed by the Congress... 
in this instance the measure set- 
ting up procedure and a pattern 
for the Rural Electric Coopera- 
tives in the field of atomic energy 
for electric power. 

The measure in question was a 
bill providing that the Atomic 
Energy Commission contract with 
manufacturers directly for con- 
struction of power reactors, pay 
for them and keep title to the 
reactors in the Government. 

This would be done after the 
Cooperatives proposed a type and 
concept of a reactor of the capaci- 
ty’ of electrical power fitting its 
needs and the proposal was ac- 
cepted by the Commission. The 

- Cooperative then would apply for 

a regular REA loan from the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion at 2% to pay for the conven- 
tional part of the power plant. If 
approved by REA the Coop would 
construct this conventional part of 
the plant, the turbo-generator, 
boilers, etc., and after the nuclear 
reactor was hooked up, would con- 
tract with the AEC to operate the 
plant and pay the AEC for steam 
from the reactor at prices for con- 
ventional steam in that area, the 
AEC absorbing the difference be- 
tween the price of nuclear gen- 
erated: steam and steam -from eon? 
ventional fuels, coal, gas or oil. 

The procedure adopted by the 
Congress literally scrapped con- 
tracts which had been in negotia- 
tion for almost two years by the 

AEC and the Cooperatives by 
which the AEC still paid for and 
retained title to the reactors, but 
the Coops contracted for and built 
the reactors themselves, and then 


From the Catskill Mountain 
Star, Saugerties, New York: ‘‘To- 
day’s farming is more highly capi- 
talized, per man job, than is the 
rest of our economy.”

Mr. Benson also said: ‘‘Had it 
been possible to transport, by 
magic, a farmer from Biblical 
times to an American farm of 
100 years ago, he would have rec- 
ognized almost every implement 
then in use—the flail, hoe and 
rake, for example. Today he 
would recognize hardly any—trac- 


tor, hay baler, milking machine 
or combine."

been a far more potent force in 
this country than elsewhere. Mr.

operated them under Commission 
contract. Since government money 
was involved throughout, Congress 
thought this procedure was deal- 
ing from under the table, that 
there was a good chance the Coops 
would go broke, since there is no 
indication at this time the reactors 
will be economically competitive 
with fossil fueled power, particu- 
larly since these are all small 
reactors of low kw capacity. 

Under the present set-up the 
Coops run no danger of losing 
money of their stockholders, the 
Coops get into the nuclear power 
business and learn it from ground 
up and from the operating stand- 
point, and the Commission proves 
out the concept and the economics 
of the various types of reactors. 

The concensus in the private 
power industry is that they also 
want to see these various concepts 
tried out even though they are of 
small power capacity ranging 
from 10,000 to 40,000 kw, but the 
pattern also keeps the Coops out 
of the power generating business 
and in the basic business of buy- 
ing power and transmitting or dis- 
tributing it over their own lines. 

As a mater of fact the deal 
worked out in this bill by the Con- 
gress is identical with that already 
given to private power industries 
in several instances, notably at 
Shippingsport, Pa., where the 
Commission is building and. re- 
tains title to the reactor and sells 
steam to the Duquesne Electric 
Light Company at Pittsburgh; at 
Santa Susana, California, where 
the Commission built and owns the 
reactor and sells steam to the 
Southern Pacific Power Company, 
and at West Milton, N. Y., where 
the Commission sold steam from a 
Federally owned prototype reactor 
to the Niagara Power Company. 
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Benson points out that the Rus- 
sian farm delegation which visited 
this country a year ago was much 
impressed te find a father and his 
12-year-old son operating a 320- 
acre Iowa farm without hired help. 
One of the Russians said it would 
have taken 100 men to operate a 
farm of that type in his country. 

Our farmers have their prob- 
lems—but they have made amaz- 
ing progress, thanks in large part 
to mechanization.

From Mrs. Fred H. 
freesboro, Tenn.:' A few weeks 
past an uncle died at the age of 
94. His passing was the last link 
to the Old Timers or pioneers in 
our community who were in di- 
rect contact with the early wave 
of migration from North Carolina 
that came here in the early Eight- 
eenth Century. 

He could sit for hours and re- 
late the experiences of his par- 
ents crossing the mountains in an 
ox cart which held all their house 
furnishings, pots and pans and a 
fe‘v homemade quilts. They drove 
their cows and hogs ahead of them 
and the tinkling of the cowbells 
was all that broke the intense stjll- 
ness of the forest, except for the 
broad axe that was used to clear 
away the forest for a road. 

When they arrivéd here, the 
few pioneers who had already set- 
tled down stopped to help build 
the cabin—two rooms, one on top 
of the other; no floor (just dirt); 
no windows, only a door hung on 
leather hinges, with a large board 
placed across the door to bar it at 
night. , 

Above the door was a place for 
the rifle, one of the most impor- 
tant items to a pioneer. He con- 
sidered himself naked if he didn't 
have a Barlow knife, rifle and a 
broad axe of mattock. These were 
necessary for survival in lonesome 
regions where houses were miles 
apart.

Scripture for the last Sunday 
schoo] lesson discussion told of 
the message Paul received at Eph- 
esus concerning division in the 
church he had established at Cor- 
inth and his plea for the restora- 
tion of unity. 

Scripture for the present Sun- 
day school lesson tells of a more 
grevious sin among some of the 
Corinthian church members and 
ot Paul's reaction to the informa- 
tion he had received about such 
a deplorable condition, 

This condition was that some 
of the members of the church at 
Corinth were guilty of gross im- 
morality. One of them had taken 
to himself his father’s wife, evi- 
dently his step-mother. 

Although the pagan religions of 
‘hat day condoned immorality and 
even sexual excesses were pre- 
valent in some of their religious 
rites, Paul writes to the Corinthi- 
ans that he has been reliably in- 
formed some of the church mem- 
bers were guilty of immoral con- 
duct that would be condemned by 
even pagans and by civilized peo- 
ple generally. 

Immora! conduct should not be 
tolerated in a Christian church, 
writes Paul, and in dealing with 
those guilty-of such sins Paul uses 
such vehement expressions as: 
‘Let him who has done this be 
removed from among you, I write 
you not to associate with immoral 
men, not even to eat with such a 
one. Drive out the wicked person 
from among you. 

Paul had good reason for his 
vigorous and reproving language. 
Paul knew then as we know now 
that, because of rampant sexual 
immorality, bodies are diseased, 
homes are broken, tears flow in 
torrents, distress and poverty re- 
sult and even murders are com- 
mitted. The terrible extent of im- 
morality’s ravages shocked our

Another Flop At 
Integration

There has been so much agsur- 
ance from the integration leaders 
that Negro students want to be 
placed into white schools, that ap- 
parently the Negroes who do. not 
want integration fear to speak out. 

However, six Negro students 
who were enrolled this year at 
North Bethesda Junior High 
School in Maryland, just outside 
Washington, had the fortitude to 
walk out and say they preferred 
to return to a nearby all-Negro 
school from where they came- 

A Negro boy said that the bus 
service to the school was incon- 
venient and he didn’t want to at- 
tend there anymore. i 

A 14-year old Negro girl, who 
was the only Negro in the school 
last year decided to go back with 
her race because the _ students 
heckled her on the bus to and 
from school. She said she could 
not make friends at the school. 

Of course the principal of the 
Negro school was upset that any- 
one of his race would prefer to go 
to school with their own people ard 
said: “They weren’t the kind who 
would stick it out.” 

It would be interesting to know 
how many Negro students would 
say they preferred to integrate into 
white schools without prodding 
from the NAACP. It séems logical 
that with some exceptions, who} nation when our young men were 
relish the limelight, they would| examined for service in World War 
prefer to be with their own peo-|I.

e Dutch Clover and Dallis Grass 
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Coastal Bermuda and Crimson Clover 
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Clover-Grass Pasture . . . Mainstay in Good Feed Program 


O. N. ANDREWS 


LABAMA cattlemen and dairymen need 
more and better clover-grass pastures. 

If you do not have one and one-half to two 
acres for each mature cow on your farm, start 
now and work toward that goal. A good 
clover-grass pasture is the mainstay in any 


good grazing and feed production program. - 


A good permanent pasture contains a mix- 
ture of perennial or reseeding legumes and 
perennial grasses. 

What mixtures of legumes and grasses 
should I grow on my farm? The answer will 
differ from farm to farm and even in _dif- 
ferent fields on the same farm. Here is some 
information that may help you answer the 
question. 

Let’s start first with the old stand-by mix- 
ture of white clover and dallis grass. This 
mixture is adapted to the moist, well-drained 
soil along streams in the state, the lime soils 
of the Black Belt, and the more productive 
upland soils in the northern part of the state. 
In the northern half of Alabama orchard 
grass should be added to the mixture. Seed 
dallis grass in late February to April and 
the white clover and orchard grass in Sep- 
tember and early October. From the stand- 
point of quality and daily gains, orchard and 
dallis excel other perennial grasses. 

Reseeding crimson clover and Coastal Ber- 
muda grass are recommended on the less pro- 
ductive upland soils in the northern part of 
the state and the upland soils of the southern 
part of the state. This mixture will furnish 
grazing from about the middle of February to 
October 1. The grazing period will vary from 
year to year depending on the seasons and 
rainfall. Under normal moisture conditions 
with proper fertilization this combination on 
upland soils will furnish more grazing than 
any other mixture. Like other perennial grass- 
es the quality of grazing will go down in late 
summer as the plants reach maturity. 

Coastal Bermuda can be planted after the 
danger of severe freeze is past, generally 
from late February to early March or any- 


time during the summer when plenty of mois- 
ture is available. Seed crimson clover in late 
fall or about the time of the first killing frost. 
Mow or heavily graze Coastal before over- 
planting with crimson. Manage grazing so 
crimson will make a seed crop. Mow or close- 
fy graze the grass each fall so legume seed 
can germinate and grow. 

On poorly drained, moist bottomland or 
so-called carpet grass bottoms in the southern 
half of the state, Bahia grass and white clov- 
er are probably best. -On moist soils not high- 
ly fertilized, Bahia will make more forage 
than Coastal or dallis. It will also compete 
better with carpet grass. Difficulty may be 
experienced in keeping clover with Bahia due 
to the dense sod that is formed after two or 
three years. The quality of grazing is about 
the same as Coastal Bermuda. 

On soils too wet for dallis grass your best 
choice is fescue and white clover. This mix- 
ture will furnish some cool season grazing. 
The fescue will form a dense sod that will 
reduce bogging. It will also reduce danger 
of bloat from white clover. 

The right combination of legumes and 
grasses planted on soils that will successfully 
grow these plants is the first step in a profit- 
able pasture program. Regardless of the 
plants you use, sound cultural and manage- 
ment practices are essential in a good pasture 
program. 

Good stands are necessary regardless of 
the crop. Research and experience show that 
white clover, orchard grass, dallis grass, crim- 
son clover, and other small seed must be 
planted on a well prepared, firm seedbed if 
good stands are expected. Likewise, land 
should be broken, disked, and properly firm- 
ed to establish a good stand of Coastal Ber- 
muda. 

Use only high quality seed. Pure seed that 
have a high percentage of live seed, or seed 
that will germinate, should be used. Plant at 
the right time and use good seeding methods. 
Band or drill the seed if equipment is avail- 


able. Otherwise harrow the soil lightly, 
broadcast seed, and firm with a cultipacker. 

Many failures in establishing pastures have 
been due to poor seed and the use of improp- 
er planting methods. 

Lime and fertilize according to soil test. 
Over three-fourths of the soils tested in Ala- 
bama show additional lime is needed to suc- 
cessfully grow clover-grass pastures. 

Phosphate and potash should be applied 
each fall. These minerals stimulate . the 
growth of legumes which in turn provide 
more grazing and furnish nitrogen to stimu- 
late the growth of the grasses. If you do 
not have a soil test made, use the general 
recommendation for maintaining a _ clover- 
grass pasture, which is 400 to 500 pounds per 
acre of 0-16-8 or equal phosphate and pot- 
ash from other sources. In establishing a 
white clover-orchard and dallis grass pas- 
ture, double this amount. 

A good weed control program is a must in 
a successful pasture program. On many pas- 
tures in the state weeds must be controlled 
before other practices will pay off. Control 
weeds by systematic spraying with 2,4-D or 
by mowing. 

Do not overgraze pastures; newly estab- 
lished pastures should not be grazed until 
plants are four or five inches high and well 
established. Provide temporary pastures or 
supplemental feed to prevent overgrazing in 
periods of dry weather or stress, Cross-fence 
and rotate cattle from one pasture to the 
other, if at all possible. 

Despite the best plans and practices there 
are periods during the summer when, on most 
farms, clover-grass pastures just don’t pro- 
duce enough feed for the livestock on the 
farm. At best, you can expect this area to 
furnish grazing only eight or nine months in 
the year. So in addition to a clover-grass pas- 
ture, a good grazing and feed production 
program should include temporary summer 
grazing, supplementary winter grazing, hay, 
silage and grain.

PIG PRODUCTION IN RUSSIA 


G. B. PHILLIPS 


HAT’S pig production like behind the 


Iron Curtain? Well, it would take a 
long time and several columns to tell the full 
story. But briefly, here’s what I saw. 

In Russia women were walking the road- 
sides, stopping now and then to pull hand- 
fuls of grass. This they stuffed into large 
sacks strapped to the shoulder. After a while, 
when the bags were filled, the women would 
return home and curefully divide the grass 
among their pigs. 

Even on the big collective farms, you find 
things pretty antiquated compared to Ameri- 
can methods. Some of the machinery is of 
the type used in the U.S. a generation ago. 
Many of the newer models comparable to our 
present equipment are idle, usually because 
the farmers don’t know how to fix and op- 
erate them. 

Further evidence of inefficient production 
was seen in the quality of hogs they have in 
Russia. Although Russian agricultural re- 
searchers told us that they are breeding for 
a meat-type hog (less fat, more lean), their 
animals are the fattest and sorriest I’ve ever 
seen. 

And, amazing as it may seem, many of the 
hogs have rhinitis—a breakdown in the bony 
structure of the nose that makes growth slow 
and expensive—and the Russian scientists 
don’t even know they have it! WhenI asked 
our guide, who was trained in an agricultural 
school and seemed intelligent, about the con- 
dition, he said the animals weren’t diseased 
but just had temporary colds. 

I knew, as would most Alabama farmers, 
that the hogs had rhinitis, more commonly 
known as crooked-nose. 

One collective farm we visited was com- 
pletely enclosed with barbed wire. Even our 
Communist guide had to show his pass be- 
fore entering. 

About 10,000 hogs were being fed out on 
this farm. They are kept in sheds at all times. 
We saw men and women shoveling the ma- 
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nure into carts, pushing the carts 40 yards 
to trucks that would spread the manure over 
the fields. I never did figure out why the 
trucks weren’t driven nearer the sheds. This 
is just another case—and we’ve seen many— 
of inefficient use of labor. But Russia seems 
to be long on labor. 

I'll bet the Alabama housewife wouldn’t 
think much of how Russians handle pork. No 
refrigeration is used; pork is sold and eaten 
within. four days after slaughter. No fat is 
taken from the carcass to be rendered into 
lard, That means Russians eat lots of greasy 
meat. 

But_it_is interesting to. see that in Russia 
most hogs are skinned, something seldom 
done in the U.S. That’s because cattle, the 
better source of hides, are scarce. Hog hides 
are used for shoes, bags, and numerous other 
items. 

We found conditions in Czechoslovakia and 
Poland very much l|ike those in Russia.

Use reflectors on all 
lights. To get uniform light from day to day, 
it’s a good plan to use automatic switches to 
turn lights on in the morning and give 14 full 
hours of light per day, including daylight.

ENTILATION in broiler houses should be 
watched closely. Temperatures vary 
greatly from day to night during this season 
of the year. Chilling or overheating is high- 
ly undesirable in young birds.

If screw- 
worms are known to be in your county, in- 
spect every animal three times a week to see 
that the worms do not cause damage.

HE fall forest fire season will soon be upon 

us. Even though more and more people 

are becoming conscious of fire damage, we 

still have fires caused by carelessness or in- 

cendiarism. Nine out of 10 fires can be pre- 
vented. 

Alabama has a forest fire law. It calls 
for penalties of up to $1000 or 12 months 
in jail, or both, for causing fires through neg- 
ligence or carelessness or not informing the 
county ranger or patrolman of intent to burn. 
Any landowner or renter who burns without 
making this report may be subject to one or 
both penalties.

This Month In Rural Alabama

“Ross Turner knows how to grow hogs.” 

This statement was made the other day by 
Assistant County Agent Paul Moore, who was 
recently transferred to Butler County to work 
with the many hog producers here. And his 
opinion is backed up by other agricultural 
leaders and farmers in Butler and surround- 
ing counties. 

In fact, several] Conecuh County folks know 
that Turner sold 30 head of hogs at Evergreen 
just recently for $21.80 per hundredweight. 
Turner recalls this trip to Evergreen, too, with 
a satisfied glint in his eyes. And he should, 
for he brought home a check for more than 
$1200, since the hogs averaged around 200 
pounds each at an age of about five and one- 
half months. 

“T don’t keep market hogs on my place af- 
ter they get to be six months old,” declared 
Turner. “If they haven’t reached 200 pounds 
by that time, I just go ahead and get rid of 
them.” 

This case was no exception for Turner, 
either. When the 30 head were sold he had 
30 more head approaching the 200 to 225- 
pound weight class at an age of a little over 
five months. Turner saves an average of be- 
tween nine and 10 pigs per litter and over 
the years has always got good prices for his 
hogs because of the quality. 

What is the secret to this veteran farmer’s 
success? 

It’s no secret, really, explained Moore. Mr. 
Turner just does a good job of feeding, breed- 
ing, and managing his herd of 12 Duroc sows. 
And he confines the operation of his 254- 
acre Brushy Creek community farm to grow- 
ing hogs and feed. 

Some of the things responsible for Turner’s 
success were quite evident on his farm the 
other day. On both sides of the dirt road 
running through the place stood fields of tall 
corn. The farmer planted 75 acres of corn 
this spring and expects to average around 75 
bushels to the acre. In fact Turner has one 
1l-acre field that he hopes will average 100 
bushels per acre. 

“T produced only 50 bushels of corn to the 
acre last year,” explained Turner. However, 
this year he used more fertilizer, which— 
along with favorable weather conditions—ac- 
counts for the increased yields. On an 11- 
acre field-he- turned under Austrian winter 
peas and fertilized with 500 pounds of 4-12- 
12 per acre at planting time and side-dressed 
with 300 pounds of ammonium nitrate. The 
other corn received 250 pounds of 4-12-12 
and 150 pounds of ammonium nitrate. 

Sitting right next to one of the cornfields 
was a community farrowing house. Built from 
oak trimmings from crossties at a cost of only 
$100, it was not a handsome structure—but 
it gets the job done. “I didn’t lose a pig last 
year from the litters farrowed in the house,” 
declared Turner. 


Turner also explained that pigs on his 
place never get hungry. The small pigs are 
creep-fed on pig starter until they are wean- 
ed at about eight weeks of age. After wean- 
ing he continues to feed all the corn and sup- 
plement the pigs will eat in addition to the 
grazing they get. The pigs are wormed af- 
ter they are weaned, Turner pointed out. 

And speaking of grazing, Turner fallowed 
10 acres unti] September when he planted 
oats and rye for winter grazing. His pas- 
tures: have plenty of shade and fresh cool 
water for the pigs. A commercial mineral 
mixture is available for the hogs at all times, 
too. 

Moore pointed out that Turner does not 
hog off his corn. He believes that it pays 
to gather the corn and feed it to the animals 
with the supplement, which—along with pig 
starter—is the only feed Turner buys. 

“Other farmers are also doing an excellent 
job of raising hogs in Butler County,” empha- 
sized Moore. He explained that the Green- 
ville Chamber of Commerce is interested in 
the production of more quality pork in the 
county and is taking steps to help the farm- 
ers. 

J. Rob Williams, chairman of the Cham- 
ber agricultural ccmmittee, William Fox, 
Chamber president, Joe Henderson, and C. 
P. Granade, county agent and Chamber mem- 
ber, have sparked this project to take up the 
slack left by reduced peanut and cotton acre- 
age. 

The first step in the project was to pur- 
chase 10 purébréd boars and piace them with 
farmers over the county to use in increasing 
numbers and quality of hogs. The first boars 
included two Durocs, two Berkshires, two 
Hampshires, and four Landraces. Present 
plans call for 10 more boars to be bought by 
the Chamber each year. 

Williams stated that Butler County folks 
have shown more enthusiasm about this proj- 
ect than anything done by the Chamber in 
many years. “This project can mean a lot 
to the county in years to come,” he declared.

He figures if they aren’t 
ready to go by that time, they are costing him money 
to keep. The farmer usually sends his hogs on their 
way at five and a half months weighing between 200 
and 225 pounds. 
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Let Turkeys Harvest Sorghum 


URKEYS can harvest grain sorghum very 

efficiently this month. Too, grain feed- 

ing of turkeys approaching maturity should 
be increased. 

Of course, this all adds up to marketing 
of early-matured turkeys this month, and in 
doing so, packing and freezing become a ne- 
cessity. But it is better to prepare yourself 
now, because birds under good management 
mature at 24 to 28 weeks and should be put 
on the market when they reach prime condi- 
tion. Otherwise, weight gains beyond “this 
point are slow and usually expensive. 


Feed Out Those Calves 


O you clean out your calf crop each year 
by marketing young, unfinished calves 
in October? 

That seems to be the simplest and easiest 
way for many producers to thin out the calf 
crop, but it’s the most expensive method, said 
R. C. Farquhar, assistant API Extension live- 
stockman. Fact is, too many calves go to 
market in October, he declared. 

The wise cattleman, however, will take ad- 
vantage of this situation and buy light calves, 
carry them through the winter, and finish 
them next spring and summer. Three ways 
to manage steers bought in October are: 

1. Graze animals on fall and winter pas- 
ture and sell them in the spring. 

2. Graze animals on fall, winter, and 
summer pasture and finish them on corn— 
15 to 18 bushels per animal. 

3. Graze animals on fall, winter, and sum- 
mer pasture and finish on 10 to 12 bushels 
of corn per animal. (Animals in this group, 
of course, should have been high-quality, thin 
calves or short yearlings when bought.)

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TO KEEP DOWN DISEASE—A small outbreak of 
typhoid in poultry houses in Blount County recently 
emphasized the importance of proper disposal of dead 
birds. County Extension workers and Dr. Ethel Mc- 
Neil, associate poultry pathologist at Auburn, met with 
farmers in some of the hardest hit communities to 
arrive at the proper method of disposing of the dead 
chickens to prevent any possible spread of typhoid 
and other diseases. As a result poultrymen over the 
county are digging pits for the birds instead of throw- 
ing them in the creek, on the roadside, and elsewhere. 
In fact, in the Horton community, where almost every 
farmer has some poultry, there has been a disposal 
pit dug on every farm where poultry is grown. As- 
sistant County Agent L. C. McCall is shown here in- 
specting a typical pit on the farm of J. D. Nolen, 
Horton Rt. 1. With him is Horton’s son. McCall 
said the pit is four feet wide, six feet long, and 
six feet deep. It is covered with boards and a thick 
layer of dirt. The large pipe in the center is for 
dumping dead birds into the pit.,

Protect Farmers in Markel Rush 


ORE and more farmers over the state are 
storing grain. 

Good storage and drying facilities allow 
farmers to gather crops sooner and enable 
them to hold on to grain crops when the 
market price is low, according to J. T. Gail- 
lard, API farm mechanization specialist. In 
other words, with proper storage farmers of 
today are not at the mercy of the rush mar- 
ket. 

C. M. Garrett of Centre is convinced that 
storage pays him. In fact, he is so sold on 
the idea that he is building two 2250-bushel 
capacity bins for storing corn and soybeans. 

The Cherokee County farmer stated that 
the two forced air bins cost about $2500— 
including fan, motor, and perforated floor. 
He plans to add a dryer before next crop sea- 
son if he isn’t completely satisfied with only 
the forced air system. 

“Even though the price of the storage bins 
seems quite high, I believe that I can pay for 
them in a couple of years with the extra profit 
saved from selling corn and soybeans when 
the market is at the highest point,” said Gar- 
rett. “And with proper storage, I won’t be 


‘bothered with loss to rats, weevils, and the 


like,” he explained. 
Filling the storage bins isn’t going to be a 
problem for Garrett either. Not with 200 


acres of corn that will produce about 50 
bushels per acre and 55 acres of soybeans. 
“In fact,” stated the Cherokee farmer, “TI

could use two more bins since I have around 
200 acres of wheat maturing each spring in 
addition to my regular crops. “At present I 
sell my wheat as soon as it is harvested, but 
before many years I want to be able to store 
all my farm products so I can sell when the 
market goes up.” 

Another ‘‘first’’ on Garrett’s farm besides 
new storage bins is a crop of registered soy- 
beans. The beans were planted May 15 fol- 
lowing a wheat crop. Fertilizer consisted of 
300 pounds of 6-8-8 per acre and 250 pounds 
of nitrate of soda as a side-dressing. 

County Agent J. J. Young, who works 
closely with Garrett, stated that the beans 
look good now but were badly in need of a 
rain up until recently. These soybeans will 
be sold to local seed dealers for distribution 
to farmers planting the crop next year. 

An interesting fact to be found on Garrett’s 
place is that over half-of-his farmland is 
earrying a crop the year around. After wheat 
has been harvested in the spring, the land 
that is not planted to soybeans is sown to 
lespedeza for summer cover and hay. When 
the bean and hay crops have been removed 
in the fall, the land is again planted to wheat. 
By following this system of cropping, soil loss 
from erosion has been cut to a minimum. 

As a side line to grain crops Garrett is 
growing some cotton. To be exact, he has 
52 acres that he estimates will produce a 
bale per acre. 
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Rid Hens of Lice, Mites, Ticks, and Gleas

T’S a MITE-ty, LOUSE-y, TICK-lish, FLEA 
problem the poultryman is faced with at 
this season of the year, not to mention other 
problems such as fewer eggs due to shorter 
laying days. 

But why worry when you can lick every 
one of these problems simply by following a 
few recommended practices. First, each pro- 
ducer should carefully check his flock for 
presence of these external parasites—lice, 
mites, fleas, or ticks. Then, to knock out in- 
festations, follow these control methods. 

Where lice are present, four chemicals are 
recommended. Use 40 percent nicotine sul- 
fate at a rate of eight ounces per 100 linear 
feet of space. Apply to perches just before 
roosting time. Repeat treatment in seven to 
10 days. 

If you prefer lindane, use a 214 percent 
strength solution applied as a single spray 
treatment to all roosting areas. The material 
may be sprayed directly on the birds with 
no harmful effects. 

One percent malathion spray is also rec- 
ommended, Apply as a single spray treat- 
ment to all roosting areas. This spray may 
also be put directly on the birds without 
harmful effects. 
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Then there’s the malathion dust treatment. 
Use a five percent malathion dust applied in 
the litter, nests, roosting area, etc. Use one 
pound per 40 square feet of floor space. 

To kill red mites, clean the house and 
paint roosts with carbolineum. Four percent 
DDT spray applied as single treatment of 
roosts, walls, outside of nests, etc., is also ef- 
fective. One percent malathion spray applied 
as single treatment to roosts, walls, outside 
of nests, etc., is another good treatment. 

However, if your inspection reveals the 
northern fowl] mite and tropical fowl mite, 
treatment will be somewhat different. In this 
case use four percent nicotine sulfate spray 
(one part of 40 percent nicotine to nine parts 
of water) and spray two applications on 
roosts and roosting area at three to five day 
intervals. Use the material as close to roost- 
ing time as possible. 

Or you may use one percent malathion 
spray. This, too, should be applied to the 
roosts and roosting area at three to five day 
intervals. 

The sticktight flea is a mean pest to have 
around the chicken house, but you can control 
him with four percent malathion dust in the 
litter and nests. Use one pound of the chem- 
ical per 20 square feet of floor space. 


Two applications of 214 percent lindane 
spray applied two weeks apart to walls, 
roosting area, etc., will control ticks. 

Now, as we move into the shorter days 
of fall and winter, we are faced with another 
problem—fewer daylight hours for our lay- 
ing hens. And knowing that layers need plen- 
ty of light for best production, we must ar- 
range for artificial light to replace daylight 
hours lost due to the shorter days. This can 
be done simply by installing morning or all- 
night lights. Morning lights, however, are 
more desirable for pullets. If morning lights 
are used, provide a 140-watt bulb for each 
50 hens. Space lights 10 feet apart and six 
feet from floor. Use of reflectors gives more 
uniform lighting. Provide at least a 14-hour 
light day for the layers. This may mean turn- 
ing the lights on at four o’clock in the morn- 
ing and off again at daylight. It’s a good 
plan to use automatic switches to turn lights 
on in-the morning while_you are snug in bed. 

With these things in mind, it’s easy to see 
that the important thing right now is a thor- 
ough check of the layers and the henhouse 
to rid chicks of pests and to give them a long- 
er light period for laying at maximum pro- 
duction. 


| PROTEIN FOR CAGE LAYERS | 


good feed program is a must in egg pro- 
duction. Research recently completed 

at Auburn points out that a 16 percent pro- 
tein ration is adequate for the need of layers 
under most all conditions. Many poultrymen 
who manage cage layer operations believe 
that cage layers require a higher protein level 
than floor birds, This belief has led to the 
preparation of special cage layer ration with 
higher protein content. In order to test this 
point, three levels of protein—14, 16, and 18 
percent—were tested at Auburn on compar- 
able birds on the floor and in cages. Tests 
did not indicate that caged birds required any 
higher protein level than birds on the floor. 
High energy rations are more efficient than 
high fiber rations. If you are using the free- 
choice system of feeding, supplemental grain 
feeding, or mixing your own ration, you 
should not use oats for more than 25 percent 
of the ration. Higher oat feeding will result 
in greater fiber consumption, more feed used,

& October is an important month in the 
farmer’s catalog of scheduled jobs. And some 
of the most urgent of these fall chores have 
been outlined below by field experts. 
Harvest time for most crops is almost over, 
and the immediate job facing the farmer is 
storage of farm machinery. All farm imple- 
ments should be brought in, cleaned, repair- 
ed, and painted. If implements are not paint- 
ed, they should be cleaned thoroughly and 
moving parts greased. Smear a heavy coat of 
grease or a rust preventive on land-polished 
surfaces of plows and other implements. Af- 
ter cleaning and servicing these pieces of 
equipment, store them in a shed or barn. 


& Corn harvesting and storage will most 
likely be high on the farmer’s list of pressing 
events this month. And the corn crop this 
fall can be handled in several ways: (1) sold 
at harvest time, (2) stored—in the shuck or 
shelled—and put under government loan, (3) 
stored on the farm for immediate use, or (4) 
stored on the farm for future use. 

If corn is sold from the field at harvest, 
chances are little will be realized for the crop 
compared to the value it would bring later. 
Many farmers will sell from the field, how- 
ever, because they do not have storage space. 

A farmer who wants to store his corn on 
the farm under government loan will want to 
consider storage facilities available. If stor- 
age space is inadequate, additional facilities 
must be provided. Satisfactory cribs can be 
constructed, but generally, metal bins are bet- 
ter. Storage space already available on the 
farm can be improved to meet ASC specifi- 
cations if it is made ratproof and tight enough 
to be fumigated. 

Corn stored for more than a few months 
should go into storage with a moisture con- 
tent of 12 percent-or less. If corn is to be 
stored for over one year, moisture content 
should be Tess than T1 percent. 

Where corn is to be stored on the farm for 
home use and not under government loan, 
use the same type structure as specified by 
the ASC. These are, in order of importance, 
metal bins, well built wood-frame cribs, and 
remodeled existing structures. Metal bins can 
be obtained commercially, and plans for 
frame cribs are available from county agents. 

The final maximum use of the corn crop 
depends on good storage. So plan now to 
store the crop properly in order to receive 
the most value from it later. 


& The most important insect problem farm- 
ers will be concerned with this season is pests 
that attack stored corn. And the most com- 
mon of these is the rice weevil. He is the 
one that causes the most damage. There are 
other species of beetles and two or more kinds 
of moths which attack stored corn, but the 
control method for all these insects is the 
same. 

For best control of the rice weevil, use the 
following recommended practices. 

1. Harvest corn as soon as possible after 
it dries enough to store, 

2. Clean crib or other storage space 
thoroughly, remove all grain and shucks, and 
sweep walls and floors to remove dust. 

3. Spray floors, walls, and ceiling inside 
the crib with DDT. Two pounds of 50 per- 
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cent wettable DDT in five gallons of water 
gives the proper concentration. 

4. Seal floors and walls of old cribs by 
covering them with 14-pound felt paper. 

5. Fumigate corn that is grown in the 
southern half of the state within two or three 
weeks after it is harvested. Usually corn in 
the northern half of the state will not be dam- 
aged seriously before next spring. 

6. Mixtures of insecticides such as three 
parts ethylene dichloride and one part car- 
bon tetrachloride are available as grain fum- 
igants. Use such material at the rate of four 
to six gallons per 1000 cubic feet of space. 
Pour liquid evenly over the top of the pile 
of grain, leave the building at once, and seal 
cracks, doors, and windows. The crib should 
be kept closed 48 to 72 hours for corn fumi- 
gants to be effective. Outside temperature 
should be 70 degrees or above. 


> Sweetpotatoes have to be dug, too. And 
storage of this crop should definitely be the 
intentions of the grower, since prices usually 
reach their low point during October, when 
harvesting is heavy. Farmers will realize 
more from their crops by storing all the mar- 
ketable potatoes to avoid selling when the 
market is lowest. 

Following are a few simple rules that will 
help insure successful storage of sweetpota- 
toes. 

1. Dig when ground is dry and the 
weather is still fairly warm. 

2. Handle potatoes carefully to avoid cuts 
and bruises. 

3. Store only sound potatoes that are free 
from disease, cuts, and other serious blem- 
ishes. 

4. Cure for 10 to 14 days at 80 to 85 de- 
grees F. Goldrush may require a little long- 
er curing period than Porto Ricans. 

5. Maintain temperature at 55 to 60 de- 
grees throughout the -rest- -of the «storage 
period. 

6. Provide ventilation if moisture begins 
to collect on walls or ceilings. 

7.. Store culls and strings separately from 
ee eeeie potatoes. Use these for stock 

eed. 


® October is one of the best months of the 
year to build fishponds. The weather is com- 
paratively dry; therefore, heavy machinery 
can operate efficiently. Where the pond is 
constructed before cold weather sets in, the 
drain pipe can be closed and the water poi- 
soned to rid pond of undesirable fish. 

Then, fish may be ordered through the con- 

servation department in early winter. A one- 
acre pond is the minimum size that should be 
constructed. However, a three to five-acre 
pond is more desirable where unlimited fish- 
ing is to take place. The pond owner must 
keep in mind, however, that he needs just 
enough water to keep the pond full, and that 
water at shoreline edges be two feet deep or 
more in order to keep down weed growth. 
_ Every person planning to build a new pond 
is encouraged to contact his county agent for 
information on proper construction, stocking, 
and management. 

Over most of the state this month fishponds 
should receive their last fertilizer application 
for the year. In extreme southern counties, 
if the weather remains warm, one additional 
application may be made in early November. 


HE words “farm program” have been used 

generously in recent years. To different 
people they have different meanings. To 
some they refer to price supports of farm 
products more than to any other one thing. 

It’s usual also for these words to be relat- 
ed to the word parity, or to the percentage 


of parity, such as 90 percent or 75 percent, 
at which prices of farm products are support- 


ed. 

There are people who insist on 75 percent 
of parity—or 90 percent or 100 percent—for 
cotton and other farm products. Certainly 
price supports at a fair level arc needed. 

But price alone is not a farm program, It’s 
an important part. Farmers spend net in- 
come, not price. 

Net farm income is reached by a very 
simple formula: Price multiplied by volume 
minus cost. For example, a 
farmer who has 10 bales of 
cotton that sell for $150 a 
bale has a gross cotton in- 
come of $1500. From this 
he must deduct his cost of 
producing, picking, and 
ginning before he has a net 
income from cotton. So 
volume is just as important 
as price. And so are pro- 
duction and marketing costs. 

During the last quarter of 
a century the federal government supported 
prices of cotton at what appeared to be a fair 
level, but during that time foreign cotton 
production more than doubled while U. S. 
production went down sharply. 

At the same time synthetic fibers increased 
from almost none to the equivalent of 14 
million bales of cotton in 1956, which was 
more than the U. S. cotton crop that year. 

With this background we arrive at a very 
simple conclusion: Any farm program, to be 
sound, must seek the following three objec- 
tives: 

1) Cheaper production per pound or per 
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busnei. ‘This-is essential to more net-income>-— 


2) Better farm products. Poor quality is 
very detrimental in many ways. 
8) Bigger outlets for farm products at 


home and abroad. 

The broiler industry offers a good example. 
Retail broiler prices are now about, what they 
were twenty years ago, but production is 
many times what it was then. Thus we see 
that price times volume is now bringing farm- 
ers many times more money for broilers, even 
at the same price level. This explains why 
the poultry industry is now second in cash 
production on Alabama farms. 

I realize that reducing costs of farm pro- 
duction is not as easily done as said. But it’s 
possible in many ways. A farm equipment 
dealer reminds me that abuse in operation 
and improper care of tractors is costing farm- 
ers much more on maintenance than is ac- 
tually necessary. Proper use and wise care 
would save money and thereby cut tractor 
costs, reducing production costs. 

Another man reminds me that farmers need 
to buy their seed, feed, fertilizer, pesticides, 
and other items as cheaply as they can for 
the best quality products. Therefore farmer 
cooperatives are needed to help farmers buy 
better products at a lower cost. - 

Thus we see that farmers can do much for 
themselves, individually and collectively for 
(1) cheaper production, (2) better quality, 
and (3) bigger markets or outlets. 
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Off To Good Start | 


: In Hatching Ege 


HE Alabama poultry industry has cackled 
long and loud over 1956-7 accomplish- 
ments, which left it furnishing farm people 
with an income second only to King Cotton. 
Broiler production alone accounts for 82,- 
473,000 chicks marketed during 1956. Add 
to this 832 million eggs, of which 663 million 
were sold in 1956, and you get a horseback 
opinion of the poultry industry’s whereabouts 
in the state’s farm economy. 


And it takes every chicken farmer from 
the hatching egg producer to the broiler 
grower to pile up such a mountain of eggs 
and broiler meat in one year. 


Certainly, we must start with the producer 
of hatching eggs. And that’s where Mr. and 
Mrs. P. F. Mobley Jr. of Henry County fit 
into this vast picture of southern fried chick- 
en. But first, let’s look back to the beginning 
of 1956 when the Mobleys decided that poul- 


try-was the field for-them....They-started_with.. 


broilers for a quick payoff on their two new 
chicken houses ... one 32 by 165 feet and 
the other 382 by 145 feet. But they had in 


mind all along to switch to hatching egg pro- 
duction as soon as they could replace some 
of the money used to construct the houses. 


This year they have’ 1300 layers in the 
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Henry County Couple .

smaller house and 1,968 pullets coming along 
in the other one. Using a Rhode Island Red 
cross and Cornish roosters, the Mobleys 
reached a production rate of 90 percent, but 
hot, sultry weather this summer pulled lay- 
ers down to 70 percent. Along with this ex- 
cellent production level the Mobleys are get- 
ting 85.8 percent hatchability. 

Mrs. Mobley said, “We are paid on the 
basis of percentage of hatchability. For in- 
stance, she pointed out, “the Florida State 
Hatchery, where we sell our eggs, pays 55 
cents per dozen, picked up at the farm, for 
eggs of 70 to 77 percent hatchability. From 
78 to 83 percent an additional 10 cents per 
dozen is added, and in the 84 to 87 percent 
bracket, which is the one we are in, the com- 
pany pays a 15-cent premium. Then, if we 
can go above 88 percent, we will get 20 cents 
a dozen more for our eggs.” 

According to the producer, price paid for 
current pickups is determined by the hatch- 
ability of the last batch sold. Eggs are col- 
lested—by. the buyer.twice-each-week..- And 
hatchability tests are run every three weeks. 

Mrs. Mobley gathers the eggs six times a 
day. This, of course, is to preserve the fresh- 
ness of the eggs and prevent any possible 
germination of the sperm before the product 
reaches the hatchery. Immediately after Mrs. 
Mobley gathers the eggs... in wire baskets 


. . She places them in a refrigerated house 
at 60 degrees temperature with a humidity 
reading of 70 to 80 percent. 

The Mobleys burn out a flock in eight 
months from the time it starts laying and re- 
place it with a new batch of birds. The old 
birds are sold for meat. 

In feeding the layers, the Mobleys use as 
much home-grown grain as possible to cut ex- 
penses. Two rations are used, both of which 
contain good amounts of home-grown grain. 
Pullets get a growing mash heavily supple- 
mented with corn, and the layers get a lay- 
ing mash with some corn and oats. 

Mrs. Mobley said that one of the best pro- 
duction stimulating practices she has tried 
is giving plenty of fresh, cool water. And 
a simple but effective system was installed 
in the two Mobley hen houses when they were 
built. The waterer consists of long pieces of 
angle iron welded together, supported by 
wires fastened to overhead beams, and run- 
ning the entire length of the buildings. Two 
waterers.per building furnish fresh, running 
water for the chicks. The waterers are also 
adjustable. When young chicks occupy the 
building, the troughs are placed near the 
floor in easy reach of the small birds. As 
they grow, the water troughs are raised by 
the supporting wires. 

Mr, and Mrs. Mobley work closely with 
County Agent Ralph Hartzog, using all rec- 
ommended practices the agent has to offer. 
Agent Hartzog praised the couple for an ex- 
cellent job of handling this phase of the poul- 
try industry and added that the Mobleys do 
not waste any of their eggs. After 22 to 
29-ounce eggs are graded out for the hatch- 
ery, they sell all others on regular markets 
and to local customers. 


The picture at top shows Mrs. P. F. Mobley, 
Jr. of Henry County busy grading hatching 
eggs into the 22 to 29 ounce sizes.

Report Shows... More Screwworms, Fewer Losses 


T’S amazing how much damage a small in- 

sect no longer than twice the size of a 
housefly can cause. 

County Agent Walter Stone estimated at 
least 8000 cases of screwworms in Bullock 
County alone during the past month or so. 
And it all started with the work of a little 
blue-green blowfly that isn’t satisfied to lay 
her eggs anywhere except in the edge of 
wounds on animals. 

Stone explained that these wounds may be 
barbed-wire cuts, scratches from fighting, 
blood spots where ticks or other flies have 
bitten the animal, brand marks, sore eyes, 
and wounds from dehorning or castrating. He 
went on to say that the maggots of these flies 
start to feed in the wounds but soon invade 
the sound tissue, tearing it with their mouth 
hooks. Wounds are prevented from healing, 
and the sickened animal hides away in the 
woods or’brush, refusing to eat and usually 
dying if not found and treated. 

Out on Fitzpatrick Rt 1, Tom Lane, a good 
beef cattle farmer, runs 700 brood cows on 
his 3000-acre farm. And he has hundreds of 
newborn calves each year. Although Lane 
has had some 75 to 100 cases of screwworms 
on his place this year, Stone said he’s done 
an excellent job of treating the animals and 
hasn't lost a one. 

Stone pointed out that EQ-335 and Smear 
62 are used largely by the farmers of Bul- 
lock County in treating animals’ wounds. Ben- 
zol is used to kill the larvae, and the smears 
are applied to repel flies that try to reinfest 
the wound. 


Lane said that the screwworm situation on 
his farm was just as bad as it had ever been, 
but losses were fewer. He recalled that when 
he bought the farm 15 years ago the land, 
especially the pasture area, was grown up 
in trees and underbrush, making a perfect 
place for sick animals to hide out. He ex- 
plained that more animals were lost then be- 
cause he could not find them in time to treat 
them. Now that he has done a lot of land 
clearing, calves are spotted quickly and treat- 
ed, if infested with screwworms. 

Fact is, Lane keeps one of his Negro work- 
ers riding the pastures to check animals at all 
times. He even rides over the pasture him- 
self when he has time. 

Lane has a catch pen complete with treat- 
ing chute for doctoring the sick animals. All 
infected animals are driven into the catch pen 
each day and treated either in late afternoon 
or the next morning, he said. Mild cases are 
treated and returned to pasture immediately. 
Animals that are seriously ill or heavily in- 
fested with screwworms are moved to a hos- 
pital pen nearer the Lane home for closer 
supervision and extra treatment. 

The cattleman uses benzol to kill the mag- 
gots. “I take a piece of cloth or plug of cot- 
ton moistened with benzol and insert it in the 
wound. Fumes from the benzol kill the screw- 
worms,” he explained, “I have never seen any 
ill effects from leaving the cotton in the 
wound. It soon drops out or disintegrates 
before the wound heals. After I insert the 
killing agent, I smear some EQ-335 or Smear 
62 over the wound to repel flies.”

FINISHING BROILERS.- Data from the 
API Agricultural Experiment Station re- 
search show that broilers can be finished on 
a diet containing about 17 percent protein. 
Such finishing can be done by adding corn 
meal to the broiler feed, by feeding cracked 
yellow corn along with broiler crumbles, or. 
by using a special broiler-finishing crumble. 
The cracked corn ration is the cheapest 
method for finishing and gives the broilers 
a slightly superior color.

KALE FOR COOL WEATHER. Kale is 
one of the best cool weather greens. Tests 
at Auburn show that it yields well, may be 
harvested several times, is of high nutritive 
value, and seldom gets killed by winter temp- 
eratures in Alabama. Because it seeds rel- 
atively late in the spring, kale furnishes 
greens in March and April when few other 
greens are available. It also is a good orna- 
mental. 

* * + 


SALE OF LOW GRADE CATTLE. A re- 
cent 2-year survey of livestock auction mar- 
kets in Alabama revealed that slaughter buy- 
ers bought more cattle and calves in the high- 
est grades, whereas trader buyers bought 
more in lowest grades. This means that the 
least attractive cattle are likely to be resold 
several times at auction before final disposi- 
tion is made. 

+ » * 


HARDWOODS GROW SLOW. Hard- 
woods make poor companion species with 
pine on hilly areas and on lower slopes along 
intermittent streams when compared on the 
basis of diameter growth. In studies at the 
Forestry Unit, Fayette, Ala., diameter growth 
of pine on a managed area was 1.3 inches in 
5 years—50 percent faster than the 0.9 inch 
diameter growth of associated hardwoad.

FALL PLANTING OF SUGAR CANE. 
Around October 15 is the best time to plant 
sugar cane in Alabama, according to results 
of studies at the Brewton Experiment Field, 
Brewton, Ala. Production has been about the 
same from spring and fall planting. How- 
ever, fall planting is recommended because 
it eliminates the need for bedding cane and 
it is more convenient than spring planting. 


PHOSPHATE IMPORTANT. Phosphate 
fertilizers are necessary for successful growth 
of forage crops and winter legume cover 
crops. Results of numerous field tests show 
that superphosphate and basic slag are the ~ 
best sources to use. Phosphorus in mixed 
fertilizers is also readily available. As with 
other elements, applying phosphorus accord- 
ing to soil test recommendations is most eco- 
nomical,

INSECTICIDE - FERTILIZER MIXTURE 
USE. Normal use of insecticide-fertilizer mix- 
tures is not dangerous because of low concen- 
trations of insecticides used, research in Ala- 
bama has revealed. Nevertheless, precau- 
tions must be observed in handling these mix- 
tures. Since insecticides are harmful to bees 
and fish, their use near bee hives and water 
sources requires care to prevent the material’s 
drifting. There is less problem from drift 
with granular formulations than with dusts.

‘Community Council ,DR. NAPIER DAY 
Receives Reports 
On Progress Made 


GREAT EVENT AT 
ALABAMA COLLEGE 


Saturday, October 12, will be 
remembered at Alabama College 
as Dean Napier Day. On that day 
the handsome new dormitory for 
men was dedicated with appropri- 
ate exercises and named, Thomas 
Hewell Napier Hall, in his honor. 


The day was observed also as 
Founders Day, being the 61st an- 
niversary of the founding of the 


college. But this year, Founders 
Day became Napier Day. The 
whole day’s program was planned 
to honor Dr. Napier, who for 26 
years served as Dean of Alabama 
College. 

In that office he made an out- 
standing record. The record was 
reviewed to bring to mind his out- 
standing service and ‘leadership, on 
the campus, in his church, in the 
community and in the state. 

In a brilliant convocation in 
Palmer Hall, with the President, 
Dr. Howard M. Phillips, presiding, 
the first of the day’s exercises 
was held. Bishop Clare Purcell of 
the Methodist Chiirch, who by 
his presence gave honor to the oc- 
casion, gave the invocation- 

The speaker for this hour was 
Dr. H. L- Donovan, president 
Emeritus of the University of Ken- 
tucky, and a life long, intimate 
friend of Dr. Napier. He told of 
a friendship that began 50 years 
ago, between young men in col- 
lege, making preparations for their 
life’s work, and recalled interest- 
ing events of those college days. 

Dr. Donovan’s address was dif- 
that one usually 
hears on such occasions: He spoke 
of simple things. He exalted the 
virtues of work, the benefits that 
come to those who having found 
their work, find also happiness. 
He held up a philosophy of life, 
proved in his own experience and 
exemplifici also in the life of the 
man who was being honored. 

An interesting part of the morn- 
ing’s program, an established cus- 
tom for Founders Day was the 
bestowal of their gowns upon mem- 
bers of the senior class-who-will 
be the class of 1958. Presiding in 
this brief, but impressive exer-

In the dining room after lunch, 
was held one of the most impress- 
ive events of the day’s program 
when representatives of the 
alumnae, the faculty and the ad- 
ministration paid tribute to Dr.

‘Cotton’ Policies 


CHARLOTTE, N. C, Lashing, 
out at the government’s cotton pol- 
icy as one which has “all but 
wrecked our cotton economy,” | 
C. A- Cannon, president of aoa 
Mills Company, told the Northern 
Textile Association that a positive 
program must be adopted. 


He recommended that legislation 
be supported at the next Congress | 
which would: (1) greatly increase | 
the farmer’s acreage: (2) protect 
the farmer from disastrously low 
prices during the transition period; 
(3) establish a one-price system 
for cotton, and (4) greatly increase 
the American consumption of cot- 
ton- = 
For the Ist five years, Mr Can- 
non said, “we Have been reducing 
cotton acreage, losing our export 
position on cotton, decreasing 
American consumption and wreck- 
ing our marketing facilities.”, He 
pointed out American consump- 
tion of cotton for the year ended 
August 1, 1957, was 8,600,000 bales 
the third lowest since the “depres- , 
sion thirties.” He blamed the “sad | 
plight of our cotton economy” on 
“piecemeal legislation, trying to 
cure the cotton farmers’ problems 
along with all other agricultural 
problems, and completely losing 
sight of the cotton farmers’ 
unique competitive problem.” Now, 
he said, “we should look forward 
to expanding cotton production, in- 
creasing home consumption, in - 
creasing exports and a revitalized 
marketing system without the 
blight and expense of government 
controlled cotton warehoused and 
sold at a terrific loss to the tax - 
payer.” 

He asserted that “I believe that 
we can consume 11 million bales 
a year in a very short time and 
look forward to a consumption of 
12 to 15 million bales in a compara- 
tively few years.”

WHOOPING CRANES 

It is a good thing that hunters 
are not always out to kill the deni- 
zens of forest and plain. And some- 
times the fast dwindling of a spe- 
cies has served to call a halt to 
the slaughter of that group and 
has led to humane efforts to pro- 
tect the species and increase its 
numbers. Such has happened to 
the whooping crane, a gigantic 
bird that because of its great size 
and cumbersome flight had fallen 
an easy prey to hunters. 

In recent years it was found that 
the whooping cranes in the world 


had been reduced to less than thir- | 


ty. Two of these were in Audubon 


Park, New Orleans. The pair, it. 
was hoped, would bring forth little | 


eranes that would grow up and 


add to the whooping population. | 


The first did not surVive, but now | 


the second pair, born in a speciz! 
enclosure, with expert care an 
round-the-clock — watching, ~ have 
grown to be almost the size of 
their parents.

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HE National Farmers Union, 

one of the Big Four farm or- 
ganizations is setting up a series 
of “Farm Development Confer- 
ences” beginning in the corn belt 
states, which will last well into 
1958 for the purpose of firming up 
a concensus on a new approach to 
solving the increasingly critical 
problems facing American farm- 
ers today. Two meetings already 
have been held, one at Springfield, 
lll, and another at Des Moines, 
Iowa. A third is scheduled at La- 
fayette, Indiana for November 
6-7. 

These official figures worry farm 
leaders: During the past four 
years a number of individual 
farms has decreased at least 460, 
000, some say the figure is higher, 
but hundreds of thousands of farm- 
ers have left the farms in four 
shott years; in four years parity 
for the farmers has dropped from 
100%. to 83, or 17- per cent;. total 
farm income, after inventory ad- 
justments, has dropped from $15.1 
billions in 1952 to $11.6 billions in 
1956, 23%; even with hundreds of 
thousands less farmers, those left 
on the farms are making less 
money today, the per capita in- 
come from all sources having 
dropped from $953 in 1952 to $902 
last year, while per capita in- 
come of non-farm population in- 
creased from $1,833 to $2,018; 
in four years mortgage foreclo- 
‘sures on farms has increased 40 
per cent; in 1952 net expenditures 
for the Department of Agriculture 
just topped the billion-dollar mark, 
while in 1958 fiscal year the esti- 
mated net expenditure for the de- 
partment is almost $5 billions; for 
20 years prior to-1952-the- average 
per capita cost of farm price con- 
trol was 35 cents per person, but 
in 1956 the average per capita

‘Engineer Ray Tells 


Armistead Selden 


Of New Federal Road To Speak At Post 


Through County 


In June of 1956.a Federal High- 
way Act was enacted by Congress 
to construct a system of “Inter - 
state Highways.” This system, 
nationally, is to involve some 
41000 miles. Engineering design 
is to be of the highest standards. 
The State of Alabama is to get ap- 
proximately 900 miles of this 
national total. In Shelby County. 
there will be 22 miles of Inter - 
state Highway which will roughly 
parallel U. S. 31. This high de- 
sign highway will be of four lane 
construction with a wide median 
strip. The right-of-way will vary 
having a minimum of 150 _ feet 
each side of centerline of the med- 
ian strip or 300 feet total width. 
This right-of-way will be fenced 
with publie access only at points 
of interchange. There will be no 
driveways, restaurants, service 
stations or other commercial estab- 
lishments along these routes. Only 
at the interchanges will one be 
able to acquire these services. It 
is thought that these points of in- 
terchange will develop into small 
communities affording the needed 
services. 

In Shelby County the planned 
interchanges will be, progessing 
from north to south, at the Cahaba 
Valley County Highway inter - 
section with U. S. 81; at a point 
just north of the Tom Lee property 
on U. S. 31 where the interstate 
highway will merge with the 
present four-lane U. S. 31 in the 
initial construction; at a . point 
| just south of Alabaster where the 
interstate highway intersects U.S. 
31; at a point east of Calera where 
the interstate highway intersects 
State Highway 25. There will be 
no “at grade” crossings. Crossings 
will be either under or over pres- 
ent highways. The preponderance 
of these crossings will be under 
present routes since construction 
of two lane structures would en- 
tail much less expense. As set out 
| above our citizens will have access

week's front page show that the 
Reporter is beginning its 115th 
year for service to the people of 
counties. 
; Not many newspapers are so for- 
tunate as to have had such an ex- 
perience. 

The Reporter was established in 
Talladega in 1843. In 1923, 80 
years later, the paper was estab- 
lished in Columbiana. The record,

34 years in Columbiana. It is one 
| of the oldest papers in the state. 
In 1843 it was announced that 
a new paper, would be established 
jin Talladega. The announcement 
| was made on-a printed sheet as a 
“Prospectus of the Alabama Re- 
porter”. A copy of this original an- 
nouncement hangs on the wall in 
the office of the Reporter today. 
The name was later changed to 
Talladega Reporter.” 

One paragraph of the announce- 

ment, reads as follows: “The Re- 
porter” will at all times support 
the cause of good order and 
morality among the people and 
diffuse useful information in re- 
gard to agriculture, science and

The paper was to be under the 
'“editorial management” of Daniel 
Sayre. Peter J. Walker was 
/named as the “authorized agent” 
to receive subscriptions. The sub- 
scription price was $2.00 a year

It may be that there is the 
beginning of a glimmer of 
hope that som eof the people 
who live outside the South are 
beginning to understand.

THE SPIRIT OF 
CHRISTIAN WORSHIP 
By Clint H. Denman 


As in October, Scripture for our 
Sunday school lessons in Novem- 
ber is taken from Paul’s First Let- 
ter to the Christians at Corinth. 
For the present lesson the Scrip- 
ture records some of Paul’s in- 
structions concerning methods and 
spirit of Christian worship, with 
special ecphasis on the proper ob- 
servance of the Lord’s Supper. 

In our lesson Scripture Paul 
gives us our most complete ac - 
count of the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper and the purpose for 
which it was instituted. 

The Gospel writers — Matthew, 
Mark and Luke—all mention the 
institution of the Lord’s Supper by 
Jesus following his last observance 
of the ‘Passover Feast here on 
earth and during the same night 
that he was betrayed and haled be- 
fore the church and political courts 
of Jerusalem. 

Pau] states in the lesson Scrip- 
ture that the Lord’s Supper was 
instituted as a memorial, that 
Jesus commanded his disciples to 


in er-} gbserve it in in rememberance of 


him.

A new | -nthians, for the Gospels had not 


as yet been written. Paul had only 
as his guide such information as 
he had heard verbally from Peter 
and the other disciples and a won 
derful revelation which Paul writes 
that he had “of the Lord.” 

Now as Paul went from city to 
city organizing Christian churches 
he instituted the observance of a 
common meal for members of the 
congregation and called it a “love 
feast.” At stated intervals, it ap- 
pears, the church members would 
come together, each bringing food 
according to his ability, and they 
would spread a common table. It 
was a season of brotherly love and 
wholesome association on a com- 
mon level. At the close of this 
meal the Lord’s Supper would be 
observed. 

Christian congregations of today 
observe such meals together in 
their frequent church dinners. 
Rural churches call them basket 
dinners, which are served midway 
during all - day worship services. 

Now it appears that the Corin- 
thian Christians had gradually 
united the love feast and the Lords 
Supper, and the holy signifiance 
of. the latter had been al] but for- 
gotten. In fact, some of the Corin- 
thians were using the feasts as oc- 
casions for over-eating and over- 
drinking, even to the extent of be- 
coming ill and getting drunk.

About noon, they would reach a} 
place called ‘Hungry Hill."" No 
one lived there, but everyone 
stopped there to water their 
horses and feed them and eat the 
lunch that had been brought) 
along.

AMENDMENT NO. 3 
OF GREAT INTEREST 
10 STATE VOTERS 


Of the 25 amendments to the 
state constitution to be voted on, 
December 17, Number Three is of 
great importance to the people of 
Alabama. 

In 1956 the people generously 
voted a four million dollar bond 
issue to provide funds for long 
needed improvements at the hos- 
pitals for mental patients at Tusca 
loosa, and Mt. Vernon. 

In the 1956 amendment, pro - 
viding for the bond issue, was 
another provision fixing the inter- 
est rate at not more than three per 
cent. 

When the authorities undertook 
to sell the bond’ they found that 
nobody would buy the bonds bear- 
ing that rate of interest. 

Amendment No. 3 to be voted on 
this year would raise the interest 
rate to 4 one half per cent. This, 
the authorities feel, will make it 
possible for the bonds to be sold. 

No new taxes are being authori- 
zed, no change whatever in what 
has also been voted by the people. 
It is a plan to make it possible to 
sell the bonds at a slightly higher 
| rate of interest. 
| The need is very great, all the 
hospitals are badly over crowded.

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OVERNMENT fiscal experts 

are scratching their heads 
to keep spending within the statu- 
tory debt limit of $275 billions 
with little chance of success. Al- 
ready over-spending within the 
Government has cancelled out the 
$2 billion budget reductions made 
by the first session of the 85th 
Congress and has pushed the total 
spending well over $72 billions. 


Over-spending is due first, to 
inflationary prices which affect the 
government as much as it does 
every private citizen. Estimates 
made for government costs last 
January no longer hold good, and 
the administration's hard money 
policy is also coming home to 
roost at the Treasury Department, 
since the increase in interest rates 
has driven the cost of interest on 
the Federal debt to $501 million 
more than the January estimate. 
As of today the annua! bill for 
interest alone on the national 
debt is $1.7 billion a year more 
than it was 4% years ago. Biggest 
single increase however is in 
Department of Agriculture spend- 
ing, which -is- running - $739 billion 
over the January estimates, which 
by the way is not reflected in 
farm income since it is consider- 
ably larger than the increase if 
any, in farm income since last 
year Drastic cut-backs in defense 
spending particularly in missile 
work and research, in nuclear air- 
plane research, and in other seg- 
ments of the national defense has 
failed to halt the over-spending 
which is steadily forcing the na- 
tional debt toward the legal limit. 


And today, since the launching 
of the Soviet satellite, the success- 
ful launching of Soviet intercon- 
tinental missiles, there is a scram- 
ble to get back on the beam for a 
“crash program” on the U S. bas- 
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ic missile and rocket program, and 


project Vanguard which is the 
U. S. Satellite program. In terms 
of today’s advantages, a Satellite 
spinning around the earth may not 
mean much to the average tax- 
payer. Even President Eisenhower 
in his news conference said in ef- 
fect he couldn’t get excited about 
it. But the missile experts and the 
rocket experts and the atomic 
bomb and H-bomb experts know 
that to launch a satellite 500 miles 
into space you must have a mis- 
sile that will do the job and that 
missile might just as well have an 
H-bomb as its he-’ as an 18.4 
pound satellite. And it might be 
aimed at Washington, New York or 
San Francisco easier than into the 
stratosphere. So it appears that 
finally some of the. complacency 
has been shaken out of the Penta- 
gon. The point is that this will 
mean increased spending, but 
spending on National Safety. 

As an example the fiscal ex- 
perts point out that the $1.7 bil- 
lion, which may soon reach $2 
billion spent just to increase in- 
terest rates to make increased 
profits for money lenders and in- 
vestment firms during a period of 
inflation, might much better be 
spent in the interest of national 
defense for all the people. And as 
a matter of fact these same ex- 
perts recall that it took only $2 
billions to develop the atomic 
bomb by the old Manhattan Proj- 
ect. And many top flight men and 
women in this country and other 
friendly nations say our leader- 
ship in the atomic bomb field has 
meant the difference between war 
and peace during these past ten 
years. So watch for new emphasis 
on the Vanguard project and in 
guided missiles from now on and 
during the next session of the Con- 
gress starting in January. 


* From The Lincoln Times, Lin- 
colnton, N. C.: People may get the 
idea that retailers are not deeply 
concerned with price inflation— 
on the theory that all any retailer 
has to do when costs go up is to 
add some more pennies or dollars 
to his price,tags and let the con- 
sumer like it or lump it 

That idea is 100 per cent wrong. 
As editor Godfrey M. Iabhar of 
Chain Store Age writes, ‘No fac- 
tor which retailers consider in 
planning for the future can be 
more important than the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. It 
affects not only their own capital 
expenditures but more important- 
ly it affects their sales prospects.” 
As an example of the last, he 
cites the many consumers who live 
on fixed incomes or whose buying 
power fails for some reason to 
keep pace with rising prices. When 
prices go up, these people are 
forced to curtail their purchasing. 

There is another big factor here 
too. Human nature being what it 
is, we often tend to blame the re- 
tailer for price increases. He is 
the man we deal with when we do 
our shopping, and he becomes the 
scapegoat when we are displeased. 

The truth is that retailers th »m- 
selves can do little about inflation. 
Current studies — including one 
from the Labor Department—inti- 
mate or indicate that excessive 


wage increases have been main- 
ly at fault, and retailers have no 
control over those. But retailers 
~—like all the rest of us—are deeply 
concerned, and would like nothing 
better than price stability.

RoAtNe and water skiing are | 

out of season in some parts | 
of the country but still timely news | 
is the fact that the Outboard 


Boating Club of America has tak- | 
en the first step toward a “new | 


concept”’ in legislation governing 
the recreation of some 30,000,000 
Americans. 

Water sports are enjoying an in- 
creasing wave of popularity in 
practically all parts of the nation, 
and with this popularity increase 
comes the threat of higher ac- 
cident and drowning rates. 

Safer water activity is the aim 
of the suggested OBC act, de- 
signed primarily to serve as a 
guide for federal and state law- 
makers studying possible enact- 
ment of new measures affecting | 
boating. First step in the OBC 
program is the compilation of an 
Omnibus Boating Code to be of- . 
fered as a broad master plan for 
recommended legislative regula- 
tion of the fast growing sport. 

The suggested act modifies 
OBC’s Recommended Uniform 
Boat Regulation Act and adds sev- 
eral new provisions covering water 
skiing, careless operation, over- 
loading and overpowering and op- | 
eration in restricted areas. It 
further calls for the prohibition of 
regulation of the sport by local 
communities and details easier 
methods of making offending boat 


,owners responsible for their ac- 


tions in civil damage cases. | 

The act is based on the position 
long held by OBC that controls 
over pleasure boating should rest 
primarily in the hands of the 
states, with uniform boating laws 
throughout the country designed to 
prevent a hodgepodge of arbitrary 
and conflicting laws. 

Existing federal law provides | 
for a fine of $2,000 or a jail term 
of one year for negligent or care- 
less operation of a motorboat.

M AN’S noble companion and 
friend, the dog, is an excel- 
lent partner for almost any type 
of hunting venture. From the 
‘Just plain dog’’ type that is usual- 
ly so efficient when the game is 
squirrels, to the beagles that put 
the rabbit on the run and the set- 
ters and pointers that hold to a 
covey of quail, a hunter and his 
dog make a pretty picture in any 
outdoor setting. 
If you own a hunting dog, you're 
proud of him. You do not hesitate 
to boast of his accomplishments 
in the field and you feel a sort 
of personal failure when he ap- 
pears to perform poorly. But don’t 
feel badly if your dog has an oc- 
casional bad day. He isn’t a 
human being, but he has his faults 
just the same. 
A cold or respiratory ailment is 
a serious afflication for a hunting 
dog, for vision is not a dog’s best 
sense. No pun intended, the dog’s 
nose is his strongest assct. The 
dog uses his eyes to avoid obsta- 
cles, not to observe details. This 
explains why he will fail to see a 
rabbit running away, but pick up 
the chase the moment his keen 
nostrils pick up the scent. 

The vision of different dogs may 
vary, even in the same breed. 
Some can see a moving object 
800 yards away, but probably do 
not recognize it at more than 150 
yards. Large dogs usually have 
better eyesight than smaller ones. 

Quick recognition depends upon 
motion. A dog will recognize his 
master by his gait, last of all by 
his face. 

So, don’t be upset too much if 
Old Faithful doesn’t perform to 
standard on a particular day, 
even if it is a day on which you 
wanted to impress a fellow hunter 
with the dog’s skill He may be 
having trouble with his sniffer.

Plas Made For 
Setting Up County 
‘Industrial Board 


A meeting of interested citizens 
was held in the court house last 
week to consider plans for setting 
up the Shelby County Development 
Board. Provisions for such a Board 


was made by an act of the recent | 


= that applies only to 
Shelby county, so that Shelby is 
the only county in the state with 
provision for such a plan. 

Provision is made for a Board 
of seven members, elected by the 
Board of Revenue and Control and 
the Municipalities that elect to par- 
ticipate in the plan. The work of 
the Board would be to advertise 
the resources. of the county, plan 
and work for the development of 
these resources by securing the lo- 
cation of additional industries. 

The Board would be given au- 
thority to employ a full time di- 
rector who would be actively in 
charge of the work of carrying out 
the board’s plans. The Develop- 
ment Board will be set up after 
a majority of the ten incorporated 
towns in the county, through their 
governing bodies, adopt resolu-- 
tions requesting the Board of Rev- 
enue and Control to set up such 
an organidation, 

The plan was explained to the 
meeting by Representative Karl 
C. Harrison, who introduced the 
bill and secured its passage and 
was discusseed at length by those 
attending the meeting. The plan 
met with general favor on the part 
of those who heard it explained. 

A committee was appointed to 
outline tentative plans for the 
working of the board and present 
it to the organized towns for their 
consideration.

Built By County 


The Shelby County Highway De- 
partment has completed a new 
shop building and has moved in 
with its equipment. Members of 
the department are at work in the 
new building under better work- 
ing conditions than they have ever 
known before. 

The building is 50 ty 100 feet, 
inside measurement. Its walls are 
of double block, 16-inch thickness. 
It can be kept at comfortable 
warmth on the coldest day. The 
roof is. supported by a_ Belgium 
Truss, firmly constructed of tim- 
ber, instead of steel, at a saving 
of several thousand dollars to the 
department. 

For the convenience of the work- 
ers and for greater efficiency, the 
building is equipped with six 12 by 
12 Floating Swing-up doors, three 
on each side..The largest road 
machine can te driven in through 
one of these doors, which lift up 
with minimum effort, worked over 
and “repaired, and driver ¢uvt 
through the opposite back door 
with plenty of space, graded and 
cherted, for turning and driving 
off to its work.

SOME AMENDMENTS 


Work On ‘Trade At | AFFECT ONLY ONE 


COUNTY IN STATE 


Last week The Reporter gave 
a brief outline of tht provisions of 
eight of the Amendments to the 
state constitution to be voted .on 
by the people of Alabama in the 
special election, December 17. 
These amendments would all be 
state-wide in their application. 

This week an outline of the pro- 
visions of six more of the pro- 
posed amendments is given. These 
amendments would all apply to 
only one county, each. They are 
Numbers, Seven, Eight, Nine, Fif- 
teen, Sixteen and Seventeen. 

All of these amendments except 
no. 7 would give permission for the 
people of thecounties affected, to 
tux themselves to provide more 
money for their schools. 

NUMBER SEVEN, applies only 
to MoLile county. It would author- 
ize the county to issue bonds to 
provide funds to buy lands for 
school sites, to build school houses 
and to rebuild, alter and improve 
buildings now in use, No new taxes 
would be required to finance the 
bonds, The Editor of the Mobile 
Press-Register writes: “We need 
new schools badly. Many of our 
schools are now compelled to hold 
double sessions in order to teach 
the many students enrolled. I can 
assure you that Mobile’s best cit- 
izens are supporting the amend- 
ment.” 

NUMBER EIGHT, applies only 
to Cleburne county. It would give 
each school district authority to 
levy a special tax for school pur- 
poses, only after the people have 
voted in favor of such a tax. 

NUMBER NINE, applies only to 
Russell county. It would levy a 
county tax for school purposes, 
only after the people of the coun- 
ty have voted in favor of such a 
tax. 

NUMBER FIFTEEN, applies 
only to Tallapoosa county. It woull 
levy a special tay by districts for 


\school purposes, only after the peo- 


ple of each district vote in favor of 
such a tax. The Superintendent of 
Schools writes: “This is the only 
plan we have to improve our 
school system. The voters of our 
county, by a large majority, favor 
this method. Please urge the voters 
of your county to vote for Amend- 
ment 15-and give os permission to 
partially solye our school prob- 
lems.” 

NUMBER SIXTEEN, 
only to Colbert county, It would 
give the people of each school 
district permission to levy a special 
tax for school purposes. The people 
would vote for the tax before it 
could be levied. 

NUMBER SEVENTEEN, ap- 
plies only to Butler county. It 
would levy a special tax for school 
purposes, after the people, them- 
selves, have voted in favor of it.

Pedestrians Never 
Far From Accident 


CHICAGO-- Pedestrians are 
never more than two feet away 
from a traffic accident-- their own 
feet--the National Safety 
Council said today.

Because pedestrian deaths are 
highest in December, the Council 
is stressing pedestrian safety in 
its annual Christmas safety cam- 
paign. Longer hours of darkness, 
Chrismas shopping, haste and 
holiday drinking by both pedest- 
rians and drivers increase the 
usual pedestrian hazards, the 
Council said. 

A special study of 501 Christ- 
mas holiday accidents, made by 
the Council, shows that one-third 
of the pedestrians killed con- 
tributed to their own deaths by 
crossing between intersections, 
stepping from behind a parked 
car or walking on a roadway. 
Victims were principally older 
‘persons. Four out of 10 of the 
victims were 65 years old or older. 

Many times a pedestrian has 
about ouly two seconds to avoid 
being hit, the Council said, unless 
the driver can change his speed 
or direction. If a car is traveling 
34 miles an hour-- about 50 feet 
a second--and the driver sees the 
pedestrian 100 feet away, it is 
almost impossible for the driver 
to stop in time, 

To avoid being hit, the 
Council urges pedestrians to:: 
1.Cross streets only at inter- 


seetions and stay within cross- 
walks. 

2. Obey traffic signals, signs. 
Tegulations, and directors of 


traffic officers. 

3 Never dash into the street 
or walk suddenly from any spot 
where parked, cars or other ob- 
structions blork the view. 

4. Be sure the is time to 
cross safely before stepping from 
the curb, 

5. Walk to the left, facing 
traffic, if there are no sidewalks.

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battle of Fire Ants Continues in Alabama 


By W. A. RUFFIN

EW insects, if any, have caused more ex- 
citement in the U. S. than the imported 
fire ant. 

Strange stories have been told about the 
pest. Children have been reported hospital- 
ized or killed by the ant’s sting; livestock and 
game destroyed; and agricultura! lands made 
unfit for use. There is some truth in such 
accounts, but similar stories could be told 
about honeybees, yellow jackets, or other na- 
tive species of insects. 

Let me hasten to say that the imported fire 
ant is a nuisance and a pest where it exists in 
large numbers. It is at the least an undesir- 
able guest and should be treated as such 
wherever it is found in this country. But 
the insect is not the deadly killer some of 
these reports might lead one to believe. 

The imported fire ant was most likely 
brought into the U. S. through the port at 
Mobile about 1920, During more than 30 
years since its introduction the pest has 
spread over most of Alabama, large areas in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, parts of Georgia, Tex- 
as, and Arkansas; it is probably in Tennessee 
and the Carolinas by now. 

Mounds of dirt filled with ants are a sure 
sign of the pest. A newly established colony 


will make a mound only two to three inches 
high. The average mound extends 10 to 12 
inches above ground, but I have seen some 
that were supported by grass, weeds, posts, 
or stumps that were two feet high. The 
mound is rounded on top with no visible en- 
trance or exit. The ants do not move around 
during the day, but if disturbed they will 
pour out in all directions. The inside of the 
ant bed is made up of honeycomb-like tunnels 
that run downward. 


Fire ant mounds are more noticeable dur- 
ing the winter months when the ground is wet 
and cold. Rarely are they seen in the sum- 
mer except following heavy rains, These 
ants prefer to build nests in open, uncultivat- 
ed areas, but they do not hesitate to invade 
woods or cultivated fields. 

Imported fire ants prefer insects or other 
small animals for food. But they can and 
do damage plants by feeding on the young 
tender roots and stems. Strawberry plants 
may be killed by the ants’ covering them with 
soil used in making the mound. I have seen 
stands of some crops damaged by the. ants’ 
collecting the germ of the seed for food. 

Hand-harvesting of berries or potatoes is 
a near impossibility in fields that are heavily 
infested with fire ants. Combining clover seed 
and small grains or harvesting hay is made 
difficult because of the sting of the ants— 
and they do sting. Also the mounds seriously 


interfere with the operation of machines. The 
machines are slowed down and blades of com- 
bines or mowers may be broken by mounds 
that have been built on heavy soil. 


Fire ants may account for the loss of some 
livestock and game, but this is not a serious 
problem. There are few, if any, known cases 
of young animals having been killed by the 
pest in Alabama. 


The imported fire ant spreads largely 
through the dispersal of fertilized queens. 
The average size nest will produce hundreds 
of winged males and females. Sexual forms 
occur in the greatest numbers from January 
to July, but they may be found in some num- 
bers throughout the year. A single queen, 
after being fertilized, is capable of starting 
a new colony of ants. Fertilized queens are 
spread by flight, winds, and by hitchhiking 
on cars, trucks, or trains. In a newly infested 
axes the pest usually appears first along 
roads. 


The picture at the top of this page shows 
how fire ants can take over a pasture. In 
some counties infestation was even heavier 


than this last year. 

You will get the most out of your fire ant 
insecticide by treating pastures any time from 
late fall to early spring and croplands at the 
time fertilizer is put down. For further de- 
tails, see your county agent. 


Year ’Round Feed Program Is Essential

“4% 70U can’t do business out of an empty 
wagon!” 

This old expression holds much meaning 
for Alabama livestock producers who are try- 
ing to operate without sufficient quality feed. 
Feed is the number one need in the state’s ex- 
panding livestock industry ; the average Ala- 
bama cattleman or dairyman needs not only 
more feed but also better quality feed. 

A well balanced feed program for the en- 
tire year can prevent your livestock from ever 
facing barren pastures and empty feed bins. 
However, such a program is not brought 
about overnight; it requires plenty of thought 
and planning in advance. And now is a good 
time to sit down and do some of this planning. 

Such a program should be based on the 
things research and experience have shown to 
be practical and profitable under normal 
weather conditions. Of course, you can’t 
overlook the effects of Mother Nature since 
the weather quite often determines whether 
a program is a success or failure. However, 
there are certain precautions and practices 
that will insure plenty of feed under most 
conditions in Alabama. 


Permanent Pastures 

First let’s consider the mainstay in any 
feed program—permanent pastures. 

How about your clover-grass permanent 
pastures? Are they producing all the warm 
season grazing your cattle need? If not, may- 
be you don’t have one and a half to two acres 
for each mature cow, needed on most farms. 
The result is overgrazing—one of the most 
common pasture management errors, 

And maybe you are not using the pasture 
plants best adapted to your soil. If you have 
well drained, moist, productive bottomland or 
Black Belt lime soils, your best bet is white 
clover and dallis grass. This combination, 
with orchard grass added, will also succeed 
on the more productive upland soils in the 
northern half of Alabama. 

On upland soils not suitable for white clov- 
er and dallis grass and orchard grass, crim- 
son clover and coastal bermuda will probably 
work best. Farmers who are using this com- 
bination, and following recommended man- 
agement and production practices, are prais- 
ing it highly. They say it will produce more 
grazing and carry more cattle per acre than 
any other kind of summer pasture. 

On the poorly drained “carpet grass’’ bot- 
tomland in the southern part of the state, 
white clover and bahia grass are probably the 
best choice. Maintaining a stand of clover 
on established bahia sod has been difficult. 
Otherwise, this grass would be recommended 
along with coastal bermuda in South Alaba- 
ma since it has the same nutritive value. 


Temporary Summer Grazing 
These combinations should provide plenty 
of grazing during the warm months—that is, 


if the weather cooperates. However, if it 
gets too hot, or too dry, the permanent pas- 
tures just won’t furnish the forage needed by 
livestock. Here is where temporary summer 
grazing enters the picture. 

Starr millet seems to be the best crop to fill 
the gap when permanent pastures fail. It 
will provide an amazing amount of grazing 
for 40 to 50 days. You will need about a 
quarter-acre per cow and your pastures will 
have a chance to come back and provide more 
grazing the remainder of the season. 

Sudan grass, pear] millet, and johnson grass 
are other good temporary grazing crops. 


Winter Grazing 


Fall and early winter are the toughest 
period of the year in which to have good graz- 
ing. Still, you can have cool weather grazing 
by Nov. 1 if you break your land in June or 
July and keep it fallowed until planting time 
in late August or September, About one acre 
for each cow, or each sow and litter, should 
be adequate. 

For this grazing small grains, planted alone 
or with crimson clover or vetch, are mighty 
hard to beat, as is a crimson clover and rye- 
grass combination. If you have enough stor- 
ed feed to keep animals going until Feb. 15, 
then you might get by with volunteering leg- 
umes—such as crimson clover, caley peas and 
button clover—or by sod-seeding small grains 
on established sods or on row crop land. 

Roughage 

All right. You have the grazing situation 
well in hand. Now, we will go into another 
important feeding factor, stored roughage. 

A good store of roughage each year should 
be the goal of every cattleman and dairyman. 
A grower should have at least three-fourths 
ton of hay for every beef cow and a ton and 
a half for every dairy cow. AHalfa, coastal 
bermuda, small grains (either in pure stands 
or with legumes), johnson grass, peanuts, 
and surplus pasture growth are the best hay 
crops. 

Silage is considered a must on many dairy 
farms, and many cattlemen are finding that 
it has a place in their operations. Of the silage 
crops, corn is the old stand-by and makes high 
quality feed. On a tonnage basis, Sart and 
Tracy sweet sorghum are tops. And more 
and more farmers are utilizing spring growth 
of alfalfa and winter grazing crops in addi- 
tion to summer crops such as Starr millet, 
grain sorghum, and pasture clippings. 

At least three tons of silage are required 
to replace one ton of hay. 

And don’t overlook grain; it is a vital part 
of a good feed program. A sow and two lit- 
ters need 175 bushels of corn each year; a 
producing dairy cow, 25 bushels; creep-fed 
calves, six bushels; hens, about one bushel 
each. 

Other grains may be substituted for corn. 
Also, it is too risky to depend on just one grain 
crop. To be sure of a grain supply grow corn 
— if possible, grain sorghum, and small grains 
such as oats or wheat.

N Dec. 17 the voters of Alabama will 

make a major decision concerning them- 
selves and the future of Alabama farming. 
They’ll decide whether or not the Experiment 
Station, the School of Agriculture, and the 
School of Veterinary Medicine of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, will have 
adequate buildings and other facilities for ef- 
ficient and effective operaticn. 

They will make this decisiun by their votes 
on the proposed constitutional amendment 
which would authorize the issuance of $414 
million in bonds for these purposes. This 
amendment, which will be No. 5 on the bal- 
lot, was unanimously submitted by the legis- 
lators of Alabama in their recent session. 

The bonds would be liquidated from the 
state general funds and thus would involve 
no new tax of any kind. This can be done 
because the general fund is 
increasing with growth and 
progress in Alabama. 

These are other facts in- 
volved in Amendment No. 5: 

1) Present buildings and 
facilities for agriculture and 
veterinary medicine at Au- 
burn are pitifully inadequate 
for the work that is needed 
in behalf of people of Ala- 
bama. 

2) Alabama farming is 
changing rapidly; and each change calls for 
new and additional information from re- 
search. Adequate and proper facilities are 
essential to do this. 

3) Farm population is declining rapidly 
while the total population is increasing rapid- 
ly. Therefore, per-farmer production must 
increase; and this calls for more know-how, 
based upon both research and experience. 


4) Livestock and poultry are forging ahead 
on Alabama farms while cotton and peanuts 
are under rigid controls. More animals in- 
crease diseases and other problems, thereby 
placing added duties upon both the School 
of Agriculture and the School of Veterinary 
Medicine. 

5) In making their decision voters. will not 
be deciding what te do or what not to do for 
Auburn, but for themselves. Better farming 
. a need for all and a major challenge 
o all. 


Therefore, each person in Alabama is con- 
cerned about Amendment No. 5 because of 
its importance to farming and because every- 
body eats food, wears farm fibers, and uses 
farm products in countless other ways. 


« * * 


Another amendment (No. 4) proposes the 
same amount ($414 million) for land, build- 
ings, and facilities at the School of Medicine 
of the University of Alabama in Birmingham. 
These bonds would be liquidated from the 
state general fund, the same as No. 5. Again, 
no new tax is involved. 

If approved by the voters on Dec. 17, No. 
4 will provide much-needed funds for uses 
indicated. Better health service will be pro- 
vided for the people of Alabama. 


* * > 


A third bond proposal (No. 2) calls for $3 
million for buildings at the Alabama School 
for Blind and Deaf at Talladega. These bonds 
will be liquidated from the educational trust 
fund. No new tax is needed. 

One visit to this institution at Talladega is 
enough to convince anyone of the urgent 
needs there. Indeed, the situation is tragic.

How To Build A Disposal Pit For Dead 


Every Poultryman 


Should Get Rid 
Of Birds Properly 


HE problem of disposing of dead or dis- 

eased birds is becoming increasingly im- 
portant as Alabama’s poultry industry con- 
tinues to grow, according to API Extension 
Poultryman Hoyt Warren. 


For sanitary reasons and to prevent the 
spread of poultry diseases, the dead birds 
should not be thrown in creeks, roadside 
ditches or piled up outside the poultry house, 
warns Warren. “All broiler growers and com- 
mercial egg producers with 500 or more hens 
should have disposal pits near their poultry 
houses,” he advises. 


“Tf it is not convenient to build a disposal 
pit, a homemade incinerator may be used,” 
Warren continues. “This is not as satisfac- 
tory as a pit, but with small numbers of birds, 
it will work well.” 


A pit can be made simply by digging a-hole 
in the ground in a well-drained area. It 
should be at least six feet deep and four to 
six feet wide. A covering can be made from 
durable, tightly fitting lumber covered over 
with at least a foot of earth. There should be 
an opening in the top large enough to admit 
the largest bird the producer is likely to have. 

The opening can be made of tile, bottom- 
less milk can, or any such material that can 
be fitted with a tight lid. “It’s important to 
have a lid that fits closely,”” Warren says, 
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fall in competition with outstanding cattle 
from Georgia, Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
other southern states.

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Disposal Pit For Dead Poultry

ARMERS who practice controlled breeding 
should turn bulls with the cow herds now 
if September calves are desired. For October 
calves, turn bulls with cows Jan. 1. Fall 
calves at the Black Belt Substation have 
weighed 519 pounds by Aug. 13, while spring 
calves weighed only 448 pounds by Oct. 17. 
Fifty-one percent of the fall calves gruded 
choice, compared with 17 percent of the 
spring calf crop. 


Soil Tests Mean 
Finer Lawns

OW is the lawn and shrubbery around 
your home? Are you thinking of estab- 
lishing a turf in your yard? Around a church? 
On a recreation area or football field? 
Whether your goal is to establish a new 
lawn turf and shrubbery or to maintain what 
you already have, the answer to your problem 
probably lies in the right use of lime and fer- 
tilizer. And the way to the right use of lime 


and fertilizer lies in soil testing. 

There is no use in wasting time and money 
fertilizing the yard without knowing what 
you are doing. When soil test results return 
from the laboratory at Auburn, you know pre- 
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cisely how much lime—if any—your soil 
needs. The tests also show how ruch phos- 
phate and potash to use. And while no tests 
are made for nitrogen, a recommendation is 
made for that element. 


The importance of proper fertilization of a 
grass turf cannot be overemphasized. It is 
the secret to maintaining the turf in a beau- 
tiful and serviceable condition. 


You are probably wondering now, “‘How do 
I go about getting a soil sample made?”’ 


Well, the job is simple and inexpensive. 
Forms and shipping boxes can be obtained 
at your local Extension Service office. Com- 
plete instructions are provided, and the coun- 
ty agent or one of his assistants can explain 
the procedure for taking the sample and send- 
ing it off. You mail the sample to the API 
Soil Testing Laboratory at Auburn with $1 
to cover handling expenses. The lab will 
send you recommendations on the kinds and 
amounts of fertilizer needed by the kinds of 
plants you plan to use. 


“When should these tests be made?” you 
might ask next. 


Well, right now is probably the best time. 
Dr. Dennis Rouse, head of the soils lab, said 
this type soil samples should be sent in by 
early December to avoid the heavy rush a lit- 
tle later on. About the middle of February 
thousands of samples pour into the laboratory 
from farmers over the state wanting recom- 
mendations on cotton, corn, peanuts, and 
other field crops. By avoiding this rush you 
can get the test results back quicker and will 
not be delayed in purchasing and applying 
the fertilizer. 

At this point I might add that soil tests will 
pay on any kind of turf, including the zoysias, 
St. Augustine, and all bermudas. It’s also a 
good idea to take samples for flower beds 
and home gardens, as well as shrubbery and 
other yard plants.

ties say it will, pointing out that the ter- 
rible flu epidemic of 1918 spread from man

to swine. The best way to handle hog flu is 
to stop it before it starts. Best preventives 
are plenty of good feed, housing that keeps 
animals out of chilling rains, and control of 
internal parasites.

OT long ago Buck King’s sows farrowed 
litters in the bushes, woods, or just any 
place on the Marshall County farm they hap- 
pened to be when farrowing time came. Now, 
they give birth to pigs in the comfort of a 
$4000 house built especially for that purpose. 
King is really in the hog business (he usual- 
ly keeps 50 brood sows), and he knew the 
lack of proper farrowing facilities was cost- 
ing him money. His sows averaged only about 
five live pigs to the litter; they weaned even 
fewer. 

Of course, the Guntersville Rt. 1 farmer 
realized that a farrowing house would not 
be a complete cure for small litters. He knew 
he would have to work on his breeding pro- 
gram, also. But he figured that the farrow- 
ing house should come first since it would al- 
low him to keep more accurate records on 
each sow, thus giving him a basis for improv- 
ing breeding. 

So last summer King had an elaborate far- 
rowing house built. Fifty-six feet wide and 
80 feet long, it has a concrete sun porch ex- 
tending 12 feet on each side. The building 
is made of oak timbers with tin roofing on the 
top and sides and concrete floor. Some of 
the walls and partitions are made of concrete 
blocks. 

There are 24 farrowing stalls, each having 
individual waterers and electric outlets for 
heat lamps. Half of the inside area of each 
pen is a farrowing jacket, with the other half 
set off by guard rails to allow newborn pigs 
to stay out from under the sow. 

Pigs are kept in the house about two 
months or until they are weaned and worm- 
ed, and any of the partitions can be removed 
to give them more room. Hinged doors are 
located on the outside of each stall, allowing 
the pigs to enter the sun porches when they 
want even further space. 


The house is built on a slope with one end 
butting into the bank. A feed room located 
on the bank end has a trap door in the top, 
allowing feed to be brought in from the 
ground level right over the feed room. 


Since completing the farrowing house, 
King has been weaning more pigs per batch. 
Litters now average about seven pigs each, 
and the grower is experimenting with his 
breeds in an attempt to produce hogs that 
will farrow larger litters of the meatier type 
animals in demand today. Of the 60 sows 
and gilts on the place now, five are register- 
ed Berkshires, two are registered Landrace, 
and the others are Berkshire-Duroe and O.I. 
C.-Berkshire crosses. A new Landrace boar 
will be used to produce further crosses. 


Although King buys most of the supple- 
ment and grain his hogs eat, he has plenty 
of grazing for them. There are 200 acres of 
pasture for the hogs and some beef cattle, 
with 20 acres of alfalfa and 65 acres of oat- 
crimson clover winter grazing. 

Not long ago, King had already marketed 
480 hogs in 1957 and had 100 more about 
ready for market. 

“That number should be increased consid- 
erably next year,’’ pointed out Assistant 
County Agent Ralph Sherer, doing some quick 
figuring. “If he manages to have two more 
pigs per litter with his new farrowing house 
he could easily market another 200 hogs for 
the year.” 

“Yes sir,” agreed King, ‘“‘this little old 
house looks like the smartest move I’ve made 
in a long time.”

No, it wasn’t built during the depres- 
sion. In fact, it has just been completed by 
Jimmy and Betty Higgins on their Mt. Ver- 
non community farm in Fayette County. 

The Higginses had wanted a new home 
tor some time, but the cost of getting into the 
grade-A milk business seemed to take most 
of their savings. And besides, they figured 
a new house like they wanted would be too 
expensive anyway. However, they never 
stopped planning—and hoping. 

And things began to move two years ago 
when Jimmy bought an old house from one 
of his neighbors for $200. After inspecting 
it thoroughly he figured enough lumber could 
be salvaged to start a house. 

The next step was to contact the county 
agent’s office and select a house plan that 
would meet the needs of the family. Set- 
tling on a suitable plan, Higgins then had 
the concrete block foundation laid. At this 
point he started making good use of the sec- 
ondhand lumber. He and his wife worked 
on the building every afternoon after the 
cows had been milked and whenever they 
could find a spare minute. 

As the building began to take shape the 
Higginses found they had to buy very little 
new lumber. They salvaged enough rough 
material for the subflooring, decking for the 
top and outside, and most of the framing. 
There was enough dressed material for walls 
in a hall, three bedrooms, dnd the bath. 

To keep from running up a big bill for 
lumber and other building materials, Higgins 
used a pay-as-you-go plan. Although the 
progress was slower this way, he figured it 
was worth it to have the house paid for when 
it was completed.

“And the Higgins’ home is neither tiny nor 
shabby, despite the low building cost,’’ Home 
Agent Annie Mary Hester broke in to point 
out. 

It measures 30 by 84 feet with a carport 
and has attractive asbestos shingle siding. 
Pine paneling was used in the living room; 
kitchen walls and cabinets were done in pop- 
lar. All floors are hardwood except in the 
kitchen and bathroom, where tile was used. 
Small squares of compressed fiberboard make 
up the ceiling in each room. 


As an extra feature, a chimney was built 


with twin fireplaces. This added very little 
to the cost of the house since salvaged brick 
from the old house was used for all the con- 
struction except the mantlepiece. 

Since the Mt. Vernon Community Club vice 
president has completed his home, he has 
been spending all his free time making minor 
improvements which will add to the family’s 
comfort. At present he is building a den and 
screened-in back porch at one end of the car- 
port, 


Pickens County Dairy Family Progresses Fast 


N four short years the O. D. (Ollie) Bonner 
family has come a long way in the Pickens 
County dairy industry. 

. Bonner is now one of the area’s best dairy- 
men and_president of the county dairy asso- 
ciation. O. D. Jr. is technician of the artifi- 
cial breeding program. And daughter Gail 
is Pickens Dairy Maid and owner of the coun- 
ty’s Grand Champion Jersey female. 

Partial explanation of such success was 


given by Bonner the other day: “We all work 
at dairying. 
and life.” 


It’s a part of our living . 


THEY RANK HIGH—In Pickens County dairying 
circles the O. D, Bonners of Referm Rt. 1 rank high. 
Pictured above in their grade-A dairy are, left to 
right, O. D. Jr., Mr. Benmer, and Gail. 
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To this, County Agent Cecil Davis added 
that the Bonners are a “‘stay-ahead” family. 
That is, he explained, they take up new ideas 
and methods far earlier than the average. A 
case in point is the Weigh-A-Day-A-Month 
program, which began in Pickens during Sep- 
er and had Bonner among its first mem- 

ers. 


From a small start in 1953, the Bonners 
have increased their grade-A operation to the 
point where they now milk 31 cows, mostly 
Jerseys with a sprinkling of Holsteins. Care- 
fully kept records reveal that the herd daily 
production average is 35 pounds (almost four 
gallons) of milk per cow, far ahead of the 
Alabama average. Five first-calf Holsteins 
added in the summer are producing 40 
pounds, and some of the best animals are 
above 650 pounds: 


Although a herd of high quality animals, 
constantly improved through breeding and 
management, must be credited with a big 
share of any dairy’s success, other things are 
in the picture. Take grazing, for example. 
Bonner believes more dairymen fail on poor 
grazing than on poor gows. 


“T figure it this way,” offered Bonner. 
“Take good cows, do a sorry job of raising 
feed, and you get nothing much out of the 
herd. On the other hand, if you have just 
pretty fair cows but do a fine job with your 
grazing and other feed, you'll at least get the 
best your cows can do.” 

Personally, Bonner thinks highly of coastal 


bermuda overseeded with crimson clover. He 
has 23 acres in this grazing combination. An- 


other 80 acres of coastal will be added next 
year. 


Davis pointed out that Bonner used com- 
mon bermuda-crimson clover for years, was 
well pleased with it, and so turned to coastal 
as soon as the improved bermuda grass came 
into this section. 


In addition to coastal-crimson and other 
crops, the Bonners have 60 acres of oats for 
winter grazing. 


But probably the most prized feed crop on 
this farm is alfalfa—“the crop we most need 
more of,” as O. D. Jr. says. The Bonners 
use alfalfa strictly for hay. Mixed and fed 
half and half with sericea hay, the alfalfa 
supply is stretched and the sericea is made 
more palatable. 

Forty acres of corn, averaging 40 bushels 
per acre over the years, rounds out the feed 
production program, “We still have to buy a 
little grain, but that’s all,” said Bonner. 

Gail, 14, besides winning honors as Dairy 
Maid and exhibitor of the grand champion 
cow, is president of the Reform 4-H Club. She 
has attended the state 4-H Club camp at Au- 
burn as a county dairy foods winner. 

As for the younger O. D., his work as tech- 
nician for the American Breeders Service 
leaves time for a pretty full day on the farm. 

When Bonner said dairying has been good 
for his family, Agent Davis came right back, 
“And the Bonners have been good for dairy- 
ing.” 
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Bermuda Field Has Good Yield 


A coastal bermuda patch with a personal- 
Wys. =. % 

Impossible, you say. 
personality ! 

Well, just visit with A. R. Taylor on his 
Chilton County farm near Clanton and you’ll 
probably change your mind. Taylor will brag 
a little about the record yields made on one 
six and a half acre patch—the first of 250 
acres of coastal on his place. And he'll tell 
you of hundreds of acres on other farms that 
have been established from this one little 
field. 

As Taylor talks you're likely to get the im- 
pression that the coastal field has a sense of 
pride in siring so many acres of outstanding 
pasture, that it’s proud to be have helped fat- 
ten so many beef and dairy cows. 

Impossible, you still say? 

Well, maybe you are right, but this field is 
pretty outstanding, nonetheless. 

Taylor planted it in August 1954 after get- 
ting the stolons in Autauga Countyand the 
Tallassee Experiment Farm. The sprigs Wére 
put in with a tree planter and the land fer- 
tilized with 500 pounds of 0-14-14 and 100 
pounds of ammonium nitrate per acre. Af- 
ter the grass started running it was cultivat- 
ed twice. The next year Taylor had a com- 
plete stand. 

Since that first patch was established, Tay- 
lor has not bought a single stolon in planting 
244 additional acres of coastal. In fact, he 
sold $200 worth of stolons from one four-acre 
field this year and still harvested 300 bales of 
hay from one cutting on it. 

But getting back to the patch with the per- 
sonality, Taylor spoke with evident pride of 
the yield it made this year. Fertilized with 
200 pounds of 0-20-20 per acre this spring, 
the field was grazed by 20 or more. head of 
cattle until May, when the stock was taken 
off and 150 pounds of ammonium nitrate per 
acre applied. Six weeks later Taylor cut 550 
bales of hay. Cattle were turned back in the 

“field when it came out from the first cutting 
and left until around the first of August. Then 
they were taken off again and another 150 
pounds of ammonium nitrate put on each 
acre. Six weeks later 700 bales of hay were 
taken from the field, and cattle have been 
grazing on it since. That amounts to 1,250 
bales of hay and a lot of grazing from the 
small patch. 


Plants don’t have any 


Taylor thinks coastal is one of the best in 
grazing plants. ‘‘And when there is a sur- 
plus you have a hay crop that’s hard to beat,” 
he says. 

And hay and grazing are mighty important 
to this Clanton farmer-businessman. He feeds 
out around 300 steers each year and has 135 
dairy cows, plus 40 calves and heifers. He 
has 800 acres of pastures and hay crops al- 


together.

Home Agent Ruby Looney and other county 
Extension workers, who helped the clubs get 
1500 pounds of poison for their anti-rat ac- 
tivities, 

The rodent-killing campaign was organized 
this fall after the rats got so bad they ate 
vegetables out of gardens, undermined build- 
ings, and even attacked poultry, explained 
Agent Looney. 

As the big gun for the fight, pival was 
used. The ready-mixed poison was furnished 
by Mississippi State College ata cost of about 
20 cents per pound to the home owners. Cam- 
paign leaders figured that at this low price, 
every home in Lawrence County could afford 
to be rat-free. 

To make the poison readily available to 
everyone in the county, one or two club mem- 
bers in each community stocked the poison 
for their neighbors. Too, most stores in Moul- 
ton carried and advertised the rat killer. 

So that the campaign would be more ef- 
fective, a 15-day period in November was set 
as the time to keep the poison bait before the 
rats. 

All in all, everyone in Lawrence County is

Toys Will Suit Age, 
Interests of Child 
lf Carefully Chosen 


Picture the sight of the proud 
parent who sees to it that Santa 
brings bundles of expensive and 
intricate toys and soon after Christ- 
mas finds that little Junior prefers 
to play with Mother’s pots and 
pans. 

It happens, quite often, and poor 


Dad never realizes that he has 


made an unwise selection of toys. 
Quite often, he is slightly disturbed 
because his child isn’t interested 
in what he. considers excellent 
playthings. 

Toymakers are highly conscious 
of the fact that children at various 
ages have different interests and 
manufacture toys for specific age 
groups. For the one-year-and-un- 
der age group there are hundreds 
of excellent toys—soft, cuddly 
bears, elephants and other animals 
that can be squeezed to make 
noises and sounds. For this age 
group, too, there are many floating 
toys, most of which are made of 
sponge, celluloid or plastic. 

Toys to Please 

The child who has just learned 
to walk, or is less than two years, 
likes toys that he can pull or push 
around, including dolls, stuffed ani- 
mals, rubber and plastic automo- 
biles and vehicles. Toys that can 
be easily swallowed should be 
avoided as well as building blocks, 
which are jyst something to throw 
and scatter about. 

Blocks, trucks, airplanes, boats, 
simple puzzles and toys of this na- 
ture are suited to the interests of 
pre-school children and it is usu- 
ally at this age that children begin 
to see a distinction between toys 
for boys and toys for girls. Boys

Certainly the life and words of 
Jesus inspired this great letter. 
Certain also it is that Paul was 
the first Christian, as far as we 
know, to comprehend anything like 
the ‘full meaning of the Blessed 
Savior’s teaching in regard to the 
proper attitude of one man to} 
another.

As the letter mentions, here was 
a runaway slave, a_ thief and 
worthless renegade, transformed in 
to ‘an honest, upright, energetic, 
helpful man, one who was so fine | 
in character that Paul wanted to | 
keep him for his own service but 
would not because he recognized | 
the fact that Onesimus belonged to | 
another. And here was Onesimus, 
the runaway slave, knowing full 
well that his master had the 
power of life or death over his} 
body, ‘hat he was returning to a | 
life of servitude or perhaps cruel | 
punishment or even death, and yet 
the spirit of Jesus impelled him 
to return to his earthly master and 
to his duty.
